years to provide the opportunity for a number of youngsters and senior citizens and 
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handicapped to take advantage of the facilities they have presently. They have built." 
new facilities and they are in a process of rehabilitating the old. There is nothing 
more ímportant than a strong investment in the youth of Newark. 

Director Washington said he is only a phone call away and assured the Council 
he will use the vast resources of the Philadelphia Department to give them anything 
they want, at no cost to the City. 

Councilman Bottone said he thinks Director Washington and he have something 
unique and that is the first night Director Washington spent in Newark, he spent the 
night at his house. He thinks from that one night in his home, a tremendous relation- 
ship blossomed, flourished and still is nourished. He wished the Director the best of 
luck. 

Councilman Carrino said that the North Ward is always left out in the main- 
stream of City government and not until he personally met Director Washington were they 
able to set up several recreational facilities in the North Ward and become part of 
the recreational mainstream. He personally thanked the Director and wished him the 
best of luck. 

Councilman Grant said that as the Director returns to the City of Brotherly 
Love, he would like to add his congratulations to him by saying he has demonstrated 
in his opinion the very best professionalism since he has been with the Administration 
in the City of Newark. He came into Newark as a professional and is walking out with 
his head high as a professional, He suggested to him the words of the old prophet 
"may you live as long as you want, and may you never want as long as you live." 


(Councilman Johnson arrived 8:25 P, M.) 


Councilman Johnson noted that Director Washington brought a specíal touch to 
Newark that we needed, he has allowed us to get a true international look at what 
recreation can be, in importance of recreation in the family structure. He wished 
him the best of luck for himself and his family. 

Councilman Martinez indicated upon first meeting Director Washington he knew he 
was truly a professional. He thinks the loss today in the City of Newark will be 
Philadelphia's gain. He recalled meeting him a few years ago and indicating to him 
there were not enough Little League Ball Fields in the East Ward and his supervision 
and the paper work he did with the Federal Government, a Little League Ball Field 
became a reality for the first time in the East Ward. He recalled he met with the 
parents of the Hockey League and they indicated to him that their structure had problems, 
He saw.to it that the necessary funds were provided to get a new hockey rink and to work 


with them diligently to keep the young people off the streets. 
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Councilman Martinez continued that Director Washington has gained the respect 
and warmth of every person in the East Ward. If today things are different it is 
because he feeis he is the most underpaid Director in the City of Newark and perhaps 
the most overworked and he is very sorry to see him leave. He would hope that he 
would stay but under the circumstances he can understand it. He knows wherever he 
goes he will be successful. 

Councilman Tucker said he had the pleasure of working with Director Washington 
not only as a Member of the Council but also working prior to his tenure within 
Administration, He recalls the Governor's report which came out in 1967 dealing 
with the rebellion that took place in Newark that everyone refers to as the riots. One 
of the prime concerns of that report was that Newark did not have an open space or 
green acres area and he remembers the trials and tribulations with the new Administra~ 
tion coming on in 1970 and remembers quite clearly exactly the job Director 
Washington has done on developing parks within the inner City area of the City of 
Newark. He thinks when the Director leaves the City of Newark, people should be 
well aware that the majority of the parks in the open space that we currently enjoy 
now, that we did not have within the 1960's is basically atrributable to the kind of 
work that the Director has done on a national level by getting the actual funds needed 
to make the green space in the City of Newark a reality. It is also important to 


highlight a couple of other factors. We sat here as a Council and we knew for sure 


. there was land in the Watershed area but to be very frank we had no idea that inner 


City kids could utilize that particular area for recreational purposes. He remembers 
meetings taking place vith parents and children who wanted an outdoor recreation area 
and remembers quite clearly it took a person like Director Washington to go to 
Washington, D.C. and obtain the funds that were needed to renovate and to create a 
recreational area in the Watershed area. He would like Director Washington to know 
that he recognizes that a large numbcc of residents within the City of Newark recognize 
that as well. 

Councilman Tucker agrees with his colleagues that the Director's leaving the 
City of Newark will be a loss to the City of Newark because he has what a lot of 
Department Heads in the City of Newark who are even still here today don't have, and 
that is a committment to the task of what he is assigned to do. He works well with 
children because basically he loves children and works well on developing recreational 
Programs also for adults because he sees that is a viable part of any particular 


development of an individual whether it be a child or an adult. He is clearly of the 
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opinion that Newark is at a loss and we are going to have to look high and dry to 
try to attempt to find someone to fit his shoes. 


Councilman Tucker added he would like to congratulate the Director for the job 
he has done, a well developed job and a tremendous job for the last 7 years. He not 
only wishes him luck but all the best because he has done for Newark, coming from 
Philadelphia, what a lot of people within the City of Newark could not do for the City.

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING AN ANNUAL ALLOWANCE IN LIEU OF EXPENSES FOR MEMBERS 
OF THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, NEW JERSEY. 

BE IT ORDALNED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, NEW JERSEY: 

Section 1. That Members of the Municipal Council, with the exception of the 
President of the Council, shall be paid an annual allowance in lieu of expenses at 

"eight thousand dollars ($8,000.) which shall be paid in quarterly installments of 
two thousand dollars ($2,000.) on March 31, June 30, September 30,and December 31 
of each year. 

Section 2, The President of the Council shall also be paid an annual allowance 
in lieu of expenses of nine thousand dollars ($9,000.) which shall be paid in quarterly 


installments of two thousand two hundred fifty dollars ($2,250.) on March 31, June 30, 


September 30 and December 31 of each year. 

Section 3. Any part of any existing ordinance inconsistent with this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Temporary President Grant called for those desiring to be heard on the ordinance 

- to approach the rail, give his name and address and be heard. 

MR. D. J. HENDERSON, 29 OLD ROAD TO BLOOMFIELD, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, said 
it seems this ordinance is evidence of continued fiscal irresponsibility thet 
characterizes Councils! first action after their election in 1978. It is hard to 
believe they would continue this behavior and consider this ordinance in view of the 
fact Newark is a City for all practical purposes bankrupt. A City desperately 
dependent on hand-outs from Federal and State governments, a City defiled and despoiled 
by vandals and suffocating. A City where almost every week sees a building abandoned 
and vandalized and gutted by fire, a City whose parks are a disgrace, where businesses 
leave, where the tax base shrinks and the City becomes a major landlord. 


. The speaker suggested the Council recognize reality and reject this ordinance.

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MR. RICHARD DOWLING, 161 ELWOOD AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, REPRESENTING 


NORTH WARD PROPERTY PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION, said that they did not . raise their voices 


when the pay raises were approved because they felt they deserved an increase. He 
is asking the Council consider the plight of all the people and the burden they carry. 
They will respond to their actions in the same manner they respond to theirs. He 


urged the Council to reject this ordinance. 


MRS. HELEN POCH, 687 SUMMER AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the Municipal 


Council opposing this ordinance and urged the Council to reject said ordinance. 


DR. JOHN F. DONATO, 66 WILSON AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, said the three people 
have addressed the Municipal Council and thus far they have not responded. The 
speaker asked the Council to comment as to the reason why this ordinance is before 
them. l l 

Temporary President Grant said he thinks the opportunity extended at this 
time is for the speaker to address the Council and if there are Council persons who 
would like to respond then it would be their prerogative to do so. 

Dr. Donato felt it is an important thing for the City to know, especially under 
the present circumstances we have just gone through a tremendous problem concerning 
deficits which were fictitious, the Board of Education is supposed to have a deficit 
and ended up witha surplus of $2 million, The City was supposed to be in bankruptcy 
and they have a surplus. of $15 million, the tax rate is going to be increased, He 
questioned what is "in lieu of expenses", He felt the public deserves to know why they 
want to do this and he would prefer they answer the question because they as citizens 
deserve to know. There is going to be a tax raise, shortage of services of personnel 
and one of the speakers alluded to the fact that their department has increased out 
of proportion to any other department and services they are rendering are equally out 
of proportion in comparsion to what other departments are doing. There should be some 
justification and some response. 

Councilman Carrino said he takes exception to what the speaker is saying as 
far as services coming out of his office. As far as the North Ward is concerned he 
can't speak for anyone else, his office is open almost 20 hours a day. He takes 
exception to the fact that he is saying to him that he is not performing services for 
which he was elected. On every occasion since he has been elected he has not voted 
for any pay raises. He does not think in the past a Councilman in the City of Newark 
has had an operating office in the North Ward, been open 20 hours a day almost 7 days 


a week. He voted against the:extra aide they got two years. ago and he is sorry, be- 
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cause all it does is make his office more accessible to everybody and people get in 
touch with his office. He understands what the speaker is here for and he is not 
criticizing but he voted against this last time and will vote against it this time 
but the point is he does not think it should always be a blanket type situation. The 
Mayor of the City of Newark does not even show his "in lieu of expenses" to anybody 
and we don't even vote on it and they could not even-tell him how much he spends a 
year as far as expenses are concerned, yet never does anyone criticize Administration, 
never say all of these things come up for Administration. Fortunately, the Mayor's 
Office has the Community Development money and the MPDO federal funds where 20 of 

his employees are getting paid $30,000. a year under those funds which nobody sees or 
knows about and they always get the criticism. He thinks maybe the speaker should 
examine some of the CDA money and MDPO money and find out how much from the federal 
government is being used in Administration and you cannot even get to people in 
Administration when you try to caíl them. 

Councilman Tucker said his concern is whether Dr. Donato has finished his 
presentation because what we relate with respect to IRS, he is of the opinion it is 
their own personal concern. 

Councilman Tucker said if he remembers correctly all ordinances have to be 
advertised and asked whether this ordinance was duly advertised in the newspaper 


and the City Clerk replied in the affirmative. 


MR. ELMONT H. TUNNISON, 241 RIDGE STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the 


Municipal Council urging them to reject this ordinance. 


MRS. ESTHER HOWELL, 872 SOUTH 16TH STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the 


Municipal Council opposing this ordinance.

HEARINGS OF CITIZENS. 

MR. WILLIAM WALLACE, EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR, 361 OSBORNE TERRACE, NEWARK, NEW 
JERSEY, addressed the Municipal Council in behalf of the Community Parents 
Area Development, a non-profit Newark corporation detailing efforts of this group to 
bring a new concept of revitalization, rebuilding and making their neighborhoods 
self-sustaining and secure from crime. Examples of this unified efforts can be seen 
in the East Ward of our City, the Ironbound Commercial Strip, is truth that it can 
happen. Community parents intend to do the same with an industrial strip in the South 
Ward area of Newark. A survey taken in December 1979 of industries and homeowners 
of the South Ward, gave the Community parents the motivation to go to the Federal. 
Economic Development Administration of the United States Department of Commerce 
for assistance to rehabilitate and redevelop Newark's South Ward. This was an area 
that flourished for 50 years as a highly industrial manufacturing area. Employers 
and employees came from that area. There was a minimum of crime, streets of the area 
were laid with trees and it was Newark's show place. Today that same area is blighted. 
70% of the industry that was there moved out and the other 30% are on'the:verge of 
moving out. Crime rate of the area is the highest in the City and homeowners want to 
get out. Community parents intend to turn this around. The training of community 


residents and new techniques of manufacturing and computerized industries by the

businesses that are already in the area and those coming in would create a work force 

pool that industry needs. Not only will we be supplying to employees some of their o 
needs making it competitive within their field but also find additional jobs for un- 
employed of the City. They will be traíning within work sites within the South Ward 
area, young men and women who are hanging in the streets today. 

The speaker requested the Council to grant them. $50,000. from the MPDO/HCDA 
Budget so they can do the studies, the feasibility study, the planning and development 
of the South Ward area and bring in $2 million into Newark. They have community 
residents, business people who are behind this project 100% and they feel if this 
Council goes on record saying this project is worthwhile for the citizens of Newark, 


soemthing will happen in the South Ward area which is blighted, torn down area. 


6-HC-b. MR. ALVIN T. WRIGHT, PRESIDENT, COMMUNITY PARENT FOR AREA DEVELOPMENT, 149 
LEHIGH AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, said the area they are talking about is Badger 
Jeliff, Hawthorne and Clinton Avenues. The area is blighted, businesses have left, 
buildings are abandonded. By making such improvements it will increase the 
availability of job opportunites for City residents, increase community awareness 
and pride within their work areas, living and entire City as a whole, What they can 
do with a project like this is to perhaps bring some of the teenagers off of welfare o 
and hanging on the corners to make them self-sustaining and bring them in the concept ` 
of doing what they are supposed to be doing and not committing these crimes to make 
the area worse then what it is. They are presently seeking assistance from this City 
with the aid of the City they can do what Bedford-Stuyvesant did and bring jobs into 
the community, bring the community people, the industry together and in this way be 
proud together and working together as a whole. ` 

Councilwoman Villani requested that remarks made by these two gentlemen 
pertaining to the South Ward, be forwarded to Councilman James. 

Councilman Carrino said it is a good time for people to have an explanation 
.about that HCDA money, talking about jobs and giving opportunities for people.  Every- 
one should understand that we are in receipt of $17 millioa this year from the 
federal government for community development. He thinks people should understand that 
$4 million of that money is going to pay salaries in the Housing Authority, $1.9 millim 
is going to pay salaries for people working in the demolition team in the City of 
Newark which knocked down less than 100 houses last year, which cost the City 


$30,000., some towns spend $30,000. to build homes and it cost us $30,000. to knock 


them down, People should realize that the Mayor's administrative people add up to o

almost a million dollars in salaries for aides that run all over the place doing noth- 
ing so that some of these community development programs cannot be included into the 
total budget of the supposedly $17 million. When you break it down the local 
community organizations only have access to possibly $4 million or $454 million for 
the course of the year. The rest of the $17 million goes to paying salaries for 
people on federal programs, people working in the Housing Authority. $6 million of 
the $17 million has to be used for urban renewal in all reality that is something 
necessary and we can't control. We are working with $11 million, $5% million goes 
to pay salaries for people which nobody knows about and the biggest disgrace is the 
demolition. We have almost 1,500 homes that have to be demolished. It cost a 
private contractor $3,000. to demolish a home and the City of Newark $30,000. 
Understand that when all these community groups including yourself come and talk to the 
- Council about being included in community development, it is very difficult to include 
them into a piece of pie that only adds up to about $4 million when every one is under 
the assumption there is $17 million to split. He thinks some letters should be 
written to Administration informing them when we have viable community groups such as 
themselves, and propose projects, which could eventually turn the City around and 
clean it up and provide private jobs that the City is making a big mistake by using 
the money to pay salaries to people who are not going to keep our streets clean, not 
going to build new homes, not going to build factories and not going to provide 
jobs but just provide political friendships for people. Until this $17 million a year 
is used totally for what it is supposed to be used, that is community development, we 
are never going to get off the ground. We started with 1,500 abandoned homes and 
end up with 1,400 and have spent $2.3 million for demolition. He thinks people 
should get more with the development of public hearing and people should start writing 
to the federal government and HUD, the people who provide this money to us and tell 
them that the money is not being used in the most efficient way for the citizens of 
Newark. 

Councilman Bottone said to continue in the same vein and especially when you 
see groups here that probably have good projects and would like: to get on board, but as 
this pot shrinks every year, when it started out it was in the high $20 million bracket 
and every year it decreases a few million. The only thing that didn't decrease is the 
salaries and the personnel that was on board and yet some programs we instituted years 
ago were very good programs, day care, etc. Those you certainly cannot close but 
their upkeep has risen over the years. The pot for community development has gotten 


smaller and smaller, where the salaries have gotten larger and larger and what annoyed 
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him the most is that many of them don't even live in Newark and to go even further 

there are names and they don't even know where they live, so they couldn't list the o 
address. There are many, many good programs they would like to entertain but again 

they have to do that on the second floor because that is where they would get a direct 
answer, they hope, or why they wouldn't take his program or his proposal or why, they 


will. 


6-HC-c. DR. JOHN F. DONATO, 66 WILSON AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, said he was impressed 
with the remarks made by Councilmen Bottone and Carrino. These are the things they 
can't get a handle on. They can't find out and they know the balance of power, strong 
Mayor-Council form of government sort of puts Council in a weakened position but they 
have the strength and investigatory power and the time to look into these things. They 
are aware of these abuses only through innendo and through the grapevine. It is 
unfortunate that this is one of the ways the public is informed. However, the 
last statement was of the upmost importance and relevance to this City and as you 
know there is a present investigation going on especially in the Department of 
Demolition, rehabilitation and so forth. He felt these remarks should be addressed 
to the Investigatory Federal Body and their support be put behind this to encourage 
an investigation to see what is going on. When we have lost 3 or 4 million dollars o 
from this particular benefit it is outrageous and this Body permits $30,000. to demolist 


a home and then have a private contractor demolish. It raises a lot of questions.

Councilman Carrino said he takes exception to this communication. Because 
of the plight of the City, because of the crime, the shrinking tax base, because of 
the movement out of the City, businesses and individuals, we have now developed a 
policy to keep raising licenses of everything and everybody who is in any kind of 
business in the City of Newark. Some of the licenses involved involve the sale of 
milk, pay more to sell milk in stores, people are going to have to pay more to sell 
drugs and cosmetics in stores which is going to necessitate the property owners and 
businessmen in the City of Newark to raise the prices on their Shelves which is going 
to further aggravate the situation where people are going to go to the suburbs or malis 
to shop which is going to cause more businessmen to close down their shops. He felt 
we are going in line with administrative policy that is going to lead us to a dead end 
and unless we stop this kind of thing of raising peoples taxes and licenses to make 
up for some of our shortcomings being able to provide services in the City, all we are 
doing is causing more and more people to leave the City of Nevark. 
ts Councilman Tucker said he knows, based on communication we were in receipt of, 
the Mayor had indicated his particular position or posture that the regulatory agencies 
we have as a City administration, that the cost of operation of those regulatory 
agencies should ve borne by the industry that is being regulated. His only concern is 
and he personally supports that posture, in regard to this is we do not have the 
statistical information at this point and time to say we should raise the milk fees, 
xaise whatever particular fees, based on anything. Mr. Banker indicated he was going 
to have that information for us today. We have raised this in our pre-meeting 
conference yesterday and the information at this point and time is not here. He knows 


it vas the request of the Assistant Business Administrator to move this to first 
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reading. He is of the opinion, especially dealing with 8-c, that we should receive 
some sort of documentation as to what the cost is. He has raised a major question 
dealing with the taxi division, being the Chairman of the Taxi Committee. He knows 
full well that the generated income at least we currently have right now basically 
meets the obligation because that division was devised with that in mind. ‘He knows 
that approximately three years have gone by and he 1s aware that municipal employees 
have been in receipt of a 5% raise per year but he does not believe that it self 
mandates that we increase taxi drivers license 100% and increase taxi medallion fees 
approximately 125%. His only concern is what was the rationale or the statistical 
information analyzed to come up with this recommendation. He does not believe we 
should do anythíng until we get it.

President Harris stated,"According to State Law, the Municipal Council is 
introducing the 1980 Newark Municipal Budget in the same form as it was presented 
by Mayor Gibson January 14th. 

Tonight's action is a formality and in no way represents the final budget 
package which the Council will adopt April 1st. The budget as presented is based on 
estimated projections and cannot be finalized until we know what the Board of Education 
and Essex County budgets include for Newark in 1980. 

Since the presentation of the Mayor's budget, the City Council and its staff 
have been going over each departments' projected 1980 fiscal needs, We have posed 


many questions to division heads, department directors and administration officials 
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and we will continue to inquire into the needs of specific budget requests so that 
we can act prudently in amending the original spending plan. 

Currently Mayor Gibson is projecting a $258.6 million package, which 
reflects a considerable decrease in overall spending from the $290 million budget 
adopted in 1979. However, this figure can be very misleading because the projected 
property tax rate proposed by the Mayor is $9.99-68 points higher than last year's 
rate. 

In the next few weeks, the Council will continue to examine this budget 
very, very closely with the main objective of reducing the projected tax rate without 
further hurting the already ailing delivery of city services. 

As your legislative representatives, we are very much in touch with your 
concerns and grievances. We are well aware that a shrinking tax base is putting more 


and more strain on our residential property owners. We also share with the citizens 


-of Newark in your concern about inadequate street cleaning, garbage removal, demolition, 


cleaning of vacant lots and more police protection. 

For this reason, we intend to spend many long hours over the next few weeks 
in tightening up the Administration's proposed budget with the goal of trying to 
stabilize the existing property tax and to improve the delivery of essential city 


services."

Councilman Carrino said the Council got into a bind like this once before be- 
cause we deferred a contract like this. Porterhouse Maintenance has been the subject 
of a court case, and both Councilman James and he have been purvue to information 
that has been documented that this company has not performed as a maintenance company 
to the satisfaction of the City of Newark. If we defer this again they are going 
to wind up taking us to court again and we are going to end up going through the 
same procedures. We should reject this contract on the grounds they have not 
satisfactorily complied with a previous contract and therefore we will not allow them 
to come into the City of Newark. 

President Harris said in response to Councilman Carrino's inquiry, on the advice 
of the Corporation Counsel's Office, this is the reason why the proposal was made 
at this meeting for deferment. l 

Councilman Carrino said on April 9, 1979 upon advice of the Corporation Counsel, 
we deferred the contract and subsequently we were summoned to go to court because of 


the advice that we were given by the Corporation Counsel. He does not take any stock 
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in the advíce of the Corporation Counsel when it comes to contracts because he was on 
the stand for three days in regard to the same company. . o 
- Councilman James said he would like to remove his second to the motion to defer 
and concurs with the remarks made by Councilman Carrino that the contract should 
be voted in the affirmative or rejected as opposed to a continuing procrastination 
in making a decision on our part. He would also like to add for the record that the 
terms of the contract have been significantly altered since public bidding. He would 
also like to again indicate to this Body that this is a building which we do not own 
and we have spent millions of dollars of taxpayers money renovating, maintaining a 
building which we do not own and he believes that to approve an almost $% million 
contract fpr a building which we do not own, he thinks the City should use their 
own in-house capacity to provide the services. It is also a statement of record of 
the same company with other contracts of the City of Newark they have not performed 
satisfactorily and he believes this contract should be denied based on past per- 
formance which has not been satisfactory and more importantly he thinks the Business 
Administrator and Purchasing Agent should come before the Council to explain why these 
services cannot be performed by City personnel. 
Councilman Grant requested Assistant Corporation Counsel Bowen to approach the o 
podium and state for the record the reasons the Corporation Counsel Office is recommend- 
ing that the matter be deferred as opposed to rejection. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Bowen replied that the recommendation that.this 


. be deferred is based on the requirements of law that findings ‘of fact be made and 


reasons for rejection be stated. She does not believe sufficient reasons for rejection 
have.been stated. They are recommending that this matter be deferred until adequate 
reasons for rejection can be made, 

Councilman Grant asked what is the proposed starting date of this contract and 
City Clerk D'Ascensio replied March 1, 1980 to February 28, 1981. 

Councilman Grant said it means that the contract will start prior to the Council's 
next meeting date. 

Councilman Martinez said it is a sad situation but according to law he is sure: 
we are going to have to watch what we say because these quotes are going to be picked 
up and are going to appear in court. He would agree at this particular point with the 
Corporation Counsel's recommended deferral, however, he would also request this Body 


receive the pertinent information from the Corporation Counsel, from Mr, Ramondini, 


and Mr. Toma who have indicated to this Body on an oral basis that the performance d 
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of Porterhouse Maintenance has been a little less than atrocious and he can't see this 
Body caught.in a legal bind. However, he does believe it should be within 

the jurisdiction of this Body if they receive such information, that Porterhouse 
Maintenance is not a responsible bidder, that an emergency or special meeting be called 
prior to March lst. The Council at that point, if they had the necessary documentation, 
could reject the Porterhouse Maintenance contract and he thinks at that point we should 
be on legal grounds and asked Assistant Corporation Counsel Bowen if he was correct 

and she replied in the affirmative. 

President Harris said in regard to Councilman Martinez's statement, he requested 
the City Clerk to invite Corporation Counsel Perillo, Business Administrator Hill and 
Purchasing Agent Lucarelli to meet with the Council at their special conference 
February 26, 1980. 

President Harris indicated to the public that they may find this a little 
difficult to comprehend at this moment. The City Council, the legislative branch of 
City Government in no way has a responsibility to participate in the contract 
procedure that is conducted by Administration. It is a process that is done by 
the Purchasing Office, headed by Mr. Lucarelli submitting requirements for people 
to bid on contracts and it is only after Administration has received the highest, or 
responsible bid, they Submit it to the Council to ratify their action, The Council 
is not engaged in the contract business, they are not out seeking contracts. 

Councilman Tucker said notwithstanding all of the comments of his colleagues, 
which he believes are meritorious, his specific reason for recommending that this 
item be deferred is to allow Council an opportunity to review the contract in total. 

He thinks the Members of the Council were in receipt of a communication which came 
from Administration raising the questions that were embodied in the specs dealing 
with cleaning, which was part of the contract, which is an overall mechanical one. 
His specific reason to defer is related to the fact they need to gather more direct 
information about all the services that were bid on the contract and review exactly 
Whether or not this contract is in compliance with the general policy and procedures 
of the City and that is the reason why he made the motion to defer. 

Councilman Carrino maintained the contract was substantially changed after the 
bids, by deleting two floors of the building which were ddvertised, which makes a 
substantial difference in the contract and that was only corrected by a letter after 
the fact. Also, they have been given documentation by the Director of General Services 


that Porterhouse Maintenance has not performed satisfactorily in the past and that it 
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is up to the Council, within their prerogative, given the Fact that a contract was 
substantially changed after the fact and given the fact that they did not perform 
satisfactorily, to reject the contract and send it back out for bids. 

President Harris said some remarks that are being made relative to said contract 
will be extracted and be part of a suit and the person may very well wind up with the 
contract. 

Councilman James said he is quite sure the Council action has not been due to 
the pressure of Porterhouse Maintenance which has been lobbied for by this 
Administration on prior contracts. They certainly will end up in court and he for one 
is not going to vote for it. He will not be intimidated, he is not going to respond 
to the lobbying pressures by the Business Administrator with prior contracts supporting 
Porterhouse Maintenance. He is not going to forget that Porterhouse Maintenance 
was illegally paid by Administration, $13,000. He is not going to forget Porterhouse 
Maintenance started work illegally. He is not going to forget Porterhouse Maintenance 
received additional work and monies from the City without permission of this Body. 

He is not going to be intimidated by the Business Administrator or any one else who 
might have a liking or a concern or interest in Porterhouse Maintenance, The records 
show that Porterhouse Maintenance has been irresponsible in the conduct of business 
with the City on previous contracts and based on that he has read the present contract 
delivered to the Council in sufficient time. He has read the terms of the contract, he 
will not vote on it under any circumstances. 

Councilman Grant said he would like to know whether or not if action is not taken 
on this contract, whether the Purchasing Agent is going to suggest to the Council that 
an emergency exists and then move ahead with the letting of this contract even though 
this Body has not acted on it. In times past, based on that assumption, an emergency 
would exist, persons have been permitted to execute a contract. He is of the opinion 


that this matter should not be deferred at this time but bite the bullet and reject it. 


President Harris asked what is the date for the next meeting and the City Clerk 
replied March Sth. This contract is due to go into effect March lst. 

President Harris noted this total Council, not one individual of the 9, is con- 
sidered friendly with the people who are interested in this contract. There is no 
question that any one on the Council has a vested interest in seeing to it that this 
individual gets that contract. , He wants to make that very clear for the record and the 
remarks that were made by one of the individuals who has an interest in this 


particular contract when they appeared before the Council they took them to task. 
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President Harris said the motion was for deferment. 

City Clerk D'Ascensio said the motion was made by Councilman Tucker,“ seconded 
by Councilman James. Councilman James has since removed his second. 

A motion to defer action on this resolution was made by Councilman Tucker. 

President Harris said that Councilman Martinez will second the motion to defer.

Councilman James said he just wants to say that he is not speaking for other 
Menbers of the Council but he has been somewhat confused of late over the action of 
Administration. If he recalls, Mayor Gibson forwarded to the Council on February 7, 
1980 a group of ordinances calling for significant administrative pay raises for 
various individuals. In fact the document he forwarded to the Council indicated 
raises for Department Directors, Division Directors, Deputy Mayor, Secretaries to 
Boards and Commissions and other management personnel and then of course on 
February 18th he indicated in the papers he has sent out a request of letter of 
resignation from the same individuals who encompass the 500 and also he has been led 
to believe that those who were requested to forward a letter of resignation the start- 


ing salary was $11,500. What he is crying to find out that on February 7th he indicat- 


ed ro the Council he wanted pay raises and he notes in the documents that Were prepared 


in his office, some pay raises were as high as 118% and some 98%, 622, 60% and 487. 
His concern is why the change. If we search the records these questions were raised 
at the Gateway and these questions were raised at the pre-conference meeting and these 
questions were stated to other Members of the Council consistently. His concern is 
that he is very pleased with the action and leadership of the President of the Council 
in calling for the tabling of 411 of these measures. He would hope that their action 
would reflect the fact that they are projecting a 7% increase in our sewer water tax 


on the citizens of Newark who already are experiencing hardship over the water bills. 
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He would hope their action would also reflect that Administration has forwarded to 
Council a projected property tax rate of $9.99 per $100. assessed valuation of property 
which will be highly confiscatory. He also hoped the action the Council has taken is 
in recognizing that Public Service has announced that their utility rate will go up 
significantly for those living in Urban America particularly and other municipalities 
as well. He would also hope that their action tonight reflects the continuing energy: 
crisis that we find ourselves in paying $.94 gallon for oil, the high cost of fuel for 
automobiles and individuals are struggling not only to survive but also to heat their 
homes, It is no wonder we find senior citizens who are freezing and starving to death, 
living on fixed incomes. They must pay utility costs and the only thing they can 
sacrifice happens to be the food they place in their bodies. To the Members of the 
Council and the President in particular who took swift action and he does want to 

make known that the Council President took swift action in notifying Administration 
that in view of the Mayor's action requesting some 500 letters of resignation and in 
view of what he hoped the crisis he has heretofore stated, this Council will not move 
or act favorably upon what he calls an exorbitant, ridiculous and highly insulting 

pay raise increase. 

Councilman Tucker stated just for a matter of record he thinks it Should be 
mentioned when we talk about individuals in some cases in receipt of 75% pay increase 
he thinks we have to mention the inequities that exist. He knows his colleague from 
the South Ward and all of the Members of the Council know full well just because a 
person works for the City of Newark they should not be expected to work for the City 
of Newark for a period of 10 years and not receive a raise, It is ludicrous for them 
as a Council, and he finds no fault in stating this that they moved to raise their 
particular salaries, whether it be high, low or what have you. He thinks it is kind 
of odd for them to say, Deputy Mayors whose salaries were established by ordinance in 
1970 should not be in receipt of an increase after 10 years and they should stay at 
that salary. He thinks the citizenry, whether they are pro-raise or anti-raise, have 
to recognize one reality, that the cost of living which all of us are basically 
affected by, also affects municipal employees. He feels awkward as an elected 
official supporting a raise package based on the action the Mayor took and then request 


ing all kinds of resignations. He does. not necessarily agree with the Mayor that he 


is giving an increase, not to any individual, because he thinks that is clearly 


D 


what we are basically talking about. You can't realistically vote on a raise package 


without knowing who is going to be within that position. He does believe we have 
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municipal employees who work within the City of Newark who do deserve some considera- 
tion. He also shares the opinion that we have municipal employees who work for the 
City of Newark who do not deserve, under any circumstances, any kind of raise. He 
thinks to say that nobody deserves a raise is similar to the Mayor's blanket indictment 
in which he indicates we have people within the City of Newark who need to resign. 
Clearly, there are a large number of municipal employees who are doing an effective 
job, there are individuals within the City of Newark who are doing a lousy job. He 
thinks they should selectively look at those individuals and not come out with a 
blanket statement that. says no one should ever get a raise as long as they work for 
the City of Newark. 

Councilman Carrino said along with what Councilman Tucker was saying, his only 
problem with the ordinances aside from the fact the raises are so exorbitant, he does 
not see how the Mayor can expect them to vote raises for people he intends to fire. 
-He thinks as the Chief Executive it should have been incumbent upon him to fire those 
individuals he feels are not performing services to the City of Newark, then come up 
with the pay package for those people he feels are performing that service. To ask the 
Council to vote for raises for people he intends to fire in June, thereby giving them 
a reward between March Ist and June, is totally asinine. He thinks if the Mayor wants 
to take the bull by its horns he should take whatever employees he feels are not 
Performing their duties now, and fire them. Certainly the City Council has submitted 
names and departments to him of persons they feel are not functioning and he is 
certain he has received complaints from the citizens of Newark about Department 
Directors and Division Directors who are not performing. . Until he takes the bull by 
the horns and fires those people he feels are not performing, he does not think we 
should act on any pay raises for anyone. 

Councilman Martinez said he basically agreed with most of.what has been said 
by his colleagues. In reference to what Councilman James stated earlier, his decision 
was based on 500 resignations. His decision was not based on the crisis of the 500 
resignations. He thinks his statement came out earlier. They have had many meetings 
in the City of Newark in all areas of the City and there has been a basic complaint of 
lack of service, police protection, lack of street cleaning service, sewer problems, 
etc. Administration has had an opportunity to fulfill some of these requests. Since 
the first of the year Administration could have hired approximately 40 policemen that 
have been laid off, the fellows are still out there without work, the citizens are still 


saying give them the police protection. There isn't a day when you don't pick up the 
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newspaper, particularly the Star Ledger and read about different neighborhoods in the 
City of Newark with the same problems of crime. Not once has Administration made the 
attempt to put these 40 policemen back. We have had Administrators and policemen every 
day in City Hall indicating that they have never seen such resignations in the history 
of the City of Newark as they are seeing today. They expect a mass retirement in the 
month of April. If no one is hired at this particular time and the time keeps 
decreasing, the personnel will decrease.  He.does not think that we should have to be 


subjected to any sort of request by Administration for any kind of pay raises until 


the services the people are requesting, and the people deserve, are fulfilled. Until 
that point in time we should look into who is deserving of a raise ff Administration 
sees fit. Certainly he would not vote for any pay raises of 118% for any individual. 

Councilman James said he wanted to state one concern that some workers have 
brought to his attention and wanted to state for the record. He hoped that in asking 
for a letter of resignation that no individual will be badgered for political 
persuasion. Some of the citizens and workers who have called his office have simply 
stated to have someone to inspect their work, to evaluate, that they can accept. 
However, they posed the question, whereas the Administration historically is involved 
in political campaigns, presently in a presidential race, they plan to become in- 
volved in a congressional race, will the performance of their duties, will the 
acceptance or rejection of a letter of resignation be determined on their political 
affilations or political involvement. As a Member of the Council he would just hope, 
and he says this to the Administration publicly, that any such termination of any 
individual should be solely on the basis of their performance of duty, responsibility 
and not whether they support one candidate or another for president, or congress. 


He says this because this is certainly a concern that many people have expressed.

WHEREAS, The Municipal Council of the City of Newark, New Jersey 
has adopted Resolution 7RBp on September 6, 1972, concerning the in- 
clusion of the City in the Federal Insurance Administration "National 
Flood Insurance Program"; and 


WHEREAS, the City is desirous of finalizing such inclusion in 
the National Flood Insurance Program; and 


WHEREAS, all appeal periods have expired, and finalized flood in- 
surance rate maps have been reviewed and approved by the Director of 
Engineering; and 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of the State of New Jersey has delegated 
the responsibility to local governmental units to adopt regulations de- 
signed to promote the public health, safety, and general welfare of its 
citizenry; and 


WHEREAS, the flood hazard areas of the City of Newark, New Jersey 
are subject to periodic inundation which results in loss of life and 
property, health and safety hazards, disruption of commerce and govern- 
mental services, extraordinary public expenditures for flood protection 
and relief, and impairment of the tax base, all of which adversely 
affect the public health, safety, and general welfare;

CHAPTER ONE: TITLE, PURPOSE, OBJECTIVES 
1.1 "TITLE 


This ordinance shall be known and cited as the "NEWARK FLOOD

' 1.2 PURPOSE 


It is the purpose of this ordinance to promote the public health, 
safety, and general welfare, and to minimize public and private losses 
due to flood conditions in specific areas by provisions designed: 


a. To protect human life and health; 


b. To minimize expenditure of public money for costly flood 
control projects; 


c. To minimize the need for rescue and relief efforts associated 
with flooding and generally undertaken at the expense of the 
general public; 


d. To minimize prolonged business interruptions; 

€. To minimize damage to public facilities and utilities such as 
water and gas mains, electric, telephone and sewer lines, 
streets and bridges located in areas of special flood hazard; 

f. To help maintain a stable tax base by providing for the second 


use and development of areas of special flood hazard so as 
to minimize future flood blight areas; 
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To insure that potential buyers are notified that property 
is in an area of special flood hazard; and, 


To ensure that those who occupy the areas of special flood 
hazards assume responsibility for their actions. 


1.3 METHODS OF REDUCING FLOOD LOSSES

order to accomplish its purposes, this ordinance includes 
and provisions for: 


Restricting or prohibiting uses which are dangerous to health, 
safety, and property due to water or erosion hazards or which 
result in damaging increases in erosion or in flood heights or 
velocities; 


Requiring that uses vulnerable to floods, including facilities 
which serve such uses, be protected against flood damage at. 
the time of initial construction; 


Controlling the alteration of natural flood plains, stream 
channels, and natural protective barriers, which help accomodate 
or channel flood waters; 


Controlling filling, grading, dredging, and other development 
which may increase flcod damage; and, 


Preventing or regulating the construction of flood barriers 
which will unnaturally divert flood waters or which may 
increase flood hazards in other areas. 


CHAPTER TWO: DEFINITIONS, GENERAL PROVISIONS 


2.1 DEFINITIONS 


Unless specifically defined below, words. or phrases used in this 
ordinance shall be interpreted so as to give them the meaning they 
have in common usage and to give this ordinance its most reasonable 
application. 


a. 


"Appeal" - Means a request for a review of the Flood Control 
jompliance Officer's interpretation of any provision of this 
ordinance or a request for a variance. 


"Area of Shallow Flooding" - means a designated AO zone on 
the Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM). The base flood depths 
range from one to three feet; a clearly defined channel does 
not exist; the path of flooding is unpredictable and indeter- 
minate and, velocity flow may be evident. 


"Area -6f Special Flood Hazard" - means the land in the flood 
plain within a community subject to a one percent or greater 
chance of flooding in any given year. 


"Base Flood"- means the flood having a one percent chance of 
being equalled or exceeded in any given year. 


"Development"- means any man-made change to improved or wun- 
improved real estate, including but not limited to buildings 

or other structures, mining, dredging, filling, grading, paving, 
excavation or drilling operations located within the area of 
special flood hazard. 
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"Development Permit" - means any of the following: 


1. Building permit issued by the Central Permit Office 


:2. Soil Erosion and Sediment Control Permit Issued by the 


Central Permit Office 
3. Site plan approval issued by the Central Planning Board 


4. Use variance issued by the Board of Adjustment 


"Existing Mobile Home Park or Mobile Home Subdivision" - means 
a parcel (or contiguous parcels) of land divided into two or 


.more mobile home lots for rent or sale for which the construction 


of facilities for servicing the lot on which the mobile homes 
are to be affixed (including, at a minimum, installation of 
utilities, either final site grading or installation of support 
pads, and the construction of streets) is completed before the 
effective date of this ordinance. 


"Expansion of an Existing Mobile Home Park or Mobile Home Sub- 


division"- means the preparation of additional sites by the 
construction of facilities for servicing the lots on which the 
mobile homes are to be affixed (including the installation of 
utilities, either final site grading or installation of support 
pads or the construction of streets). 


"Flood" or "Flooding" - means a general and temporary condition 
of partial or complete inundation of normally dry land areas 
from: U 


(1) The overflow of inland or tidal waters and/or 

(2) The unusual and rapid accumulation or runoff of surface 
waters from any source. 

"Flood Insurance Rate Map" (FIRM) - means the official map on 

which the Federal Insurance inistration has delineated both 

the areas of special flood hazards and the risk premium zones 

applicable to the community. 


"Flood Insurance Study - means the official report provided 
in which the Federal Insurance Administration has provided 

flood profiles, as well as the Flood Boundary-Floodway Map 

and the water surface elevation of the base flood. 


"Floodway'" - means the channel of a river or other water-course 
and the adjacent land areas that must be reserved in order to 
discharge the base flood without cummulatively increasing 

the water surface elevation more than 0.2 foot. 


"Habitable Floor" - means any floor usuable for living purposes, 
which includes working, sleeping, eating, cooking or recreation, 
or a combination thereof. A floor used only for storage purposes 
is not a "habitable floor". 


"Mobile Home" - means a structure that is transportable in 

one or more sections, built on a permanent chassis and designed 
to be used with or without a permanent foundation when connected 
to the required utilities. It does not include recreational 
vehicles or travel trailers. 


"New Construction" - means structures for which the "start of 
construction" commenced on or after the effective date of this 
ordinance. 


"New Mobile Home Park or Mobile Home Subdivision"! - means a 
parcel (or contiguous parcels) of land divided into two or 

more mobile home lots for rent or sale for which the construction 
of facilities for servicing the lot (including, at a minimum, 

the installation of utilities, either final site grading or 
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the installation support pads, and the construction of streets) 
is completed on or after the effective date of this ordinance. 


"Start of Construction" - means the first placement or perma- 
nent construction of a structure ( other than a mobile home) 
on a site, such as the pouring of slabs or footings or any work 


"beyond the stage of excavation. Permanent construction does 


not include land preparation, such as clearing, grading, and 
filling, nor does it include the installation of streets and/or 
walkways; nor does it include excavation for a basement, footings, 
piers or foundations or the erection of temporary forms; nor 

does it include the installation on the property of accessory 
buildings, such as garages or sheds not occupied as dwelling 
units or not as part of the main structure. For a structure 
(other than a mobile home) without a basement or poured footings, 
the "start of construction" includes the first permanent framing 
or assembly of the structure or any part thereof on its piling 

or foundation. For mobile homes not within a mobile home 

park or mobile home subdivision, "start of construction" means 
the affixing of the mobile home to its permanent site. For mobile 
homes within mobile home parks or mobile home subdivisions, 
"Start of construction" is the date on which the construction 

of facilities for servicing the site on which the mobile home 

is to be affixed (including, at a minimum, the construction of 
streets, either final site grading or the pouring of concrete 
pads, and installation of utilities) is completed. 


"Stricture'"- means a walled and roofed building, a mobile home, 
or a pas or liquid storage tank, that is principally above ground. 


"Substantial Improvement" - means any repair, reconstruction, 
or improvement of a structure, the cost of which equals or 
exceeds 50% of the market value of the structure, either: 


(1) before the improvement or repair is started, or 
(2) if the structure has been damaged and is being restored, 
before the damage occurred. 


For the purposes of this definition "substantial improvement" 

is considered to occur when the first alteration of any wall, 
ceiling, floor, or other structural part of the building commences, 
whether or not that alteration affects the external dimensions 

of the structure. 


The term does not however, include either: 

(1) any project for improvement of a structure to comply with 
existing State or local health, sanitary, or safety code speci- 
fications which are solely necessary to assure safe living 
Conditions, or 


(2) any alteration of a structure listed on the National Register 
of Historic Places or a State Inventory of Historic Places. 


"Variance" - means a grant of relief from the requirements of 
this ordinance which permits construction in a manner that 
would otherwise be prohibited by this ordinance. 


2.2 LANDS TO WHICH THIS ORDINANCE APPLIES 


This ordinance shall apply to all areas of special flood hazards 
within the jurisdiction of the corporate boundaries of the City of 
Newark, New Jersey. 


2.3 BASIS FOR ESTABLISHING THE AREAS OF SPECIAL FLOOD HAZARD 


The areas of special flood hazard identified by the Federal Insurance 
Administration in a scientific and engineering report entitled "The 
Flood Insurance Study for the City of Newark, New Jersey," dated 
January 26, 1979, with accompanying flood insurance rate maps and flood

2.4 PENALTIES FOR NON-COMPLIANCE 


No structure or land shall hereafter be constructed, located, 

extended, converted, or altered without full compliance with the terms 

of this ordinance and other applicable regulations. Violation of the 
provisions of this ordinance by failure to comply with any of its require- 
ments (including violations of conditions and safeguards established 

in connection with conditions) shall constitute a misdemeanor. Any 
person who violates this ordinance or fails to comply with any of its 
requirements shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined not more than 
$300.00 (three hundred dollars) for each day the violation persists or 
imprisoned for not more than 90 (ninety)days, or both, for each violation, 
and in addition, shall pay all costs and expenses involved in the case. 
‘Nothing herein contained shall prevent the City of Newark, New Jersey, 
Sfrom taking such other lawful action as is necessary to prevent or 

remedy any violation. 


2.5  ABROGATION AND GREATER RESTRICTIONS 


This ordinance is not intended to repeal, abrogate, or impair any 
existing easements, convenants, or deed restrictions. However, where 
this ordinance and other ordinance, easement, convenant, or deed re- 
striction conflict or overlap, whichever imposes the more stringent 
restrictions shall prevail. 


2.6 INTERPRETATION 


In the interpretation and application of this ordinance, all provisions 
shall be: 


a. considered as minimum requirements; 

b. liberally construed in favor of the governing body; and 

C. deemed neither to limit nor repeal any other powers granted 
under state statutes. 


2.7 WARNING AND DISCLAIMER OF LIABILITY 


The degree of flood protection required by this ordinance is con- 

Sidered reasonable for regulatory purposes and is based on scientific 

and engineering considerations. Larger floods can and will occur on 
' rare occasions. Flood heights may be increased by man-made or natural 
causes. This ordinance does not imply that land outside the area of 
special flood hazards or uses permitted within such areas will be free 
from flooding or flood damages. This ordinance shall not create liability 
on the part of the City of Newark, New Jersey, any officer or employee 
thereof or the Federal Insurance Administration, for any flood damages 
that result from reliance on this ordinance or any administrative decision 
lawfully made thereunder. 


CHAPTER THREE; ADMINISTRATION 
3.1 DEVELOPMENT PERMIT 
A development permit shall be obtained before construction or develop- 
ment begins within any area of special flood hazard. The permit shali 
be issued by the appropriate Board or Central Permit Office of the City 
of Newark only upon the certification of the Flood Control Compliance 
Officer that all the requirements of this ordinance have been satisfied. 


Specifically, the following information should be submitted for 
consideration by the appropriate review board or office: 
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a. Elevation in relation to mean sea level, of the lowest floor 
(including basement] of all structures. 


b. Elevation in relation to mean sea level to which amy structure 
has been flood proofed» 


C. Certification by a registered professional Engineer or Architect 
that the floodproofing methods for any non-residental structure 
meet the flood-proofing criteria in section - 4.6 (b). 


d. Description of the extent to which any watercourse will be 
altered or relocated as a result of proposed development. 


3.2 DESIGNATION OF THE "FLOOD CONTROL COMPLIANCE OFFICER" 


The Birector of Engineering is hereby appointed to administer and 
implement this ordinance by certifying development permit applications 
in accordance with its provisions. 


5.3 DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE "FLOOD CONTROL COMPLIANCE OFFICER" 


Duties of the Director of Engineering as Flood Control Compliance 
Officer shall include, but not be limited to: 


a. Review all development permits to determine that the permit 
requirements of this ordinance have been:satisfied. 


b. Review all development permits to determine that all necessary 
permits have beer obtained from those federal, state or local 
governmental agencies from which prior approval is required. 


c. Review all development permits to determine if the proposed 
development is located in the floodway. If located in the 
floodway, ensure that the encroachment provisions of 
Section 4.5 are met. 


` 3.4 USE OF OTHER BASE FLOOD DATA 


When base flood elevation data has not been provided in accordance 
with Section 2.3, Basis for Establishing the Areas of Special Flood 
Hazard, the Flood Control Compliance Officer shall obtain, review, and 


. reasonably utilize any base flood elevation data available from a federal, 


state, or other source in order to administer Sections 4.6 (a), Specific 
Standards, Residental Construction and 4.6 (b), Specific Standards, 
Non Residential Construction. 


' 3.5 INFORMATION TO BE OBTAINED AND MAINTAINED 


The Flood Control Compliance Officer shall: 

a. Obtain from the applicant and record the actual elevation (in 
relation to mean sea level) of the lowest habitable floor 
(including basement) of ali new or substantially improved 
structures, and whether or not the structure contains a basement. 

b. For all new or substantially improved floodproof structures; 


(i) verify and record the actual elevation (in relation to 
mean sea level); and 


(ii) maintain in the floodproofing certifications required in 
Section 3.1. 


c. Maintain for public inspection all records pertaining to the 
provisions of this ordinance. 
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3.6 ALTERATION OF WATERCOURSES 
The Flood Control Compliance Officer shall: 


' a. Notify adjacent communities and the Federal Insurance Admini- 
stration prior to any alteration or relocation of a watercourse, 
and submit evidence of such notification. 


b. Require that maintenance is provided within the altered or 
relocated portion of said watercourse so that the flood carrying 
capacity is not diminished. 


3.7 INTERPRETATION OF FIRM BOUNDARIES 


The Flood Control Compliance Officer shall make interpretations 
where needed, as to exact locations of the boundaries of the areas of 
special flood hazards (for example, where there appears to be a conflict 
between a mapped boundary and actual field conditions). The person 
contesting the location of the boundary shall be given a reasonable 
opportunity to appeal the interpretation. 


3.8 APPEAL BOARD 


a. The "Flood Hazard Variance Control Board" shall consist of all 
members appointed to serve on the Uniform Construction Code Appeals 
Board as established by the Municipal Council of the City of Newark 
under Ordinahces, This board shall hear and decide appeals and requests . 
for variances from the requirements of this ordinance. 


b. The Flood Hazard Variance Control Board shall hear and decide 
appeals when it is alleged there is an error in any requirement, 
decision, or determination, made by the Flood Control Compliance 
Officer in the enforcement or administration of this ordinance. 


c. Any person aggrieved by the decision of the Flood Hazard 
Variance Board , or any taxpayer, may appeal the board's decision 
before a court of competent jurisdiction. 


d. In passing upon such applications, the Flood Hazard Variance 
Control Board shall consider all technical evaluations, all 
relevant factors, standards specified in other sections of 
this ordinance, and: 


(3) the danger that materials may be swept onto other lands to 
the injury of others; 


(ii) the danger to life and property due to flooding or erosion damage; 
` (iii) the susceptibility of the proposed facility and its contents 
to flood damage and the effect of such damage on the individual 
' owner; 


(iv) the importance of the services provided by the proposed facility 
to the community; 


(v) the necessity to the facility of a waterfront location, where 
applicable; 


(vi) the availability of alternative locations for the proposed use 
which are not subject to flooding or erosion damage; 


(vii) the compatibility of the proposed use with existing and antici- 
pated development; 


(viii) the relationship of the proposed use to the comprehensive plan 
and flood plain management program of that area; 
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(ix) the safety of access to the property in times of flood for 
ordinary and emergency vehicles; 


(x) the expected heights, velocity, duration, rate of rise, and 
sediment transport of the flood waters and the effects of wave 
action, if applicable, expected at the site; and, 


(xi) the costs of providing governmental services during and after 


flood conditions, including maintenance and repair of public 
utilities and facilities such as sewer, gas, electrical, and 
water systems, and streets and bridges. 


(e) Upon consideration of the above factors and the purposes of this 
ordinance, the Flood Hazard Variance Control Board may attach such 
conditions to the granting of variances as it deems necessary to 
further the purposes of this ordinance. 


(£) The Flood Control Compliance Officer shall maintain the records 
of all appeal actions, including technical information, and report 
any variances to the Federal Insurance Administration upon request. 


CONDITIONS FOR VARIANCES 


(a) Generally, variances may be issued for new construction and 
substantial improvements to be erected on a lot of one-half 
acre or less in size contiguous to and surrounded by lots with 
existing structures constructed below the base flood level, pro- 
viding items (i) to (xi) in Section 3.8 (d) have been fully 
considered. As the lot size increases beyond the one-half acre, 
the technical justification required for issuing the variance 
increases. 


(b) Variances may be issued for the reconstruction, rehabilitation 
or restoration of structures listed on the National Register of 
Historic Places or the State Inventory of Historic Places without 
regard to the procedures set forth in the remainder of this 
Section. 


(c) Variances shall not be issued within any designated floodway 
if any increase in flood levels during the base flood discharge 
would result. 


(d) Variances shall only be issued upon a determination that the 
variance is the minimum necessary, considering the flood hazard 
to afford relief. 


(e) Variances shall only be issued upon: 
(3) a showing of good and sufficient cause; 


(ii) a determination that failure to grant the variance would result 
in exceptional hardship to the applicant; and 


(iii) a determination that the granting of a variance will not 
result in increased flood heights, additional threats to 
public safety, extraordinary public expense, create nuisances, 
cause fraud on or victimization of the public as identified 
in Section 3.8 (d), or conflict with existing local laws 
or ordinances. 


(£) Any applicant to whom a variance is granted shall be given 
written notice that the structure will be permitted to be built 
with a lowest floor elevation below the base flood elevation 
and that the cost of flood insurance be commensurate with the 
increased risk resulting from the reduced lowest floor elevation. 
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CHAPTER FOUR: PROVISION FOR FLOOD HAZARD REDUCTION 


In all areas of special flood hazards the following standards are , 


required: i

ANCHORING 


(a) All new construction and substantial improvements shall be 
anchored to prevent flotation, collapse, or lateral movement 
of the structure. 


(b) A11 mobile homes shall be anchored to resist flotation, collapse, 
or lateral movement by providing over-the-top and frame ties 
to ground anchors. Special requirements shall be that: 


(i) over-the-top ties be provided at each of the four corners | 
‘of the mobile home with two additional ties per side at 
intermediate locations, with mobile homes less than 50 feet 
long requiring one additional tie per side; 


(ii) frame ties be provided at each corner of the home with five 
additional ties per side at intermediate points, with mobile 
homes less than 50 feet long requiring four additional ties 
per side; 


(iii) all components of the anchoring system be capable of carrying 
a force of 4,800 pounds; and, 


(iv) any additions to the mobile home be similarly anchored. 
CONSTRUCTION MATERIALS AND METHODS 
(a) All new construction and substantial improvements shall be 
constructed with materials and utility equipment resistant to 
flood damage. . 


(b) All new construction and substantial improvements shall be 
Constructed using methods and practices that minimize flood damage. 


UTILITIES 


(a) All new and replacement water supply systems shall be designed to 
minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters into the system, 


(b) New and replacement sanitary sewage systems shail be designed to 
minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters into the 
systems and discharge from the systems into flood waters; and, 


(c) On-site waste disposal systems shall be located to avoid impair- 
ment to them or contamination from them during flooding. 


SUBDIVISION PROPOSALS 


(a) All subdivision proposals shall be consistent with the need to 
minimize flood damage; 


(b) All subdivision proposals shall have public utilities and 
facilities such as sewer, gas, electrical, and water systems 
located and constructed to minimize flood damage; 


(c) All subdivision proposals shall have adequate drainage provided 
to reduce exposure to flood damage; and 


(d) Base flood elevation data shall be provided for subdivision 


proposals and other proposed development which contain at least 
50 lots or 5 acres (whichever is less). 
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4.5  ENCROACHMENTS 


In all areas of special flood hazard in which base flood elevation 
data has been provided, the cumulative effect of any proposed develop- 
ment, when combined with all other existing and anticipated develop- 
ment, shall not increase the water surface elevation of the base flood 
more than 0.2 foot at any point. 


4.6 SPECIFIC STANDARDS 
In areas of special flood hazards where base flood elevation 


data have been provided as set forth in Section 2.3, BASIS FOR 
ESTABLISHING THE AREAS OF SPECIAL FLOOD HAZARD or in Section 3.4 


. USE OF OTHER BASE FLOOD DATA, the following standards are required: 


(a) Residential Construction 


Nei construction and substantial improvement of any residential 
Structure shall have the lowest floor, including basement, 
elevated to or above base flood elevation. 


(b) Nonresidential Construction 


New construction and substantial improvement of any commerical, 
industrial or other nonresidential structure shall either 

have the lowest floor, including basement, elevated to the 
level of the base flood elevation; or, together with attendant 
utility and sanitary facilities, shall; 


i. be floodproofed so that below the base flood level the 
structure is watertight with walls substantially imper- 
meable to the passage of water; 


ii. have structural components capable of resisting hydrostatic 
and hydrodynamic loads and effects of buoyancy; and, 


iii. be certified by a registered professional engineer or 
architect that the standard of this subsection are 
satisfied. Such certification shall be provided to the 
Complianee Officer as set forth in Section 3.5. 


4.7 MOBILE HOMES 


(a) Mobile homes shall be anchored in accordance with Section 


(b) For new mobile home parks and mobile home subdivisions; for 
expansions to existing mobile home parks and mobile home 
subdivision for existing mobile home parks and mobile home 
subdivisions where the repair, reconstruction or improvement 
of the streets, utilities and pads equal or exceeds 50% of 
value of the streets, utilities and pads before the repair, 
reconstruction or improvement has commenced; and for mobile 
homes not placed in a mobile home park or mobile home sub- 
division, this ordinance requires that: 

i. stands or lots are elevated on compacted fill or on pilings 
so that the lowest floor of the mobile home will be at or 
above the base flood level; 


ii. adequate surface drainage and access for a hauler are provided; 
and, 
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iii. in the instance of elevation on pilings, that: 
- lots are large enough to permit steps, 


- piling foundations are placed in stable soil no more 
than ten feet apart, and 


- reinforcement is provided for pilings more than six 
feet above the ground level. 


(c) No mobile home shall be placed in a floodway, except in an 
existing mobile home subdivision. 


4.8 FLOODWAYS 


Located within areas of special flood hazard identified by the 
Flood Insurance Study for the City of Newark, New Jersey are areas 
designated as floodways. Since the floodway is extremely hazardous 
due to the velocity of flood waters which carry debris, potential 
projectiles, and erosion potential, the following provisions apply: 


(a) Encroachments are prohibited, including fill, new construction, 
substantial improvements, and other developments unless a 
m technical evaluation demonstrates that encroachments shall 
tts not result in any increase in flood levels during the 
occurence of the base flood discharge. 


(b) If Section 4.8 (a) is satisfied, all new construction and 
substantial improvements shall comply with all applicable 
flood hazard reduction provisions of this chapter, Provisions 
for Flood Hazard Reduction; 


(c) The placement of any mobile home, except in an existing mobile 
home park or existing mobile home subdivision is prohibited. 


CHAPTER FIVE: DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION PERTAINING TO FLOOD HAZARD 


5.1 It is the policy of the City of Newark that the Flood Control 
Compliance Officer may provide flood hazard information concerning 
Specific properties to interested members of the public, provided 
that: 


'(a) It is understood that the information provided by the Flood 
Control Compliance Officer is not considered to be of an 
expert nature; 


(b) The final and conclusive determination of the potential for 
flood hazard remains the responsibility of the lending 
institution which is providing a mortgage for the premises 
in question; 


(c) Any person requesting flood hazard information shall pay to 
the City of Newark a fee of ten dollars ($10.00) for flood 
hazard information on each property so requested. Payment 

shall be in the form of a check or money order made payable to the City 
of Newark. 


. Section 2. Any existing ordinances or parts thereof inconsi 
with this ordinance are hereby repealed. “stent 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon final 5 
and publication in accordance with law. passage

HEARINGS OF CITIZENS. 


MR. D.J. HENDERSON, 29 OLD ROAD TO BLOOMFIELD, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the 
Ee RI RES EROEY g 


Municipal’ Council stating six years ago, a message was mailed to the majority of the 


registered voters in the North Ward indicating among other things that the City of 


Newark is fighting for survival, that the governmental organization of the City has 


become a joke throughout the nation, and that Federal and State governments are losing 


confidence in the ability of the City to govern itself effectively and make efficient 


use of Federal and State funds. Now, six years later, nothing much has changed but 


the slogans, The latest slogan appeared in a large advertisement in the Star Ledger 


a few days ago: "Join the Resistance." You are urged to come and do some of the things 


that additional police would do; the additional police we were told a few months 


ago we do not need. So we can be thankful the Federal Government does not join the 


Mayor and Police Director in this latest attack on the intelligence of the people of the 


City of Newark, 
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He felt this Council cannot take a "holier than thou" attitude and say that it 
has not contributed to this dismal condition and failure of progress during the past 
six years. Though they may not have approved completely of many administrative 
actions,they did not object or veto but went along, either because of political 
expediency, or for personal reasons. 

He saíd the Council repeatedly concurred in appointments to important posts 

l of persons who had not the minimum of recognized qualifications for the positions. 
Recently they approved a slovenly presented reorganization plan, which violated all 
rules of effective Management, and was obviously designed to cover up, not to correct 
lax supervision, low morale, poor performance of the work force, conditions that are 
now recognized and acknowledged in recent proposals of the Mayor. 

Mr. Henderson said that recent statements by Council Members seem to indicate 
they may be ready to accept their responsibility. During the past two years, in the 

^s riae of urban renewal, enough has been done to provide low rent subsidized housing 
for low income families and for senior citizens. Newark now has more than its share. 
The overriding need now is to create an atmosphere and devise a poiicy that will in- 
vite and encourage those. who can purchase homes, rehabilitate those that are needed 
and pay taxes to come and live in this City. The Administration fails to see this need. 
In fact, it thwarts and discourages private efforts tó meet ít. If the Council cannot 
find a way to change this attitude, Newark will become a waste land, another South 
Bronx, and its officials will merely be vultures feeding on the remains of a once 
proud City. 

Councilman Carrino said he recalls, last September, when this program was 
voted by this Council he took strong exception to the program. Subsequent to the vot- 
ing of the program, he sent a letter both to LEAA and SLEPA and to our congressional 
leaders asking them why an agency such as the the LEAA and SLEPA would provide both 
federal and state funds to programs vhich do not have a direct bearing on crime fighting 
im the streets. Unfortunately, both agencies failed to respond to him and the 
congressional answer he received was that LEAA was supposed to help supplement Police 
Departments in fighting of crime. A second letter to Members of Congress was that you 
can't supplement a Police Department that is falling apart as far as numbers are 
concerned and certainly the $600,000. that was allocated in that grant for the City 


of Newark could best be served by putting it directly into the Police Department 
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budget and hiring 30 policemen with the $600,000. Needless to say, that was not done. 
However, he thinks the Mayor's historical statement about "wherever cities are going 
to go, Newark will be there first", we are certainly first in fighting crime with 
coffee and cake and he hoped the men that robbed the bank on Ferry Street yesterday 
will stop at the Director's. house and have coffee and cake next week and explain to 
him why they robbed the bank on Ferry Street. He intends to agree with him that 

every penny we are getting from SLEPA and LEAA is nothing but a waste. We were 
promised at that time of the grant, that that grant was going to provide 6 positions 
in the Police Department whereas Administration would put those 6 existing police 
officers into the grant where they would be getting paid from the grant, thereby mak- 
ing 6 vacancies in the Police Department which they could fill. To this date 
Administration has not filled those 6 vacancies and there are 6 police officers being 
paid from a federal program. The Mayor's statement about putting 30 men on today 

in the newspaper, he doesn't know how many people realize that they are nothing more - 
that a subterfuge because we have accumulated 50 vacancies since January 1st on 
retirements, so the 30 men he is putting on is doing nothing more than filling some 

of those 50 vacancies and has nothing to do with the 200 men who were laid off. We are 
still way under 900 men and at this point in the 1980 budget allocations for at least 
20 more men who are not being filled right now, plus the 6 men who are on the federal 
program. The only thing the Council can do is start refusing some of the grants from 
LEAA and SLEPA. However, if we refuse them there is certainly no way we can determine 
how that money is to be used in the course of fighting crime directly. Unfortunately 
the Federal Government has seen fit to have these agencies put money into areas that is 
totally ridiculous for a City such as. Newark. 

Councilman Bottone said everytime he sees this speaker here he takes delight 
that he does come here with some of his thoughts and believes that most people think 
his remarks constitute constructive criticism. He wanted him to know that a lot of 
the monies that come into Newark thatthey approve, the way they are utilized is not 
the way they had the concept of this money coming in and it is not directed the right 
way. He knows this Body had allocated in the last budget hearings over a $1 million 
to retain the police who were going to be laid off. That $1 million a year later is 
still in the budget, wasn't used because of someones prerogative he didn't want to use 
it for more policemen. He said he would like to give Mr. Henderson an open invitation 
if there is any doubt in his mind in any respect at all how this Councilman votes, that 
his office is open to him and his files are open to him and whatever information he 


wants is readily his. 
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Councilwoman Villani said she was very interested in:the program also and 
called the number they had listed there and said she was Councilwoman Villani and 
wanted to join the resistance and wanted to find out what it was about. One of the 
parts of the program that should be of interest to all the citizens of Newark is that 
they will send a police officer to your home and he will come into all your rooms and 
bring to your attention different ways that a burglar or thief might get into your 
home and they did find one of her doors needed a special lock. This is something that 
is available to every citizen in the City and thinks with the crime rate, she feels 
every citizen should take advantage of this program. 

Mr. Henderson said he has no particular joy in coming here and saying the things 
he has said now and in the past but he believes it is not only the right but the duty 
of every citizen to express their opinion concerning the government and that £ the only 
reason he is here. 

President Harris said the speaker is so right. 

President Harris directed the City Clerk to extract the remarks made by 
Mr. Henderson and prepare a copy for each Member of the Council and forward a copy 


of the verbatim remarks to the Mayor,

HEARINGS OF CITIZENS. 


MR. JOSEPH L. FEDE, 293 CHESTNUT STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the 
Municipal Council with respect to proposed parking lot at 281-283,Halsey Street 

which is opposite his parking lot at 174 Halsey Street. He felt this was unfair 
competition. He could understand the City of Newark providing parking space for their 
employees, but thís will force him out of business. 

The speaker outlined in detail the various fees he has to pay the City of 
Newark in connection with this parking lot. He hoped the Council would listen to 
his plea and help him. 

Councilman Carrino said everything Mr. Fede has stated is absolutely true. He 
had the City Engineer in Councilman Martinez's office yesterday trying to find out 
what is transpiring there. It seems the City, out of the City Budget, came up with 
$27,000. to pave that lot under certain stipulations that it had to have stone under- 
neath and asphalt. The question they brought up at the meeting was why didn't tlie 
City sell this iot to somebody to start a parking lot over there so that somebody else 
could go into the Lusiness. He is sure Mr, Fede wouldn't mind if there was another 
parking lot over there who had to charge the same fees, etc. But this lot is four 
blocks away from City Hall and they were told by the Engineers that it is being used 
to provide parking spaces for City employees. He could understand if we had a lot next 
door to City Hall, or behind City Hall where there are spaces to provide parking 
but four blocks away on Washington Street, to take a good piece of land, spend 
$27,000. to pave it and use it for parking and we all know that it is going to be 
the favorite few who are going to get passes to park there and not regular City 
employees. He questioned Director of Engineering Zach as to why he felt it necessary 
to have a parking lot there and he informed him that was under the auspices of 
Business Administrator Hill and that Business Administrator Hill was the only one 
who would be able to give any response to that lot and why it is going up, who is going 
to park there. Director Zach told him that the lot behind City Hall is going to 
become a motor pool and that everyone who is parking behind City Hall will be given 
Stickers to park on Washington Street, Again, if it is a City-owned parking lot and 
people with stickers are only going to be the ones parking, from behind City Hall 
he doesn't really see any major problem there. But we all know what is going to 
happen. Whoever is going to control that parking lot is going to be taking care of 


friends, and so forth. Before you know it, it is going to be in direct competition 
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with a lot that is paying for license, insurance, etc. He thinks we should call 
Business Administrator Hill and if nothing else, put up that lot for auction and 
have somebody that wants to run a parking lot, bid for it and take it over and run 
it under the auspices of the License Division like Mr, Fede has. 

Councilman Martinez said in concert with Councilman Carrino, they are also 


questioning that there are 350 people he believes who have received lay off slips in 


` the City of Newark. Just to support Councilman Carrino's argument, and he would 


think that a person like Mr. Fede, who has spoken to him before and also to the 
Newark Housing Authority and the indication they gave him on the telephone that they 
were going to put the telephone poles surrounding that particular property because 
they were aware that illegal parking was being done at the location which was 
causing Mr. Fede financial problems. A couple of weeks later they understand that 
the City is taking over the parking lot. He thinks this would require at least 
a meeting between Business Administrator Hill, Newark Housing Authority and Mr. Fede, 
He is sure they don't want to run a legitimate businessman out of the City of Newark. 
Those people who have exhaused their funds trying to make a living. They also, on the 
other hand, are trying to make it as reasonable and cheap as possible for City 
employees to park but with 350 people who are projected to be laid-off in the next 
couple of weeks, he questions whether that parking lot would seriously be a necessity 
to the employees of the City of Newark, 

Councilman Carrino concluded by saying that, the City of Newark never requested 
that parcel back from Housing Authority, never told the Housing Authority that they 


were going to start working on it. The Housing Authority went there to put poles 


up to stop anybody from using it, they found the City paving it.  Theoretically 


when the lot is paved the Housing Authority could prohibit the City from using that 

as a parking lot because it still belongs to the Housing Authority. Nobody wants to 

approach the Housing Authority for tne transfer of the property back to tne City of 

Newark so that it is not even a City-owned piece of property at this point and we 

have spent $27,000. to pave it and if the Housing Authority tomorrow wanted to 

sell this property they could do it for $500. and we would absolutely have no 

aüthority to stop them from doing it and they question the City as to how they 

could pave that property when they haven't asked to turn ít back to the City. 
President Harris directed the City Clerk to invite Business Administrator 


Hill, Director of Engineering Zach, representatives of Newark Housing Authority and 


Mr. Fede to meet with the Council at their special conference March 25, 1980 to 
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discuss the parking lot on Halsey Street. 


President Harris questioned why and how anybody with authorization could take 


it upon themselves to spend x amount of dollars without approval of this body. 


MR. THOMAS F, DWYER, 150 ELM STREET, WESTFIELD, NEW JERSEY, in behalf of 
Newark Special Policemen, addressed the Municipal Council supporting their proposed 
Motion dealing with special police. He requested the Council to consider their 
Proposals outlined in letter submitted to the Council and asked Council to authorize 
walkie-talkie equipment, He noted there are 40 to 50 walkie-talkies available by the 
Auxiliary Police Unit who indicated they could use them, just get authorization. 

Councilman Martinez said the Motion will be read at a later time because there 
is no question that the Council is compassionate with their plea. Only a few weeks 
ago, this Body gave an award to 2 Special Policemen. He bélieves one of them had been 
off duty about 2:30 in the morning and disarmed a bandit and stopped a serious crime 
that was being perpetrated. There is no question with the crimes being committed 
in the City of Newark today, throughout the State of New Jersey, that he does not 
believe the Council would be adamant towards special policemen trained in the City 
of Newark , driving in the City of Newark that they could not carry guns off duty. 
However, under the State Statute, which governs the legislation for special policemen 
having guns, this Council has gone to the Statute and made a few paragraphs and 
requested the speaker, a representative of the special policemen lobby, in their own 


efforts, to have this legislation approved together with the Council's Motion assuring 


.them that they support their legislation which would give permissive legislation to 


the City of Newark and at that point and time it would be in our hands. He also has 
seen the list of the requests the speaker made to the Council regarding the Police 


Department. There was a meeting scheduled for last week and due to a lack of 


.communication he did not realize the Police Department would attend the meeting, that 


some of those items could have been resolved and they were not. At this point and time 
perhaps at the earliest possible convenience, he suggested the Council invite the 
Police Director, Chief of Police and representatives of the Newark Special Police 

unit to discuss some of the problems. He has gone over some of their problems and 

as a former Undersheriff, he can say that not many of their requests are that bad. 

They are requesting to have designated ranks. The Auxiliary Police, that directly 
works for the Police Department have rank, the Deputies in the Sheriff's Department 


have rank, why cannot the special policemen hàve some sort of rank and if you look 
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at the Table of Organization, they are not requesting a large amount of ranks and as 
far as their financial rewards that is up to them. The payment would not come from 
the City Budget, the payment would have to be determined themselves, They are 
requesting 1 captain, 3 lieutenants and 7 sergeants, That is their determination. 
If you look at the Table of Organization, 7 sergeants and a Table of Organization of 


200. In the City of Newark 7 sergeants would be equal to 70 members of the Newark 


Police Department. He wonders if that would be up to the Director of the Newark 


Police Department. The State Statute cites the requirement and organization and gives 
all the authorization to the Chief of City of Newark, not to the Police Director. 

But he assumes the Director should be invited to the special conference to clarify 
his opinion as to how he dictates policy. Their revision of the present rule book 
would probably have to be done under the direction of the Chief of Police and 

as far as the Internal Affairs Unit that would be under the Chief of Police. In the 
Deputy Sheriff's of the County of Essex, they were considered men who had the 
authority and ability to maintain and control themselves, They had their own 
Internal Affairs within themselves. 

Councilmen Martinez said he recalls there was a committee a few years ago 
which was appointed and he would take it as a great pleasure to be part of that 
Committee to perhaps come up with an intermediate solution between what the special 
police are requesting and what the stutute says. ` 

Councilman Carrino said as far as walkie-talkies are concerned, they were 
purchased with federal funds through a federal program and he doesn't believe anyone 
in the City would authorize special policemen or other organizations to use them 
since they did not purchase then. 

President Harris stated the question will be dealt with at the special 
conference, 

Councilman Carrino concluded the Newark Police Department right now is 
violating special police statutes in that the Internál Affairs Division of the 
Newark Police Department has no right to monitor and to order the special police 
around as they are doing right now. The statute states the Chief of Police is supposed 
to monitor the functioning of the special police organization and that they are 
now on a day to day basis, operating, supervising and running the special police 
through the Internal Affairs of the Newark Police Department and that is in direct 
violation of the statute. He is hoping the City Clerk who was supposed to be in 


receipt of a'letter from the Director concerning what his interpretation of the 
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statute is in dealing with the special police and also what his interpretation of the 
statute is dealing with Constables is concerned. The Council was supposed to have that 
in writing in this week and to his knowledge they have not received it. He would like, 
prior to the special conference, to send another communication to the Director making 
sure they have both of those things in writing. 

Councilman Tucker said when the Motion is made he is going to support same. But 
his concern is that the special police support another Motion that was made by this 
Council dealing with residency, that is currently before the New Jersey State 
Legislature. He thinks the Senate has approved this particular bill and it is current- 
ly in the Assembly. He supports the special police and is very concerned, what he is 
asking is that the special police lobby,support the residency bill dealing with 
policemen within the City of Newark so that they can at least try to get more local 
residents, not just more resident policemen but more resident Special policemen as 
well. He joins with them and hopes they join with the Council and all citizens trying 
to get more policemen and special policemen who reside within the City of Newark. 

Councilman Martinez said a police officer in any City of the State of 
New Jersey, when off duty can travel throughout the State with a gun in his possession 
24 hours a day. In this particular statute for the Newark Police, which he helped 
draw up, and he is sure it is in agreement with them, they are Newark residents 
and their purpose is to defend the people within the City of Newark plus defending 
their own lives. The only exception is a special policeman appointed in cities of 
the first class which is Newark, shall be permitted to carry a revolver when off 
duty and only within the borders of the municipality by which he is appointed, meaning 
directly that means Newark, and not any other town. If you are caught outside of town 
with a gun, you have a problem. 

The Acting City Clerk was directed to invite Business Administrator Hill, 
Police Director Williams, Police Chief Zizza, Detective Robert Williams, in-erneal 
Affairs Bureau (in charge of Special Police), Newark Housing Authority Security Chief 
Leonard Holman to meet with the Council at their special conference March 25, 1980 
to discuss special police. 

(For further action on this item, see Motion 7-4 in the Minutes d this 


meeting) 
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A motion to permit Ms, Marilyn Ababio to be heard on “Hearings of Citizens" 
was made by Councilman Martinez, seconded by President Harris and declared adopted by 
President Harris by the folloving votes:

MS. MARILYN ABABIO, 56 SOUTH MUNN AVENUE, EAST ORANGE, NEW JERSEY, DIRECTOR 


OF NEWARK SISTER CITIES, addressed the Municipal Council at length with respect to 


the Newark Sister Cities Program which was started in September, 1979. 

President Harrís questioned whether the speaker was employed by the City 
of Newark and the speaker replied by the City of Newark MPDO, 

President Harris said as a City employee, working for Administration, is she 
asking for special permission to do her job, to be a liai&on between Administration 
and the Council? 

Ms. Ababio replied she read in the newspaper recently the City Council has 
established a Sister City relationship and this is a procedural kind of thing. She 
had no personal knowledge and that is why she is here today to ask that they work to- 
gether on these kind of Sister Cities relationship so that the people they are dealing 
with will know they exist in the City of Newark and they can provide help for them. 

Councilman Tucker said his concern on the Sister Cities Program related back 
to 1974 when the legislation was originally passed. Maybe what Council can do is 
send her a copy of the legislation the City Council approved in 1975 establishing 
Newark in a Sister City Program which was submitted to Sister Cities International. 
What he is indicating to her is the Council already moved in concert with Administratior 
in 1975. Ironically the first time they knew there was a Sister City administrative 
Staff was, from his standpoint, today. Prior to that time they had reached out to 
Sister Cities internationally. He knows the Council was involved in various meetings 
in Washington, directly with Sister Ciítizes International and to be very frank no one 
on the Council was knowledgeable we had established a program or an affirmative 
relationship with Sister Cities International, For the speaker to come and speak 
to the Council, he thinks what really needs to take place, the Mayor or the Business 
Administrator need to try to identify whether or not they want to work in concert with 


the Council. He doesn't believe the speaker should bear that kind of responsibility. 


He thinks that is a major responsibility of administrative channels and should go 


through the Business Administrator. He thinks another point that should be very realisa 
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cooperative relationship between the Council and the Mayor should be based on mutual 
understanding and respect. Her brochure doesn't even acknowledge the fact the City 
Council is the governing body of the City of Newark. It raises questions of the intent 
of Administration, That is not the speakers problem to deal with. He realistically 
thinks she should talk with Mr. Dennis Cherot or Mr. White that they in turn 

establish a meaningful discussion whether the Council should in turn follow up 4 years 
ago or whether ve-need to at least have the Mayor do his thing and the Council do their 
thing because at this point and time that is what is taking place. He does not want 
the speaker to be put in the middle and that' is where she is right now. 

Councilman Martinez said the speaker had met with him the other day after he 
thinks the picture was in the newspaper, that the respresentative from Matoshinos 
is in the audience and he has been holding off the resolution until she had spoken, 
because he is curious to know what the Sister Cities Program would also do for his 
country and his city. When she had come to him, he discussed it with his colleagues 
and said he didn't realize we had a Sister Cities Program in the City of Newark and 
thought it was a gcod thing. Several questions developed. They had approved a 
budget in April, 1979, which did not have this in the budget and they asked when was 
the budget established and he believes the speaker said September, 1979 the program 
was established by MPDO and of course the literature is fine, the aspect is fine 
and perhaps her intentions are great. 

Councilman Martinez asked Ms. Ababio how many people are involved in the 
Newark Cities Program, on staff and the speaker replied two. 

Councilman Martinez said that is the entire budget, two, for the entire 
Sister Cities:.Program. 

Ms. Ababio stated the Sister Cities Program in Newark follows the guidelines 
that were established by Sister Cities International in Washington, D.C, and the 
brochure does reflect:that and in no way intends to eliminate the role of the City 
Council as the governing body. 

Councilman Martinez said there was an ordinance adopted by the Municipal 
Council that all literature such as this, funded by City funds, established the 
10 elected officials of the City of Newark and not just one and he further questioned 
in the budget of MPDO, where would you find this program. 


Ms. Ababio replied she has not seen the MPDO Budget. 
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Councilman Carrino said the speaker indicated there were two members in the 
total operation. How much is allocated for the program. 

Ms. Ababio replied they use the resources of the City. 

Councilman Carrino asked the speaker who she approached about the pamphlet 
and Ms. Ababío replied her Assistant, Barbara LaMar took care of that end and she is 
not sure who she talked to but would get that information to him.. 

Councilman Johnson said the initial endeavor to organize a Sister Cities 
Program had an honorable intent but with the number of abandoned buildings we have 
in the City of Newark, empty police cars, the level of service we have right now, he 
just can't belíeve that we can take monies at this point and turn them towards a 
program of this nature, with the lack of service we have in the City of Newark, There 
is nothing personal towards the officer of this program, but he thinks somewhere 
along the line someone has been totally misdirected as to the needs of this City at 
this time. 

Councilman Grant said perhaps the reason Councilman Martinez invited her 
here is because when they received copies of this brochure, it was the first time 
for the 9 members of the Municipal Council to even find out that there was such a 
program in the City of Newark. The 9 elected officials who vote on the budget on 
various departments, do not know anything about this program. They understand it has 
been going on since last year. 

Councilman Grant said he understands thoroughly what the program is about. The 
point he was making, as an elected official, the Newark Sisters Cities Program was 


brought to the Council's attention today in spite of the fact it has been in operation 


-since September, 1979. He thinks what they would ask or demand in the future, that 


when such programs, whether they are of this nature or any other, not that the 
speaker bring it to the Council's attention but that Administration bring it to the 
attention of the elected officials. He doesn't think anyone wants to place the onus 
on her but it was not her responsibility to say to thè Newark Municipal Council that 
Sister Cities is now in effect. That should have been the responsibility of, first 
the Mayor to say to the Business Administator that this information ought to be 
translated to the Municipal Council and then disseminated to the City of Newark 
for information. He is sure that the program has merit and he is not criticizing 
and he thinks what they are saying is they had no knowledge of the program. 
Councilman Tucker saíd his only concern is that at a future pre-conference 


meeting Council should get in touch with Business Administrator Hill and Executive 
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Director of Office of Planning and Grantsmanship Cherot. The problem they are running 
into is he thinks Administration consistently keeps using MDPO, Sister Cities 
International will fund cities to provide the services that are utilizing MDPO funds 
for. This Council acted on developing affiliations with Sister Cities International 
and he thinks if we find the resolution,,he believes the resolution which he 
sponsored at that time requested they contact Sister Cities International. 

Councilman Tucker reiterated he does not believe it is something that should 
be addressed to the speaker but really relates to Business Administrator Hill and 
Executive Director of Office of Planning and Grantsmanship Cherot and he thinks they, 
as the Council, should discuss that with them. He doesn't believe we should confuse 
Sister Cities as an International Program with somebody, just disrespect or disregard 
of the entire Council, l 

Councilman Carrino. said he would like to add a line item budget for every 
program not to allow something like this to occur anytime during the given year. 

Councilman Martinez thanked Ms. Ababio making the Council aware that such 
a program existed in the City even though it was not her function. 

The Acting City Clerk was directed to communicate with Business Administrator 
Hill and Executive Director of Office of Planning and Grantsmanship Cherot requesting 
answers to the following questions posed by the Municipal Council relating to 
Sister Cities: 


1) Why was the Municipal Council Council not informed of the establishment 
of the "Newark Sister Cities" program until this time? 


2) How is the "Newark Sister Cities" program funded? 
Please furnish amount of appropriation, source of funds and a copy 
of the program budget. 


3) What staff is assigned to this activity? Please furnish the name 
of each employee, .position title and salary range.. 


4) Why did the brochure of the "Newark Sister Cities" program 
not include information required by Ordinance 6-8 & F-m adopted 
May 5, 1976, which was amented by Ordinance 6-5 & F-b adopted 
February 20, 1980, relating to municipal publications and signs 
(masthead ordinance)?

Councilwoman Villani said she would like to leave it the way it is. There is 
no reason why she should make 2 motions out of it. 

Councilman Bottone stated he doesn't understand the motion the way it is. He 
would like to see that the Special Police have more powers, but at the same time, after 
ve spend $24 million to give to our own Newark Police Department, he would like to 
know what they have to say about it. He understands we are going to have a meeting 
with the Police Department as Councilman Martinez suggested. At this time, he can't 
see his way clear to vote for the motion because he doesn't understand it. 

Councilwoman Villani stated for clarification of everyone here tonight, she 
would like to state that the intent of her article in the Star-Ledger was not to 
substitute untrained housing guards for trained policemen. It was her intent to 
allow the. Housing Authority to train and hire Special Policemen whose sole purpose 
would be to patrol “he housing projects. New York City has such a force as does many 
other cities across the country with large concentrations of population in public 
housing. ` 

Councilwoman Víllani further explained it was her intent to have the State 
defray some or all of the cost for hiring these policemen. Therefore, her purpose ' 
for proposing this motion was twofold: first to guarantee a permanent security force 
for the seniors, children and parents who live in the Newark Housing Authority projects 
which will have the effect of freeing Newark Police for other duties. Second, to 
provide this protection to the citizens of Newark at no extra cost to the taxpayers 
of Newark who are already overburdened by property taxes and inflation. What she is 
asking the Council to endorse is a plan she hoped would ultimately free the City 
of the cost of policing the housing projects. Her concern was and is to insure that 
the quality of the security men in the project is the same as that of our overall 
police force. She does not wish to touch on the issue whether or not laid-off policemen 
could fill these special police jobs, because this motion is not a bínding piece of 
legislation and therefore such a discussion would neither be appropriate to her intent 
or binding on any results should they occur. 

Councilwoman Villani said this motion, in effect, is a means of trying to 
persuade our Legislature to deal with the issue of alleviating Newark taxpayers of the 


cost of policing the projects while at the same time increasing the quality of 
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protection for those Newarkers who live in the projects. If any misunderstanding 
has taken place because of the news article, she hoped it has been corrected because 
it is important for the City Council to face this issue sooner or later. She would 
also like to point out that we are only voting on a motion which would for all 
practical purposes, simply bring this matter to the Legislature's attention. We 
should not think of it as an ordinance which is legally binding, but rather a 
petition to our legislature to deal with a real problem which we hope it will address. 
Councilman Carrino said the only reason he asked ít be broken up is because 
if the Legislature decides to have the Newark Housing Authority use special police 
in the projects on the one hand, and if on the other hand we do not get special 
legislation from the Federal Government to fund it, we in essence are going to have 
to pay for the special police working in the projects. He agrees with the concept 
of having special police working in the projects, but he doesn't necessarily think 
that if we don't get that money and legislation goes through, we're going to have to 
pay the special police to perform that duty. That's why he asked if the motion could 
be broken up because he certainly agrees with one half of the motion. 
Councilman Tucker stated this is just a matter of opinion. He thinks we should 


take the word "train" 


out because the only people who can train special police is the 
Police Department. In other words, he thinks we're authorizing the Housing Authority 
to train and equip. 


Councilman Bottone noted sometime ago President Harris introduced an ordinance 


where apartments, from 60 families up had to have a doorman plus a security guard. 


Would this be over what's already on the books, and if so, where is this money going 


to come from? 


Councilwoman Villani said we are asking the Legislature to come up with funds, 
this is a special project. It's not coming out of taxpayer's money. This is to 
bring it to the attention of the Legislature for a city with the population of the 
City of Newark. New York is doing it, cities across the country are doing it. Special 
policemen has nothing to do with the laid-off policemen. If they pick up the laid 
off policemen, she is all for it. 

Councilman Bottone questioned how about the ordinance that was passed about 
6 months ago that every apartment house with 60 apartments or more had to have a 
security officer at the door 24 hours a day plus a doorman? You already have 2 


people in these apartments. Would this be a third person, that you're asking for? 
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Councilwoman Villani replied no, from what she understands there ís only one 
person in these buildings. There are not two people in these buildings. There is 
one person to each housing unit. What they are asking is for more special policemen, 
but the funds should not come out of City taxes. This is being done in other parts 
of the country. 

Councilman Tucker noted approximately a-year and a half ago, the Council passed 
a motion similar to this. He thinks there was a meeting held in Judge Buck's Office 
with Councilman Johnson and himself and Councilman James and he feels they discussed 
the identical thing that Councilwoman Villani is asking that it be State funded. 
Originally, what we were trying to do is to get the CETA Program to fund it. What 
he gathers from the motion it's basically a takeoff from what we originally 
established as a policy that we know that they need armed policemen in 
those buildings and he assumes we are asking the State to pick up the tab. That's 
the difference. He doesn't believe it's anything more, 

Councilwoman Villani replied Councilman Tucker is correct, As far as the 
seniors and the people of the City are concerned, they don't care where the money 
comes from, they just know they want more policemen into the City without having 
the taxpayers pay for it. It's bringing it to the attention of the Legislature 
to do something about a City the size of Newark. 

President Harris questioned are we asking the people, are we saying to 
them that we are going to get "glory hallelujah" in the City of Newark, or are we 
going to tell them the gospel truth that there is a gentleman who. occupies 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue who has told this great country of ours and told Americans to 
tighten their belts because the day of "glory and hallelujah" and "pie in the sky" 
is over with. Budgets from one end of this country to another are going to be cut 
back. Americans are going to face up to it whether they like it or not and encompassed 
in that federal budget is the fact that we as a City are going to be the re.ipients 
of somewhere in the neighborhood of $12 to $14 million less funds. 

Councilman Martinez said he would like to go back to Councilwoman Villani's 
motion. He understands what she's trying to do and there is merit to it, but since the 
special police are going to meet with Council next week, he thinks it will be an 
opportune time to have at the same time someone from the Newark Housing Authority 
appear at that meeting, just to discuss what kind of a role, perhaps in the future, 


the special policemen can take. He understands what she's trying to say, because 
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the people who are patrolling the projects today cannot really handle a thing with 
< that stick they are carrying. Perhaps something can be done to bring the proper 
protection to the housing projects.

MR. RICHARD WIDTH, LAW FIRM OF LINSBURG, MC CORMICK AND ESTERBROOK, 184 
ELM STREET, WESTFIELD, NEW JERSEY, representing an Ad Hoc Group of some of the largest 
commercial industrial users of the sewer systems in the City of Newark stated he is 
not here to argue against the proposition of the sewers being self-sustaining. He is 
‘here to express the grave concern of the group. Some of the members are present here 
today about this substantial increase which comes somewhat unexpectly and represents 
a rather substantial increase. He urged the Council to consider two things in 
connection with this ordinance: 1) Council consider gradually phasing in higher sewer 
rates rather than all of a sudden attempting to make the sewer system self-sufficient 
in one step; 2) Urge the Council make appropriate reductions in the property tax rate, 
reduction of which would be reflective of the additional revenue which would be 


generated by whatever increase the Council determines. 


MR. PHILIP D. KALTENBACHER, CHAIRMAN, SETON COMPANY, 849 BROADWAY, addressed 
the Municipal Council with respect to the drastic increase in sewer charges which has 
been proposed from $.75 a cubic foot to $3.75 a cubic foot. He stated Seton Company 
has been Newark based since its founding in 1906, they employ between 350 to 450 jobs, 
are still in Newark, are a profitable company and listed on the American Stock 
Exchange. The effect on their company with this proposed change is $150,000. 
additional costs a year to operate. This comes on top of the payroll tax, one of the 
highest real estate taxes in the country, a very bad security situation which is very 
costly which they regard as a hidden tax here in Newark and several other negatives. 
The speaker said that they do not want to join others by leaving the City but felt 
this action could be an invitation to their company and others to leave the City. He 
urged the Council to rethink this ordinance and treat businesses as they would treat 
any other segment of the community and adopt the attitude of gradualism. 

Councilman Carrino questioned Mr.Kaltenbacher of the approximately 400 
employ ees that they have working at this plant, how many would he estimate are Newark 
residents and Mr. Kaltenbacher replied he would estimate 90% of these people are 
hourly employees and he would estimate 75% to 80% of that group would be residents of 
Newark. 

Councilman Carrino said just to re-emphasize what the speaker said, how much 
in dollars would it cost to get a 60.000 squáre foot plant in Pennsylvania to which 


, Mr. Kaltenbacher replied $5,000. in hard cash. 
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Councilman Carrino further questioned how much property taxes does Seton Company 
pay in Newark and Mr. Kaltenbacher replied he does not know but their payroll tax 
is $31,000., so he would simply multiply that by 200.

SAMUEL F. COHN, 321 JELLIFF AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, appeared before 

the Municipal Council protesting unconscionable amounts of money representing the 

increase in licensing fees for Newark Taxicab Industry. The speaker outlined the 


statistics in running a taxicab in the City of Newark and urged the Council to reject 


` this ordinance and presented the Council with a list of comparable rates used in 


other municipalities. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Cohn's remarks, President Harris requested the 
City Clerk to have the speakers remarks extracted verbatim and forwarded to the 
Assistant Business Administrator and have him respond to the Council with respect to 


said statements. 


The following speakers addressed the Municipal Council urging them to reject 
this ordinance indicating they felt itwas unfair to increase the licenses for the 
Taxi Industry. The speakers felt that they can come up with some type of workable 


solution between the City Council, Administration and the Taxi Industry.

Councilman Carrino said that everybody should be made clear what they are 
acting on right now are presentmerits made by the Mayor's Office and Administration. 
These are not things Council has presented to the City. These are things Administratior 
had brought up to the Council and now during the course of two or three meetings they 
have to eventually vote. They are doing whatever background is necessary to determine 
1f these things are fair and that is one of the reasons for the public hearing. 
Several speakers have already mentioned the raises and taxes they are looking for but 
he wants everybody to understand that these are ordinances from the Mayor^s Office and 


the Administrator's Office and the City Council has had no input into these at all. 


Their input is right now on whether or not they should vote for them or whether they

are the proper figures but not one of these things have been instituted by the City 
Council. ` 

Councilman Bottone said that one of the speakers made a comment that maybe 
there is $50,000. not showing up in the budget and he felt this should not go 
unnoticed. He sees Assistant Business Administrator Banker present and said this 
Should be checked to see whether the Taxicab Division total budget is for the year 
how much it cost to run it and how much was received to see if there is any truth 
to the statement that was made that there is a shortage of $50,000. 

Councilman James said he understands the speakers suggesting perhaps they have 
meetings with the Council. He thinks it was already indicated this was submitted to 
the Council by Administration with various rate increases. He thinks what they are 
really witnessing is the times right now with hígh inflation, energy crisis, high rate 
of unemployment, already a projection that 50 million people will lose their food 
stamps. We are talking about the President's efforts to balance the budget which will 
be a greater self tightening situatíon but he thinks what we are really seeing is that 
any type of inerease at this time in the present climate where we are talking about 
recession and almost what people today are calling a depression, individuals are going 
to be hard hit, businesses would be hard hit and he thinks it is not just an individual 
problem with the various entities, taxicabs, sewers, or anything else. We just have 
to face critical times and he thinks the feedback we are gathering is that individuals 
cannot simply afford increased taxation where right now they are struggling to 
survive. 

President Harris said for the benefit of the people present, to expedite 
matters, this particular ordinance that the Council has before them will not be 
approved today. It will be deferred. 

Councilman Tucker said he would just like the record to indicate some of the 
points they are going to have to consider as a Council. He clearly thinks the 
analysis developed by Assistant Business Administrator Banker looked at the position 
of what the cost of the City was in regulating the indrstry, not just the taxi industry 
but all divisions of licensing. What they, as a Council, are going to have to do is not 
only consider that particular variable. They cannot automatically just look at 
something and say it seems like a good idea because the figures in effect hold true. 

He is of the opinion, not to necessarily vote in the affirmative on this matter, but 
start looking at exactly what they envision what would be an equitable increase in 


regard to where they are as an industry, whether it is the taxi industry, restaurant 
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licenses or one of the other 7. He is hopeful they can take some time on this matter 

and go through it and consider not only the City but the needs of the people who would o 

be affected by this determination. 
No one else appearing, a motion to close the hearing and table this ordinance 

and directing the City Clerk to draft individual ordinances for each of the various 

licenses being prepared was made by Councilman Tucker, seconded by President Haris

President Harris said he thinks the Council as a Whole speaks very clearly 


as to who the lawmakers are in the City. 


HEARINGS OF CITIZENS. 


The following speakers addressed the Municipal Council with respect to 
positions of Court Attendants in the Municipal Courts. They pointed out that they 
were promised in 1976 to be returned to the City Budget and thus far have not. They 
said there .are presently 13 court attendants and 12 of them are going to be laid off. 
They said that they were permanent Civil Service Employees since 1967 and then were 
made CETA employees. 

The speakers urged the Council to help them.

MR, ROBERT FLEX, 48 MONTICELLO AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, 
Counciiman James saíd he thinks the speakers are dealing with something that 
is very close to the Council. They are all aware of the fact that CETA individuals 


who have been working more than 18 months have been under constant fear they will 


be terminated. However, they should also be aware that this Council is not in a 


position to determine the priorities of personnel to be recommended by a Department of

Administration to be placed in the Municipal Budget. In fact, this Body is in receipt 
of a communication from the Business Administrator and in that communication which 
they received yesterday, Directors, Department Heads, it was indicated they should 
identify CETA personnel which they would like to recommend for the Municipal Budget 
based on priorities. That is not a function of this Body. He would like to go back to 
one of the statements one of the speakers made for the record that it was scratched 
and he assumes that she is suggesting to this Body that she has been told that Court 
Attendants recommended, placed in the Municipal Budget, as municipal employees, and 
this Body has scratched them. He would like to know the individual's name who told 
her, who in fact made the recommendation. Is it the Presiding Judge, Court 
Administrator? He would like her to clarify her point making an accusation to the 
Council that they in fact had scratched Court Attendants from the Municipal Budget 
which has been presented to them by Administration. 

Ms. Coleman said they were called to a meeting on Thursday in the Courts and 
told by Mr. Jones that during the budget hearing before it reached the Council, the 
Court Attendants were one of the first ones scratched from being added to the City 
Budget because it was stated that the Court Attendants, why put more people on the 
budget, when you can replace them with CETA employees. 

Councilman James said the speaker said "before the Budget reached the City 
Council", Administration scratched the suggestion of forwarding Council: Court 
Attendants removed from CETA and placed in the City Budget. 

Councilman James said that Mayor Gibson has said to them on several issues, they 
are the legislative body, he is the Chief Executive Officer. Even if this Council 
were to put money in the budget for personnel as they did with tree trimmers, trash 
collectors and police, the Mayor has said to them, he will not simply híre them 
as the Chief Executive Officer. The Council cannot hire individuals all they can do is 
give them money. 

Councilman James suggested the speakers, if they are not able as Court 
Attendants, as residents, as taxpayers, based on the commendable job they are doing, 
should convince the Business Administrator, the Court Administrator, the Presiding 
Judge, Mayor Gibson, that they should be made municipal employees. He said he is 
suggesting that the legitimate grievance they are bringing before the Council, they 
should be marching to the Mayor's Office and the Business Administrator's Office and 
fight that out with Administration. He agrees that their job is essential but he 


doesn't see them fighting over there. That is his opinion. 
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Ms. Coleman said since November 1975, when they were originally told they 
were being taken off the City Budget, they came before the Council, spoke to the Mayor, 
Corporation Counsel and asking everyone to help them get back on the City Budget. 

All they have gotten was empty promises and felt if they came to the Council that 
was their final resort. 

Councilman James concluded by saying that with the support of the Council, he 
will make a motion today requesting Administration to give them the priorities, 
recommendation concerning the court attendants in view of the temporary status, CETA 
personnel vs. municipal personnel and hoped she would get a copy of the memo received 
from Business Administrator Hill that deals with this. They at least will be trying 
to agàin to solicit that information. 

Councilman Bottone said he understands at the next CETA layoffs all the court 
attendants will be terminated. 

Ms. Coleman said that they do not know when they are going to be laid off. 
They would like to know because they have plans. 

Councilman Bcttone noted that they are in the same boat as the Crossing 
Guards where they were moved from one place to another and he certainly doesn't 
appreciate it. He asked whether some of the court attendants were Civil Service. 

Ms. Coleman replied that 12 were Civil Service employees but are CETA now. |. 
There ís not one permanent Civil Service court attendant. 

President Harris assured the speaker they can rest assured that they have 9 
friends who will see what they can do to help them. 

Councilman Martinez noted that they are all dedicated City employees. For 
example, in 1978 this Council put in $1 million in the Newark Police Department 
for their budget to hire police officers and they were never hired because 
Administration then had the authority to spend the money either to hire or not to hire, 
and he thinks what Councilman James said, even if they were to put:the money. into 
their budget, if Administration's attitude was not to hire them they would not spend 
that money. 

Ms. Coleman pointed out that when they came back in 1976, Judge Blake said 
the courts would not be maintained without court attendants. She knows before they 
were laíd off, when they were on the City payroll they pulled a sickout and when they 
came back they were told if they ever did this again the courts could not be manned 
without court attendants. If they are laid off they will have 1 court attendant 
to man 6 courts. 


Councilman Carrino said they are aware that these people were put on CETA be- 
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cause they were actually replacing themselves so that there would be no conflict as 
far as CETA is concerned, but when their term of employment ends, to put 12 other 
people on the CETA payroll to take their place, is a violation of CETA guidelines 
since they were once Civil Service positions. If Administration will not entertain 
putting these people on the City payroll, he would suggest that the Council notify 
Mr. Wheeler that no one is to replace those 12 people as court attendants and said 
he is sure the City cannot function without having court attendants in the courts. 

Councilman Carrino reiterated that under the CETA guidelines, you cannot 
replace a person who was once a Civil Service employee. He recalls last year they 
put money into the budget for them to put 30 people back into the Courts because 
*hey were talking about not having enough people to process summons. To his 
knowledge only 12 people were put onto that payroll and 18 people were never even 
put on, so there is money in the Courts for those other 18 people who were never really 
put on the Court payroll. He thinks the best way they can handle it is just to make 
sure they are not replaced by 12 individuals and Judge Blake will not entertain 
anybody walking into the Newark Municipal Courts without court attendants present. 

President Harris stated he thinks the court attendants that are present have 
made their positions known to the Council and can be assured of the fact that as long 
as the 9 of them sit here will they permit anybody to replace them and they have 
friends here who are going to look oui for their interests and their job security. 
They are going to discuss thís matter in greater detail.

MR. WILLIE WRIGHT, PRESIDENT OF CENTRAL WARD MODULAR HOMES, 402 SOUTH 6TH

newspaper article that appeared in todays Star Ledger dealing with the City Council 
being asked to consider authorizing a $450,000. Federal Urban Development Action 
Grant (7-R-bh on thís calendar) for development of property of proposed $1.8 million 
shopping mall in the Central Ward. It is supposed to be built in Urban Renewal 


Parcel No. 24Y. This land is a direct result of 1968 Medical School Agreement between 
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City of Newark and Newark Housing Authority and State of New Jersey. 

The speaker outlined in detail the history of this land and indicated that 
they will go to court to block this proposed shopping mall. They do not understand 
Administration's position arbitrarily choosing to disregard the will and hard fight 
of many people who went into the development of this areaof 63 acres of land, through 
Newark Redevelopment and Housing Authority as approved by the Housing Council as result 
of the 1968 Medical School Agreement. 

Councilman Johnson said in 1968 he was not here in Newark but was able to keep 
track of the.Medical School Agreement. Until they can find out exactly what the dis- 
position of this land is, he is going to ask his colleagues to support hím in tabling 
Resolution 7-R-bh on the calendar and hopefully get the parties together as soon as 
possible to sit down and find out exactly what the disposition of thís parcel of land 


will entail.

BOARD WITHIN THE CITY OF NEWARK.. 

. NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 


NEWARK, COUNTY OF ESSEX AND STATE OF NEW JERSEY, AS FOLLOWS:

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Sec. 1 - Statement of Policy 


A. The governing body of the City of Newark does hereby 
declare that an emergency exists within the City of Newark 
with respect to the rental of housing space in dwellings by 
reason of the demands for increases in rent which are hereby 
determined to be exorbitant, speculative and unwarranted; and 


B. This emergency has been created by housing demolitions, 
deterioration of a substantial portion of the existing housing 
stock, insufficient new housing construction, increased cost 
of construction and finance, and growing inflation. This has 
caused a substantial and increasing shortage of rental 
housing accommodations for families of low and moderate income 
and abnormally high rents; and 


C. Unless residential rents of tenants are regulated and 
controlled, such emergency and the further inflationary 
pressures resulting therefrom will produce serious threats to 
the public health, safety. and general welfare of the citizens 
of the City of Newark; and 


D. The fear of being evicted without just cause and being 
forced to seek housina in such a market discourages Newark 
tenants from complaining about exorbitant increases in rent 
and about the continued deterioration of housing, and this fear 
thus contrihutes to these harmful conditions; this warrants 
legislative action by the governing: body; and 


E. Under the police powers granted to the City of Newark 
and in order to protect the health, safety and welfare of 
the citizens of the City of Newark, it is necessary to regulate, 
control and stabilize rents and create a rent control board 
for the City of Newark. 


Sec. 2 - Definitions 


(a) "Housing Space", means that portion of a dwelling 
rented or offered for rent for living and dwelling purposes 
to one individual or family unit, together with all privileges, 
services, furnishinos, furniture, equipment, facilities, 
improvements and common areas Connected with the use or 
occupancy of such portion of the property. 


(b) "Dwelling", means any building, structure, trailer 


.or land used as a trailer park, rented or offered for rent 


to one or more tenants, or family units. 


(c) "Available for Rent to Tenants", means housing fit 
for habitation as defined by the statutes, codes and ordinances 
in effect in the State of New Jersey, County of Essex and 


‘City of Newark, and offered for rent, whether occupied or 


unoccupied. - 


(d) "Notice", means written notice to a tenant or 


„landlord which is mailed to the tenant's residence or the 


landlord's resideuce or offices by regular mail of any 
proceedinas or determinations of the Board. 


(e) "Housing Services", means repairs, replacement and 
maintenance, painting, providing light, heat, hot and cold 
water, elevator service (where applicable), storm windows and 
Screens, superintendent services and any other benefit, 
privilege or facility connected with the use or occupancy of 
any proportionate part of services provided to common facilities 
of the building in which the dwelling is contained. 
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(f) "Rent", the consideration, including any bonus, 
benefits or gratuity demanded or received for in connection 
with the use or occupancy of housina space or the transfer of 
a lease of such housing spaces, including but not limited to 


,. monies demanded or paid for parking, pets, the use of furniture, 


subletting, security deposits and damage and cleaning deposits. 


(g) "Tenant", a tenant, subtenant, lessee, sublessee, 
or any other person entitled under the terms of a housing space 
agreement to the use or occupancy of any housing space. 


(h) "Landlord", an owner, lessor, sublessor or any other 
person entitled to receive rent for the use and occupancy of any 
housing space, or an agent or successor of any of the foregoing. 


(i) "Housing Space Agreement", an agreement, oral, written 
or implied, between a landlord and tenant for the use and 
occupancy of a housing space or housing servíces or both. 


(j) "Capital Improvement", means a permanent improvement 
that is reasonably expected to last more than one year. The 
improvement must benefit the dwelling.and must be subject to 
allowances and depreciation under the Federal income tax 
provisions. : 


(k) "Repair", means to reconstruct a building to a sound 
condition or good state after decay, injury, dilapidation or 
partial destruction; to remedy, heal, make right, or to mend. 


(1) - "Periodic Tenant", is a tenant for a period of less 
than one year. : : 


(m) "Month to month tenant", is a tenant for a term of 


: one month whose tenancy shall automatically be extended for 


each succeeding month unless terminated as provided by statute.

. (n) "Exemptions", means dwellings to which this ordinance 
shall not apply. Exempt dwellings include all public housing; 
owner occupied one, two, or three family housing space units; 
and motel or hotel space rented on a day to day basis to 
transients; and any dwelling, building or structure or portion 
thereof rented for commercial use. 


(o) "Owner occupied", means any dwelling of three units 
or less in at least one unit of which the owner resides. 


Sec. 3 - Rent Increases 


. The establishment of rents between a landlord and tenant 
in all housing spaces shall hereafter be determined by the 
provisions of this ordinance. The expiration of a lease or at 
the termination of the lease of a periodic tenant, no landlord 
may request or receivé a percentage increase in rent which is 
greater than five (52) per cent without first petitioning the 
Rent Control Board. : 


The rental for housing space shall not be increased 


more than 5% in any consecutive twelve (12) month period 


irrespective of the number of different tenants occupying said 
housing space during said 12 month period, any change of 
ownership of the landlord or vacancy of the housing space. 


Sec. 4 - Rent Rebate 


The landlord shall rebate to the tenant any amount of 
rent collected in excess of that permissible pursuant to the 
terms of this ordinance by crediting the tenant with the amount 
of excess rent paid over a period not to exceed 14 months, or 
in the event the tenant is no longer in occupancy, by refunding 
within a one month period. 
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Sec. 5 - Tax Surcharge 


A landlord may seek a tax surcharge from a tenant 
because of an increase in municipal property taxes. The tax 
Surcharge shall not exceed that amount authorized by the o 
following provision: The landlord shall divide the increase in 
the present property tax over the property tax of the previous 
year by the total number of rooms in the dwelling, whether 
occupied or unoccupied, and surcharge each tenant by the sum per 
room times the number of rooms in the tenant's dwelling unit. 
The tenant shall not be liable for a tax surcharge exceeding the 
tenant's percentage of the entire rent roll for the dwelling. 


Any landlord seeking a surcharge shall petition the 
Board for approval and shall give notice to the tenant and the 
Board at least thirty (30) days prior to the increase sought of 
the calculations involved in computing the tax surcharge 
including the present property tax for the dwelling, the property 
tax for the dwelling for the previous year, (a) total rent rolls 
of all units, occupied and unoccupied in the dwelling, (b) the 
percentage of the increase over the total rent roll, (c) the 
rent of the tenant and the percentage of his present rent 
compared to the total rent roll 


The tax surcharge each tenant is liable for shall be 
paid in equal monthly payments only after the landlord gives 
the tenant one month prior notice of the increase as required 
by statute. !

Sec. 6 - Tax Decreases 


If the municipal property taxes are decreased ina 
given year due to 2ither a decrease in the property tax rate or 
a towering of the assessed evaluation of the property by the 
municipality, then the tenants are entitled to a tax decrease. 
Apportionment of such decrease shall be in the same manner as 
apportionment of tax surcharge under Sec. 5. o 


In the event a tax appeal is taken by the landlord and 
the landlord is successful in said appeal and the taxes reduced, 
the tenant shall receive fifty (50%) per cent of said reductions 
as applied to its tax portion, after deducting all reasonable 
expenses incurred by the landlord in prosecuting said appeal. 


The landlord shall be deemed to have received his rebate 
upon his receipt thereof from the receiver of taxes, or upon 
the execution of any agreement with the landlord. The tenant 
must receive notice within 14 days from when the landlord 
receives his notice of successful appeal. The landlord must 
notify the tenants within thirty (30) days of the time the landlord 
receives his rebate of the amount he has received with the 
computations on how much the tenant is entitled to. The amount 
due the tenant shall be forwarded to the tenant within the 
. same thirty day period. 


Sec. 7 - Capital Improvements 


(a) In addition to the percentage of rental increase 
and tax surcharge herein provided for, the landlord may seek 
additional rent for capit:1 improvements made by him in the 
dwelling or attributable to the dwelling. The landlord shall 
compute the average cost of the improvement per year of useful 
life by dividing the cost of the completed capital improvement 
by the number of years of useful life of the improvement as 
claimed by the landlord for income tax depreciation purposes. 
The amount of the monthly increase which a landlord may charge 
Shall be prorated among all tenants benefiting from said 
improvements by dividing one twelfth of the annual cost of the 
capital improvement by the total rent roll of the units affected 
by the improvement in the dwelling occupied or unoccupied. No o 
tenant.shall be liable for a capital improvement increase if he 
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receives no benefit from the improvement nor, if he benefits, 
shall he be liable for an increase exceeding the percentage of 
rent paid by him as calculated above, and all such rent increases 
Shall be charged for no period greater than the depreciation 
period of said improvements. The landlord shall notify the 

Board and tenants at least 60 days before the effective date of 
the increase. The notice to the Board shall, on form provided 

by the Board, include the amount of increase, a description 

of the improvement, and the figures used to compute the increase. 
The Board or a tenant may request a hearing within 30 days of 
receipt of notice from the landlord. 


After approval by the Board of a Capital Improvement 
‘surcharge, the landlord shall give to each tenant one month 
prior notice of the effective date of the Capital Improvement 
Surcharge as required by statute. 


Sec. 8 - Landlord Hardships 


In the event a landlord claims he cannot meet the expenses 
of maintenance, financing, and/or repairs, he may appeal to the 
Board for a hardship rent increase. The procedure outlined in 
Section 12 (15:9B-12) shall be followed. Within thirty (30) days 
after a hardship appeal has been filed, supported by all information 
which the Board may require for a determination,the Board may order 
the property inspected by the Division of Inspections for code 
violations. The inspection reports shall be made and filed with the 
Board within thirty (30) days thereafter. In the event that the 
inspection reveals code violations, the Board may deny the increases 
or conditionally grant the increase subject to the landlord abating 
the violations within a reasonable period of time. However, in no 
event shall this period of time exceed ninety (90) days. 


In the event that said abatement has not taken place within 
the aforesaid period prescribed by the Board, the Board shall revoke 
said conditional increase, and the landlord shall be required to 
restore to the affected tenants all of the additional monies col- 
lected pursuant to said conditional hardship increase. The re- 
storation of monies shall be in the form of either a direct refund 
Of all monies collected or a deduction from the next month's rent. 


As used in this section, code violations shall mean any vio- 
lations of the existing buildings, fire, piumbing, electrical or 
housing codes of the City of Newark then in effect. Violations 
which the Board may rely upon in implementing this section shall be 
only those violations which were found to have been existing at the 
time of the original inspection as requested by the Board. 


The landlord shall submit proof of expenses for maintenance, 
repairs and financing expenditures to substantiate any hardship in- 
crease application, and the Board shall only consider said expenses 
for a period not to exceed 14 months prior to the date of the land- 
lord's application. 


Sec. 9 - Rent Control Board 


. (a) Membership: There is hereby created a Rent Control 
Board within the offíce of the Mayor of the City of Newark. Said 
Board shall consist of five (5) members appointed by the Mayor and 
approved by the Council. It's composition shall be two (2) tenants, 
two (2) landlords, and a fifth member who is a homeowner and 
neither a tenant nor a landlord. The term shall be for a period of 
two (2) years each, except that one tenant and one landlord appoint- 
ed to the Board after initial passage of this act (chapter) shall 
serve for a term of one year. Successive terms, however, shall be 
for two years. Board members shall serve for a maximum of two (2) 
consecutive terms. The Board members must reside in the City of 
Newark and be compensated for their services. 
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(b) Candidates for the position of Rent Control Board . 
member shall submit a verified statement listing all of their inter- 
ests and dealings in real property, including, but not limited to, 
the ownership, sale or management thereof, and their investment in, 
membership in or association with partnerships, corporations, joint 
ventures and syndicates engaged in the ownership, sale, or manage- 
ment of real property during the previous three (3) years. i 


tol (c) The Rent Control Board shall issue and abide by such 
rules and regulations, including those which are contained in this 
section as will further the purposes of this act. All rules and 
regulations shall be subject to the approval of the Municipal Coun- 
Cil by ordinance. All rules and regulations, internal staff memo- 
randa, and written correspondence explaining the decisions and 
policies of the Board shall be kept in the office of the Board and 
Shall be available to the public for inspection and copying. 

(d) Meetings: The Board shall determine the schedule of 
meetings and hearings as is necessary to carry out the provisions of 
the ordinance. Special meetings may be called upon the request of 
at least two (2) Board members. A11 regularly scheduled meetings 
Shall be conducted in accordance with the provisions of Section 12 
of this ordinance. 


(e) Quorum: Three (3) Board members Shall constitute a 
quorum. Three affirmative votes shall be required for a decision of 
the Board, including decisions on all motions, orders and rulings 
of the Board. . 


(f) Dockets: The Board shall maintain and keep in its 
office rent adjustment hearing dockets. Said dockets shall list the 


addresses of the dwellings involved, and the final disposition of 
the petitions heard by the Board. . 


(g) Language: All rules, notices, orders, rulings and regu- 
lations of the Rent Control Board shall be printed in English and 
Spanish. Information disseminated to the public by the Board shall 
be disseminated in English and Spanish. At the request of a Board 
member, participant or observer, provision shall be made for con- 
current oral translation into Spanish of any hearings or meetings of 
the Board. 


(h) Registration: The Board shall reguire registration of 
all dwelling units. In this registration shall be included the 
following: the address of each dwelling unit, the name and usual 
address of the manager of the premises, the name and usual address 
of the owner or the person who is authorized to act for and on be- 
half of the owner for the purpose of receiving service of process 
and for the purpose of receiving and receipting for ali notice and 
demands, the rent, and the housing services provided for the unit 
or the occupants or tenants thereof. The Board shall provide for 


forms for this »urpose. 


(i) Records: A copy of this registration information shall 
be kept at the office of the board and shall be open for public 
inspection and copying. Copies of the registration form shall be 
kept by the landlord or his agent at or adjacent to any.dwelling 
unit a list of any vacant units within such building, of the date 
on which said unit or units of housing space most recently became 
vacant, and the current and immediately previous rents of said 
housing space. These records shall be available for inspection 
during normal business hours by any tenant or prospective’ tenant 
of the housing space to which they pertain. 
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Sec. 10 - Powers^of the Rent Control Board. 


The Rent Control Board shall be responsible for carrying out 
the provisions of this act, and may request the hiring of such 
personnel as are needed, shall promulgate such policies, rules and 
regulations as will further the provisions of this act, and shall 
recommend,to the City for adoption such ordinances and bylaws as may 
be necessary to carry out the purposes of this act. 


The powers of the Board shall include but not be limited to 
the following. 


(a) to grant a rental increase, decrease, a surcharge under 
the provisions of this act. 


(b) to fix at its discretion the effective date of any ap- 
proved rental increase, decrease or surcharge to be at any reasonable 
time prior to or after the determination of the Board. 


(c) to hold public hearings (see Sec. 12). 


(d) to obtain, keep and maintain all available records, and 
all other data. and information necessary to the enforcement and appli 
cation of this ordinance. 


(e) to promulgate rules and regulations governing all pro- 
ceedings authorized by this ordinance. 


(f) to supply information and assistance to landlords and 
tenants to help them comply with the provisions of this' ordinance. i 


(g) the Rent Control Board may deny a rent increase if the 
landlord fails to register all dwellings with the Rent Control Board. 
(see Sec. 9). 


(h) to appoint an administrator of the Rent Control Board, 
for a term to coincide with the administration, at an annual salary 
as fixed by ordinance and to be paid as other municipal salaries are 
paid. 


(1) "The administrator on the adminis- 
trator's delegate shall review all 
petitions submitted to the Board. 


(2) The administrator may meet with 
petitioners in order to reconcile 
any discrepancy in the petition. 


(3) The administrator shall attach to 
the petition a recommendation to 
be considered by the Board. Said 
recommendations shall be based on 
the administrator's investigations 
of the petition. 


(4) For good cause, the administrator 
may grant an adjournment of a matter 
pending before the Board. 


(5) The administrator shall be in charge 
' of the office of the Rent Control 
Board and shall carry out such inves- 
tigations and shall maintain such 
records as is necessary for the pro- 
per functioning of that office. 
i 
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Sec. 11 - Rent Decreases 


During the term of this ordinance a rent decrease may be 
granted by the Board for any decrease in housing space, services, 
furniture, furnishings or equipment. A tenant or group of tenants 
may petition for rent reduction through the Rent Control Board. 


A decrease in services, such as to justify a rent decrease 
under this section, shall include any cessation or inadequate pro- 
vision of the vital services listed herein, due to deterioration or 
improper maintenance of said services, where it is the responsibility 
of the landlord to provide said services. For the following decrease 
in services, a petitioner or petitioners rents shall be decreased in 
accordance with the following percentages of the total rent or rents 
collected during the period of said decrease in services:

No petition for a rent decrease, due to a decrease in services, 
shall be considered under this section, unless the potential decrease 
in rent for each petitioner, or each tenant.in a group petition, 
shall be greater than 74% of their rent for the period of the de- 
crease in services, as determined by the Administrative Branch of 
the Rent Control Board. ^ 

Evidence of the existence of any alleged decrease in services 
skall only be considered by the Board for a period of 30 days prior 
to the filing of the petition, and no rent decrease shall be imposed 
by the Board for any period prior to said 30 days. 


If a rent decrease is made conditional upon the landlord's 
performing whatever repairs are deemed necessary to correct a de- 
Crease in services, the landlord may petition, upon completion of 
75$ or more of the repairs ordered, for a reínstitution of all or 
part of the decreased rents. Said petition. and any determination 
made by the Board thereon, shall conform to the procedures of the 
Board, as set forth in Section 12, for adjustments in rents. 
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The procedures of the Board under this section shall be set ~ 
out in a statement of policy, which shall,be available for public 
inspection at all times in the offices of the Board. 


Sec. 12 - Public Hearing 


(a) Petitions: The Boatd shall consider an adjustment of 
rent for an individual dwelling unit upon receipt of a petition 
for adjustment of rent filed by the landlord or tenant of such a 
unit or the Board staff. All petitions shall be filed on forms 
provided by the Board. No such adjustment shall be granted until 
after the Board considers the petition at an adjustment hearing. ` 


(b) Notice: The Board shall notify the tenants and 
landlord of such petition(s). The Board shall notify both 
parties by regular.mail that a petition was filed indicating the 
time, date and place of the hearing. The hearing shall be scheduled 
for not earlier than the sixteenth (16th) day after the day of mail- 
ing the notice of the hearing, but not later than the sixtieth 
(60) day after the filing of the petition. Hearings shall be 
Scheduled for times most convenient for all parties and may be held 
during the week. Hearings may be postponed or continued for good 
cause provided that all parties receive timely notice of such action, 


(c) Records: The Board may request either party to a rental 
adjustment to provide it with all pertinent books, records, and 
Papers. Any documents provided to the Board shall be made avail- 
able to the parties involved at the office of the Rent Control 
Board at least seven (7) days prior to the hearing. 


(d) Open Hearing: All rent adjustment hearings shall be 
open to the public. ` 


(e) Right to Assistance: All parties to a hearing may have 
assistance in presenting evidence and developing their position from 
attorneys, legal workers, tenant union representatives or any per- 
sons designated by said parties. f 


(£) Hearing Record: The Board shall make available for in- 
spection and copying by any person at his own expense an official 
record which shall constitute the exclusive record for decision on 
the issues at the hearing. 


- . . (g) Decision: The Board shall make a final decision no 
later than fifteen (15) days after the conclusion of the hearing. 

No xent adjustment shall be granted unless supported by the prepon- 
derance of the evidence submitted at the hearing. All parties shall 
be sent a notice of the Board's decision and a copy of the finding 
of fact and law upon which decision is based. At the same time, 
parties to the proceeding shall also be notified of their right to 
judicial review of the decision pursuant to Section 14 of this 
ordinance. 


(h) Hearing Officer: The Board may at its discretion 
designate individuals with professional training in law, business 
administration, or similar field to serve as hearing officers to 


preside over landlord-tenant hearing when it determines that the 
number of petitions for hearings before the Board are so great that 
the Board could not hear them all itself within the time limits 
prescribed for such action by this act. The findings of the hear- 
ings conducted by him shall be submitted to the Board which, after 
review, shall make the final ruling. l 
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Sec. 13 - Retaliatory Eviction 


No landlord shali bring any action to recover possession 
of a dwelling unit as a reprisal for the tenant's efforts to secure 
or enforce any right under this ordinance. 


Sec. 14 - Appeal (Judicial Review) 


A landlord or tenant aggrieved by any action regulation or 
determination of the Board may appeal in a court of appropriate 
jurisdiction. 


Sec. 15 - No Excessive Rents 


No landlord shall after the effective date of this ordinance 
Charge any rents in excess of what he was receiving from the 
effective date of this ordinance except for increases authorized by 
this ordinance. 


Sec. 16 - Heating Surcharge 


Not withstanding the language contained in Section 8 of 
Chapter 9B, where the landlord substantiates through credible proof 
to the Rent Control Board Administrator that his heating expenses 
for the twelve months immediately preceeding his application are in 
excess of 10$ of the heating éxpenses for the prior twelve months, 
the Rent Control Board Administrator shall grant a Heating Sur- 
charge to the applying landlord. However, the increase allowed 
shall not exceed 3$ of the monthly rent roll in the month in which 
the application is submitted. 


. When the Rent Control Board Administrator has received thé 
application of the landlord, and all documentation required by the 
Rent Control Board Administrator to make the determihation, the 

"Rent Control Board Administrator shall notify the tenants of the 
application for Heating Surcharge. The notice shall contain a copy 
of the application. This notice shall be mailed to the effected 
tenants within 14 days of receipt of landlord's completed appli- 
cation. The landlord's completed application must include a certi- 
fied statement from the landlord's fuel heating dealer. The state- 
ment must include number of gallons and cost per gallon and total 
cost, for both years involved, the twelve months immediately pre- 
ceding his application and for the previous year of said 12 month 
period. The decision of the Rent Control Board Administrator must 
be rendered within sixty (60) days of filing of the completed appli- 
cation. Failure of the Rent Control Board Administrator to render 
a decision within sixty (60) days shall result in the application 
being deemed granted. : 


The landlord shall notify all tenants in writing of the 
approved increase. Said notice must be served upon the tenants at 
least one month prior to the effective date of the increase. The 
landlord shall file with the Rent Control Board Administrator a 
Copy of this notice that was served upon the tenants. 


The landlord shall equally distribute this Heating 
Surcharge that has been granted according to the number of rooms 
within the housing space in the building for which the application 
is made. The computation of this Heating Surcharge shall be the 
annual amount of increas- divided by twelve months and the results 
of that division, divided by the number of rooms in the building 
for which the application is made. The prorated amount per room 
shall be multiplied by. the number of rooms for each apartment of 
the building as will equal the Heating Surcharge amount per month 
for each apartment. : 
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Sec. 17 - New Construction and Substantial 
Rehabilitation Exempted 


The owner of housing space or dwelling being rented for the 
first time shall not be restricted in the initial rent he charges. 
Any subsequent rental increase, however, shall be subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance. Dwellings which are substantially 
reconstructed or rehabilitated are exempted if the cost of recon- 
struction or rehabilitation during any twelve month period exceeds 
fifty (50%) per cent of either the undepreciated cost or the fair 
market value of the dwelling prior to reconstruction or rehabili- 
tation, and the initial rent may be determined by the landlord. Al] 
subsequent rentals shall be subject to the provisions of this :

Sec. 18 - Violations

Sec. 19 - Liberally Construed - 


This ordinance being necessary for the welfare of the City. 
and its inhabitants, shall be liberally construed to effectuate the 
purposes thereof. 


Sec. 20 - Severability 


If any provisions of this ordinance or the application of 
such provisions to any person or circumstances is declared invalid, 
such invalidity shall not affect other provisions or application of 
this act which can be given effect and, to this end, the provisions 


of this act are declared to be severable. 


Sec. 21 - Any existing ordinance, or part thereof inconsis- 
tent with this ordinance is hereby repealed. 


Sec. 22 - Effective Date; termination; extension 


This ordinance (chapter) shall take effect upon final pas- 
sage and publication in accordance with the law. All rents for 
rental of housing space and services in dwellings to which this act 
(chapter) is applicable are hereby controlled at the rent level 


received by the landlord as of the date the ordinance was 


` adopted, and no rental increases shall hereafter be instituted 


except as provided in this ordinance (chapter). This ordinance 
(chapter) shall continue in full force and effect for a period 
not to exceed three(3) years from October 20, 1979 and shall. 
automatically terminate, cease and be of no force and effect un- 
less specifically extended by the municipal council by ordinance 
extending said term for turee (3) years and every three years 
thereafter. . 
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President Harris called for those desiring to be heard on the ordinance to 
approach the rail, give his name and address and be heard. 


MR. WALTER COHN, REPRESENTING PROPERTY OWNERS ASSOCIATION, 15 VALLEY STREET, 


SOUTH ORANGE, NEW JERSEY, urged Council to make certain amendments to this 


ordinance since he presumed Council was going to pass it because of the necessity at 
the present time as shown by the history of the ordinance, One point he makes to the 


Council is a problem which has developed because of definitions in this ordinance. 


In Section 2 (n) defining exemptions, we had several cases where an owner rents out 


an entire one family house and the question has occurred as to whether or not that 
comes as an exemption under one by virtue of your definition of an owner-occupied 
one family house, He asks that be clarified. If a one family house is exempt, if so, 
it does not say so, it has to be owner occupied one family which is a redundancy 
impossibility. The next section (o) defines an owner-occupied as a dwelling of 
three units or less in at least one unit of which the owner resides. Does it mean 
a 4 family house with 3 units rented, does it mean a 2 family house with one occupied 
by the owner? On Section 3 which provides for one increase not more than one every 
12 months we have a problem now with the last section of the ordinance which deals 
with the oil passthrough. This would mean you could not have an oil passthrough if 
you just increased the 5% and we have an ambiguity as to whether you can have the oil 
passthrough even though you have raised the rent on your normal 5% increase. 

Most important is the problem of the vacancy décontrol. This town does not 
have that which the neighboring towns do have in their rent control ordinances. On a 
vacancy occurring the owner can raise the rent to market rent and im some towns that 
that is limited in a percentage, but at least with a vacancy decontrol you can seek 
your own market. The tenant coming in, if the landlord asks too much, the landlord 
just won't rent, so you have a supply and demand on a vacancy of an apartment and you 
do not harm the existing tenant with an exorbitant or an immediate large increase. 
Mr. Cohn requested the ordinance be amended to clarify the points he has raised as well 
as to include the additionalprovisions so that the landlords can have some relief. 

President Harris asked if the problem Mr. Cohn alluded to is basically a 
Newark problem in terms of the number of people up in the District Court, wouldn't 
this problem be an urban problem today because of the way inflation has cut into 
people's earnings. The bottom line is that the suburbanite may be finding it a little 
difficult paying his or her mortgage, not only the rents. 

Councilman James stated that once an apartment is vacant who denies the 
landlord or the owner the ríght to raise the rent and who checks on that. 

Mr. Cohn advised that owners cannot raise the rent. There are cases before 
your Rent Board where rents were rolled back because the previous owner's rental was 


known. The Rent Board has records where the Rent Board went back to a managing 
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agent of four years ago and got the rent from the managing agent and reduced the rent 
for the present owner because he had illegally raised it. 

Councilman James said a vacant apartment can still only be increased 5%. 

Mr. Cohn said the rent sticks with the apartment not with the person. He is 

r - 
asking that be changed and he would like to see complete vacancy decontrol, but 
realistically if you limit it to 15% of the old rent, or 10%. 

Councilman Bottone asked if there was anything on paper substantiating what 
"he would like Council to consider to which Mr. Cohn responded he would reduce it 
to writing and forward to the City Clerk. l 

President Harris stated that on the decontrolling suggestion that Mr. Cohn 
offered, the Business Administrator will be sitting with Members of the Council and 
Ms. Smith and discussions will develop along those lines. 
we should see at least 4 families decontrolled in the City of Newark, preferably from 
Six under because if you do any inquiring you will find that in many instances six 
family units, more than 40% of the total income goes toward paying the oil bill. No 
one will be able to survive this, but it is simply a case where we reached the point 
we are not going to be able to supply service. This should be given serious 
consideration. Many people have buildings bought 4 or 5 years ago and are caught in 
a low rent lull. They are unable to raise the tenant that is there. You should keep 
in mind one thing with vacancy decontrol, it does not hurt the existing tenant, if 
there is a CAP on the increase, it cannot hurt the new tenant. 

Councilman James agreed with remarks of Mr. Cohn and Mr. Graham that unless 
we seek some type of relief for our small property owners, during this energy crisis 
of oil being $.99 a gallon we are going to witness many property owners who simply 
abandon their property. It is critical that this body look into the whole question 
of rent, heating surcharge and decontrol. This body does not want our property 
owners to walk away and abandon property. 

No one else appearing, a motion to close the hearing and adopt the ordinance 
on second reading and final passage was made by President Harris, seconded by 
Councilman Johnson and declared adopted by President Harris by the following votes: 

Yes: Councilmen Bottone, Grant, James, Johnson, President Harris. 

President Harris: The yeses are five and the noes are none. This ordinance 
having been read on two separate days and haveing achied the vote required by the 
Statue, is declared adopted. The City Clerk is directed to deliver same to the 


Mayor for his approval or dísapproval. 
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A motion to consider Item 8-c on Ordinances for First Reading was made by 
Councilman Harris, seconded by Councilman Bottone and declared adopted by President 
Harris by the following votes:

Councilman James said he certainly understands the need for increased revenues 
in our 1980 Budget. However, by the measure before us increasing the sewer user 
charges many poor homeowners will be hurt the mosf ,businesses who depend on water will 
be greated affected, some might even consider relocating, Also, he believes there has 
been no administrative cut-backs and belt tightening measures which again could share 
this need for increased fiscal dollars. There has been no administrative consolidation 
of Departments where duplication in services is clearly in evidence. Finally, he 
would suggest a more equitable plan for raising funds would be a reasonable rate in- 
crease in concert with administrative cost saving measures. For these reasons he will 
not be able to support the measure as posed. 

Councilman Martinez said ‘any kind of a tax increase is hard to place upon 
anyone, Whether it be industry, homeowners, non-profit or whatever. However, after 
hearing all the dicussions yesterday, he made it his business to meet with the 
Passaic Valley Sewerage Commission and he did not realize the dramatic effect this 
will have today, but will have in the future in sewer usage for all residents of the 


City of Newark, particularly those in industry, commercial, hospital and non-profit, 
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The discussion he had with the Passaic Valley Sewerage ‘Commission revealed after the 
Passaic Valley Sewerage Commission is in operation for one year, and it appears the 
year would be 1982, which will be a total reimbursement of the sewer charges but in i.. 
1981 the use charges being created, would definitely become a reality and charged to 
the Passaic Valley Sewerage Commission. It is not the person who can say he will 
leave Newark today and go to Los Angeles, Chicago or any other City throughout the 
country and get a better deal on the sewer charge because it is going to be a nation- 
wide problem. We also have to look at another dramatic factor, What will occur if 
this sewer charge is not voted this evening. He thinks this Council has an 
opportunity to vote for a $10.54 tax rate for every person and every homeowner in the 
City of Newark or $9.97 which would be the difference. There is no question, as 
Councilman James indicated, what about the homeowner, there is no question the 
homeowner is going to be affected. For example, if a one family homeowner, or two 
family homeowner under the current ordinance were to be charged a sewer charge, the 
effect would be approximately $40. per year. If we turn around and give them a 

$10.54 tax rate, what would be the difference, much more drematic, There is no 
question perhaps the industrial people will feel the effect the most but Council wants 
to work with industry. He thinks he has always worked with industry and so has this 
Body and they want to continue to work with industry. He can say to the people in 
industry and in the hospitals, or non-profit organizations, what happens in 1981 when 
the City Council will not have an opportunity to vote for or against this particular 
question. There will be an automatic increase by the State of New Jersey and effected 
by the United States Government. There is no place you can move to get away from this 
sewer problem, He doesn't think we asked for this problem, he doesn't think we created 
this problem, but it is here before us and he thinks we have to stand up as men or 
women, to make our decision known. Do we make our tax rate $10.54, or $9.97. He 
certainly concurs with Councilman James' remarks that belt tightening shouid certainly 
be done by Administration, that perhaps you wouldn't have to look for extra dollars 
on other levels, if Administration would seriously take dramatic cuts, that should be 
done, cutting fat out of government. Administrative costs remain the same as we keep 
taxing the homeowner, keep taxing industry and keep looking for additional revenue. 
There is no question if this Council had the opportunity, they have said they could 
cut $1 million from government, cut $1 million of fat. We see people walking around 


City Hall with a cup of coffee, giving sarcastic answers to residents of the City of 
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Newark.and doing nothing for their dollars in return. We also know the track record 
of Administration. If this body were to make a cut in amounts of dollars there is 
no question in his mind that the Mayor would turn around and say you want to cut $1 
million or $2 million, we will cut the Newark Police Department or other services that 
vould seriously affect the residents of the City of Newark. This is probably one of 
the most serious considerations he has ever had as far as the tax increase, He never 
voted for any one but in this particular case you are "damned if you do, damned if 
you don't and you really don't have a choice." He reiterated it is either $10.54 
or $9.97. 
Councilman Bottone said with economy as bad as it is, inflation as high as 
it is, it certainly puts this Body in a precarious position but it must also be stated 
that no tax is received with any type of fanfare or approval. At the same time you 
have to realize either the water sewer charge goes up for the homeowner approximately . 
$30. to $35. per year or the tax rate goes up 40 points for each homeowner. The 
decision becomes a little bit easier to make even though it is hard to dish out. What 
he means by that, in his area they received 11,000 letters in the mail for revaluation, 
That, together with unemployment, high inflation, certainly makes thíngs even harder 
for him to decide upon. But the sewer charge is a charge paid by most or all people 
including non-profit organizations, schools, organizations, federal buildings, state 
and county buildings and everything that is non-profit. They all have to pay this 
charge. If it is a tax on propetty, the City of Newark land is 2/3 tax exempt, so that 
1/3 of these people will be burdened with the high tax rate. This is his reason 
‘for voting the sewer charge, not that he would like to, but he thinks it is cushioned 
and a little easier for the City ¿as a whole to absorb, 
Councilman Grant said whenever we mention a new tax it is anethema to all of us, 
but he thinks we have to point out it is a difficult decision and the electors of this 
. City placed them here to deal with difficult decisions. He pointed out that not 
oniy the homeowner shares in the paying of this new sewer tax but the payment of this 
will be shared by the business community and every non-profit agency in the City. 
Heretofore, most taxes have been levied on profit making organizations but this 
particular tax addresses itself to the churches, the Urban League, to any organization 
that is non-profit. All of us are affected by this and as previously stated the 
homeovner would either be faced with a new tax rate of $10.47 or by voting for this 


ordinance it would reduce itself to $9.97 and he urged his colleagues to act in the 


affirmative on this matter.

HEARINGS OF CITIZENS. 


MRS. DOROTHY COOLIDGE, 403 NEW STREET, NEWARK, .NEW JERSEY, addressed the 
Municipal Council complaining that in September of 1979 she was beaten up by six 
people. From the tíme of September to this date when the trial finally came to court 


and had been sent to Grand Jury without any presentment, 


MS. BERTHA MARTIN, 188 HOWARD STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, questioned the 
Council why the biggest landlord in the City of Newark can break the law with respect 


to.smoke alarms being installed in Housing Projects and nothing is done, 
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President Harris indicated the Municipal Council does not set the policy for 
the Newark Housing Authority. The Newark Housing Authority by statute has a board 
that consists of a number of members who are appointed by the Mayor and one appointed 
by the Governor and State Statute mandates that board set the policy for the Housing 


Authority. The laws the Council pass are applicable to the Newark Housing Authority 


as well as to any other landlord in the City of Newark. They have an obligation to 


live up to the law. 

President Harris questioned Assistant Corporation Counsel Miceli, since the 
City of Newark passed the smoke alarm ordinance is not that law applicable to the 
Housing Authority as well as any other landlord, and Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Miceli replied that he was correct. It is quite, obvious predicated on the statement 
made by Ms. Martin, that the Housing Authority has not lived up to their obligation. 

President Harris requested the City Clerk to direct correspondence to the 
Housing Authority indicating the Council looks for them to uphold the law as any 
other landlord in the City of Newark. 

Councilman Tucker said one of the problems we are sunning into relates to 
the Administration of the Housing Authority. Whether Executive Director Buck is a 
good Administrator or a bad Administrator, the net result is either he or someone 
on his staff by inaction have basically caused the death of a child. This is the point 
he thinks is much more real. He remembers when they passed the smoke alarm ordinance, 
shortly thereafter the Housing Authority came to the Council and attempted to try to 


work out an amendment which would assure they would not be covered by the smoke 


alarm ordinance. This Council rejected that recommendation but he really aud truth- - 


fully believes that we need to go further in finding out exactly why that situation 
occurred. We are not investigators but he thinks the Fire Department should give the 


Council some sort of overall report. All of them have had an opportunity to read the 


report that was published in the newspaper and they indicated clearly there was no 


smoke alarm in the apartment. He thinks that information was given directly to the 
press and not given directly to the Municipal Council. He would like to know who was 
charged with the responsibility of installing smoke alarms in Scudder Homes, who is the 
person some way or another who did not do their job, because that is the issue. 

Whether Executive Director Buck himself or one of his assistants had the responsibility 
or Mr. Hugh Hill, maybe he had the responsibility. We are talking about a cadre of 
people who get paid over $125,000. If you take the salary of all of them 

put it all together he knows they could have made sure that smoke alarms would have 


been installed. His only concern on the matter is that we should go further and try 
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to find out not just did they comply, but also why they didn't comply in regard to 
this one individual who is deceased. He thinks they as a Council should move forward 
directly to find out why and possibly turn this matter over to the Investigating 


Committee to find out exactly why it wasn't installed, It was reported to some of 


them that smoke alarms are not installed in most of the buildings. His concern is, |’: 


what is the reason? 

Councilman Tucker indicated that under Motions, he would like to charge the 
Investigating Committee to look into that matter and notify all the individuals 
involved in that Process so at least they would be assured that they intend to comply 
withthe law. i 

Councilman Grant stated for the record that a couple of years ago he attended 
a funeral on South 12th Street where 7 youngsters and their parents lost their lives 
in a fire and after that he came back to this Body and proposed the smoke alarm 
law-and it was not Administration. As a result of that, Administration goes about the 
City indicating that it is Administration that did that. It is this Body that enacted 
that ordinance. The point he wants to make as it has been stated, the Newark Housing 
and Redevelopment Authority is under the same obligation to install these units as any 
other person in the City. He thinks perhaps instead of calling a meeting of the 
Investigating Committee that a letter be sent immediately to the Director of the 
Fire Department, John Caufield directing that inspectors go immediately, tommorrow to 
the public housing units in the City and where there are no smoke alarms that the 
Housing Authority be fined accordingly and be made to install those alarms 
immediately. l i 

Councilman Carrino said if he recalls, if we are going to require the Housing 
Authority to follow all their laws, he thinks we are remiss, He recalls President 
Harris introduced an ordinance which requires multiple dwelling units over a certain 
amount, 75 apartments, have to have a security guard during the night time hours and- 
all of the landlords who own buildings in excess of that amount of units had to put 
those security guards on, yet the Housing Authority felt they were exempt from that 
and they have not put those guards on. So they are also violating that ordinance. 

Councilman Carrino asked Assistant Corporation Counsel Miceli whether they 
would also fall under that ordinance and Assistant Corporation Counsel Miceli replied 
he would like to take that under advisement, the question as to whether multiple 
dwelling units could be distinguished from the City projects. Assuming that it could 


the same type of procedure outlined by Councilman Grant could also be implemented.

in the minutes of this meeting)

MRS. HELEN POCH, 687 SUMMER AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the Municipal 
Council with respect to' the large number of abandoned buildings and the large 
drug problem in the City of Newark. 

Councilman Carrino said they have had a campaign for almost three years to 
try to solve the police problem. However, finding fat in the budget or finding money 
in thé budget has not solved the problem, They did find $1 million in the budget 
in 1978 and put it into the Police Department and the Mayor would not use it for the 
police. The only time the Mayor, and he is on record saying he has never seen the 
presence of a policeman stop a críme, the only time he acceded to any presssure was 
when the Chamber of Commerce told him that downtown was getting so bad that people 
would not. come come down to shop anymore so he put 30 policemen on last month. All of 
a sudden as far as downtown is concerned, the presence of a policeman now is enough 
to stop a crime but in any of the other wards the presence of a policeman would not 
stop a crime. He is totally frustrated. He knows if they found money in the budget, 
elminated two departments tonight and found money in the budget and put it into the 
Police Department Budget, the Mayor would not use it for the Police Department. As the 
nine of them sitting on the Council, he could tell the speaker as one individual, since 
1978 they have done everything humanly possible to put money into the Police Department 
Budget and Administration has refused to use it. He doesn't know what the answer is 
He has written to the County Prosecutor's Offfice, written:to the Attorney General in 
Trenton to explain the situation with narcotics in Newark and they all agree it is 
a problem but they all agreed it is an internal situation that they have to addfess 
as a City and the Mayor does not want to address it. 

Councilman Tucker indicated one of the points they consistently adhere to is to 
listen to the citizens but thinks we also have to consistently remind the citizenry 
the limits of the Council's powers. Right now, they currently had effective 


February, 45 vacancies in the Police Department. He is not talking about additional 
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_ money that must be appropriated, he is not talking about federal money coming in or 
‘withdrawals, he is talking about just based on the budget submitted by the Mayor to 
the Newark Municipal Council, they had 45 vacancies. The Mayor saw fit to employ 30 
policemen. What he is saying they have 15 vacancies right now that the Mayor can fill 
if he wants to in a matter of a few days. We are not dealing whether the Council will 
appropriate the money, we are really and truthfully dealing with whether the Mayor 

and the Police Director, who is his direct employee, is he going to hire them. He 
thinks what they have been saying consistently over and over again, the Mayor has no 
intention of hiring them, The last communication they had, they sat down with the 
Mayor and indicated the same position the citizenry have been indicating to the Council 
that they need additional policemen. He knows in the West and South Districts, at 
night between the hours of 6 at night to approximately 8 in the morning the most they 
will ever have is two police cars. He doesn't believe it is any different in the 
North and East Districts. They have a limited number of police. The Mayor is 
opinionated to the degree he does not believe any additional policemen will have any 
impact on crime, sc whether we put the money in the budget or not it will not make a. 
bit of difference. We are dealing with an attitude that is saying "we will not hire." 
It is also important to understand when we start looking at other things which directly 
impact upon not just police but the Passaic Valley. They as a City contribute very 
heavily to the operational cost of the Passaic.Valley Sewerage. This Council sent 
resolution after resolution to the Governor of the State of New Jersey because outside 
of last year they didn't even have a representative from the City of Newark who sits 
on the Passaic Valley Sewerage Commissioners, a portion of which, he thinks the amount 
is roughly 40Z of the operational budget of the Passaic Valley Sewerage is paid by the 
City of Newark and all taxpayers of the City. They can have a control factor if they 
have a representative on the board. He believes the Governor saw fit to appoint a 
representative on the board.. That representative has not seen fit to meet with this 
Council. He assumes he might have met with the Mayor but there is no interaction. 

The other factor which is very hard and cruel, is that the Passaic Valley Sewerage 
Commission can make a determination in regard to increasing their operational cost 
which is not debatable by the City of Newark, Their choice is either to pay through 

& sewer tax or pay it directly out of tax dollars but it is not debatable. They can 
take them to court, they can holler, scream, to a great degree go there and show there 
are economies they can make within. their budget but the final determination is the 


Board of Commissioners of the Passaic Valley Sewage,they can give us an explanation, but

that explanation does not necessarily have to be thorough, exact, because what we are 

dealing with is they have the power and authority according to State Statute to do it. o 
He thinks Council can try and have attempted to do that, to make government more 

responsive to the citizens! needs but he does believe we have to admit when we run 

into a situation not within their control that is not within their control, He has 


no problem acknowledging that. That does not mean they are going to stop. It doesn't 


mean they are still not going to be lobbying directly with the Mayor and lobbying 
directly with the Passaic Valley Sewage Commission to see what they can do. He does 


believe they should clearly indicate to the public that it is not with their control.

Councilman Tucker said one of the points is there is no back-up documentation 


.on this late starter but the resolution they took off the table related to, if he 


remembers correctly, approximately $499,000. of accrued funds, HUD CDA V,. What he: 
has been able to gather by review of the late starter, is that what we are doing is 
authorizing MPDO to cut that amount. He knows they as a Council were interacting 
with Elton Hill, Business Administrator, dealing with our demolition program. He 
assumes when they cut that amount they are taking approximately a little more than 
$100,000. away from the Housing Authority. He does not know what Administration 
intends to do with that. l 

President Harris asked Executive Director White, Mayor's Policy and Development 
Office, to clearly indicate the difference between the resolution that vas removed 
from the table and 7-R-cc. 

Exexecutive Director White replied what happens in the added starter, 7-R-cc, 
they are extending the administrative cost in the amount of $1,358,950. for one 
month from April 14, 1980 to May 14, 1980. The amount of $499,000. which is in the 
tabled resolution was removed from the table and adopted actually goes into December, 
1980. That amount of money is automatically included, it is there. The amount is 
still there to go to the Housing Authority for the purposes stated. 

City Clerk D'Ascensio said there was tabled resolution which dealt with 
$1,858,950. It consisted of two parts: 1) the administrative costs to wind up housing 
projects N.J.R. 6, 32, 38, 50, 58, 121 and 123; with a termination date of April 14, 
1980; 2) leaving $499,000. for the purpose of making a study of the feasibility of 
setting upa mechanism for providing a tenant's maintenance program and also involving 
the conversion of buildings located in N.J.R.,.213 =- Columbus Homes and N.J.R, 210 - 
Scudder Homes with a termination date of December, 1980. If you take this from the 
table, there is nothing you have done with reference to the sum of $499,000. You have 
only amended $1,358,000. to be used for one more month. There is $499,000. with which 
nothing has been done yet, it still has a termination date of December 14, 1980. 


Councilman Tucker said his concern relating to this was this is the first time 
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the Housing Authority attempted to try to do something for the tenants with the money, 
aside from getting "fatcat" salaries, He knows there is a differential of the two. His 
only concern on the matter has the City Administration in the amendatory resolution 
taken the accrued amount of $499,000. and taken that away which means whatever agree- 
ments were reached with those local tenants trying to do something about Scudder Homes 
Senior Citizens room and also trying to deal with the feasibility study on the Columbus 
Homes and also there was one that related to the security contract hiring armed guards 
for the senior citizens units and a renovation amount for the recreation center at 
Hayes Homes. His concern is are they now saying they are going to take back that 
money. 

Executive Director White replied in the negative. 

Councilman Martinez said it is obvious there are a lot of questions here 
that have not been answered. He thinks the best action for this Body is wait for 
another two weeks or a special meeting. He is not going to vote for anything he 
has no answers to. 

City Clerk D'Ascensio said the resolution which was removed from the table 
consisted of two parts. Those funds became available which means when you adopt 
this resolution (7-R-cc) which dealt with $1,358,000.; the termination date was 
extended one month to May 14, 1980. and $499,000. is still open to December, 1980. 

Councilman Martinez asked Executive Director White if this resolution were 


to be put off for two weeks, are programs going to be cut, are people going to be 


_ hurt, they can have a special meeting on the 22nd of April. 


Director White replied in the affirmative. On the administrative cost side 
they need to have that money available right away, the $1.3 million in order to 
continue the administrative operation for one month. 

President Harris said the one that was taken from the table and approved 
is the one he thinks involves salaries, 

Councilman Tucker said the question is very simple. There is a differential 
of $4 million. Thet is the difference. The amendatory agreement, he assumes 
basically relates to the administrative cost. It does not take into consideration 
the $500,000. that is the real question. If they approve the original one, and they 
have subsequently done that, we are talking about $1.8 million. The amendment says 
$1.3 million, $500,000. which is questionable, that is the question. If the City 
intends to take it back and use it for another purpose they should just say that. 

Executive Director White said that is not the intent, They intend to use it 


exactly the way it was originally designated. That will have to come up as 
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a separate matter. 

President Harris said the Mayor has the authority to call a special meeting 
any time he sees fit, the matter which has been disposed of has passed us, the 
matter that is on the calendar (7-R-cc) can be put off and the Mayor vill call a 
special meeting to deal with the subject matter after they have received 
clarification.

Councilman James requested that a communication requesting a status report 
from Executive Director Buck, Newark Housing and Redvelopment Authority, on 575 
Bergen Street, also indicating to Executive Director Buck that he met with Mr. Stevens 
who indicated that if the Housing Authority finds it difficult to demolish this duplex 
building, he would welcome an offer to purchase his one-half or would relocate be- 
cause of his continuing fear of the premises adjacent to him. The City has given 
millions and millions of dollars to Housing and here we have senior citizens who 
for 10 years have lived next to an abandoned structure owned by the Housing Authority 
and we have yet to have any solution or offer of help. He would like some information 
as to what they plan to do, and with the indication that Mr. Stevens said that if 
they can't demolish one-half because of a common wall, he is willing to sell his one- 
half and relocate. 

Councilman Tucker stated in following up on the conversation at the pre- 
meeting that with the approval of this application, the Council sho*:ld request a 
certification of the amount of funds out of the $1.3 million that has been expended 
as of this date plus a Schedule of how they plan to expend whatever accrued funds 
there are out of the $1.3 million between the present date and June 1, He felt that 
it should be added as an addendum to the approval of the motion. 

Councilman Grant remarked that the charges Councilman James has just made 
are serious and that before the Council meeting in the Council Conference Room, he 
made an impassioned plea relative to Bergen Street and since the monies that we are 
about to vote on will directly affect the budget at the Housing Authority, before 
he would vote he would like to have Executive Director Buck come down and answer 
some questions and address himself to the Bergen Street problem. 

Councilman Tucker noted the Council has never been in receipt of a financial 
report from the Housing Authority or H.D.R,C. or NEDC indicating the amount of 
money that we give them in one year and the amount of money that they spend. His 
concern on this resolütion is the same coacern that he has with regard to H.D.R.C. 
and NEDC, We should have an accounting of the amount of money that they spend and 
he hoped that we can keep this in mind when they consider continuing or not continuing 
appropriating or not appropriating additional money to H.D.R.C. and NEDC. 

Councilman Carrino questioned whether both of these agencies were funded 
by HCDA and with the passage of the budget we should have pinpointed every penny 


that they are requesting and how much they spend at the end of each year. 
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Aprii 22, 1980 


At the request of President Harris, Executive Director Buck, Newark 
Redevelopment and Housing Authority approached the speakers stand. 

Councilman James stated to Executive Director Buck that at previous meetings 
he had brought to his attention the conditions at 575 Bergen Street, a duplex which is 
one-half owned by the Newark Redevelopment and Housing Authority. He met with 
Mr. Stevens this morning and he posed a question that after ten years the Housing 
Authority was going to rehabilitate the structure and also as an innovative suggestion 
by Councilman Grant to start demolishing the other side of the building and then 
perhaps brick it up if the Newark Housing Authority is not mindful to use that option 
or as an alternative the owner is willing to sell his one-half and relocate because 
both he and his wife are going to bed every night fearful of living in this abandoned 
structure which has been vandalized several times and two fires have been started in 
it. He asked Executive Director Buck if he has been able to formulate, any plan with 
respect to the horrible condi:ion Mr, & Mrs. Stevens, senior citizens are forced to 
“live under. 

Executive Director Buck replied it is a combination of what Councilman Grant 
has indicated and something that Councilman James spoke about at the prior meeting. 
They are moving to demolish the half of the structure that the Housing Authority 
purchased and. also are moving to acquire since that building is in a Urban Renewal 
Area, the portion of the building that Mr. Stevens occ:pies. There is no possibility 
of one-half building being rehabilitated now at this point. They could get no 
approvals from HUD to spend monies on it. It would seem to him that those are the 
two avenues that they are moving along. | 

Councilman James queried whether they had adopted any timetable for this action 
which he is bringing to Council's attention now. 

Executive Director Buck replied there were two paths that they could take on 
the demolition. They could let a contract for this specific demolition, which will 
be the longer period of time, or we have a current demolition contract which we will 
attempt to substitute to put this building in, to move it that way whichever is 
quicker. 

Councilman James questioned if the building is going to be somewhat "raw" 
after demolition, because it is a common wall, are there plans to rehabilitate the 
side structure so that it will not be an eyesore. 

Executive Director Buck replied in the affirmative. It would not be 


attractive but it would be safe. 


April 22, 1980 


Councilman Johnson stated that pertaining to the matter he had discussed 
with Executive Director Buck the last couple of days that he would have on Friday 
times and dates for the information that he had requested. He also needed to know 
the time of start and completion of smoke detectors in the Central Ward, Scudder, 
Hayes and the other high rise buildings which are owned by the Housing Authority. 

Executive Director Buck replied he could not give him a completion date, but 
that they were currently putting those smoke detectors in right now. They are current 
ly in Scudder Homes. The last he knew they had about 4,000 units to go and he knew 
a sizable portion of those units were in Scudder Homes and he assumed that the 
balance of those units were in the other high rises. 

Councilman Johnson said that he could safely notify the residents in the 
Central Ward high rises that the smoke detectors will be completed within a short 
period of time, It will be a steady program with no interruptions. 

Executive Director Bu k replied in the affirmative. 

Councilman Tucker stated his concern relates to the HUD CDA V grant, At the 
last meeting he had with the Council he reported that the $1.3 million was expended 
and it was expended on administrative staff. The new resolution basically extends 
with no additional monies, the $1.3 million from April 22 through June 1. Obviously 
there must be. some sort of accrued funds within the $1.3 million in order to allow 
him to do that. 

Executive Director Buck replied that he had raised that same point that if they 
had expended the money how could they extend and it was his understanding that HCDA 
VI will start in April and then pick up for a full year. That way the people 
who received the grant won't be left in the predicament of trying to run a 12 month 
grant on the one hand and only get 11 in the middle, that they will both be evened 
out at 12 months. 

Councilman Tucker replied that he would like to get something in writing which 
deals with one of two factors, 1) Whether the funds have been expended and 2) If they 
have not totally been expended then he would like to know what is the accrued amount 
which he currently has available and how does he plan to utilize those funds between 
now and June Ist. 

Executive Director Buck replied that he did not think they had any money. 

The money is still with the City and they only get what they spend. They would not 


get the accrued monies. That would be with MPDO, 
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Councilman Tucker said he understood that. How much of the $1.3 million has 
the Housing Authority expended and subsequently either has been reimbursed for or will 
be reimbursed between now and June Ist. 

Executive Director Buck replied that he would get that information out for 
the Council. l 

Councilman James questioned if they were going to develop the sites to be 
presented to HUD and if so would the Council be a posítion to review those with 
Executive Director Buck. He further stated that if Executive Director Buck recalled 
he had previously stated that Johnson Avenue was really a poor site selection in the 
first place, that perhaps they should have had Chancellor Avenue or Elizabeth Avenue. 

Executive Director Buck replied what they were trying to do is to involve the 
City agency through the development team of where we select public housing. They have 
tríed to open up that process to get more information to see how it impacts on other 
people. 

Councilman James stated that Reverend Sharper was talking about Chancellor 
Avenue between 148 and 165 where they were dumping and théit he had advised him 
one of the South Ward scatter site housing locations which he hopes he will keep and 
perhaps amend to have some more favorabie site locations. 

Councilman Tucker stated this Council passed a resolution dealing with smoke co 
detectors. He wanted Executive Director Buck to check with his staff and give the 
Council a projected date as to when all the smoke detectors will be installed in 
all the housing units throughout the entire City. At the meeting they had with 
Executive Director Buck approximately one week and a half ago there was Mr. Reed 
from his staff indicating to. us the disposition of certain scatter:site housing 
development units. He indicated that HUD has subsequently disapproved those 
locations and he had requested that the Council be in receipt of any communication

anybody to come there and fill those stores, if not at least demolish them before a 
child gets killed.

Budget is going to be to operate for the year 1980. That determination, if we leave 
this Council Chamber without an adopted budget, that determination is out of our 
hands, If it is the vill of the Body and the vote is to stand, there is no sense 
in wasting each others time, 

Councilman Carrino said speaking as an individual Councilman, with all the 
problems he is facing in his Ward with the delivery of basic services which has 
declined almosc to nothing, without phone calls coming from Councilmen's offices 
without people calling to complain about picking up garbage, cleaning streets, having 
police services, he can't in clear conscience vote for this budget when in his 
opinion there are Departments included in this budget which do no service the entire 
City of Newark and which are certainly not giving any basic service, not providing 


any benefits to the people in the North Ward. 


April 23, 1980 


Councilman Bottone said he can readily agree with Councilman Carrino 
because as he stated before, to some people, in the past five years you see the 
breakdown that our tax rate is a little bit lower than it was in 1976 but definitely 
the services are not the same as they were in 1976. If the services had remained 
at least at a stabile level where we got some service, he could agree. But at the 
same time without an adopted budget we are jeopardizing each and everyone of our 
employees, each and every one of the programs that are functioning properly, we hinder 
our police, our fire and every other agency that tries to at least do a job. He 
thinks we have other avenues to get this Administration off their "rump" to 
function properly. This is the avenue we should take, not by rejecting a budget that 
is the lifeline of our City. 

Councilman James said he can certainly concur with remarks made by Council- 
man Carrino. They in the South Ward are very upset with abandoned buildings not being 
demolished when they do have the capacity to demolish. They are very upset about 
dirty streets in the South Ward and they do have the capacity to clean them. 
Evidentally, they would like priorities in these important areas. Also, we can talk 
about the absence of code enforcement which makes our city look like a ghost city 
and dirty sewer. There is a total breakdown in the delivery of services. However, 
knowing that the President and this Body have spent many hours in drafting a budget 
and knowing that the President of this Council and this Body had done everything 
to scrutinize the Budget to see if there is any fat to remove it, to see that the 
budget is at least :in the best interest of our citizens and although he wholehearted- 
ly disagrees with an inclusion of a 400% increase in the sewer rate, which he believes 
will be a tremendous hardship to the citizens in Newark facing revaluation and other 
financial increase, but in recognizing the amount of hours this Body, led by our 

President, trying to draft a fair budget, a budget in the best interest of our 
' citizens he would have to reconsider his vote and would also appeal to his colleagues, 
it is not important enough for us to go around and say they did not vote for the 
budget. More important they had an opportunity to cut and delete in budget hearings 
and if we couldn't find what to cut or delete, perhaps we can be angry about the 
delivery of services but then we need to take some action against department heads, 
administration or calling a meeting with the Mayor. You don't solve the problem 
this way. We sat for a budget hearing for many, many weeks and to say now "Y 


don't like the budget so I will be able to walk the streets and say I did not vote 
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for the budget." With respect for the President and Members of this Council who 
worked on the Budget, Councilman James said he will reconsider his vote and vote in 
the affirmative and would appeal to his colleagues to do likewise for we have to 
have a budget. They criticized the Board of Education for not striking a budget and 
sending it to Trenton and now we are going to play the same game. 

/ i President Harris requested the City Clerk to change Councilman James' 
vote to the affirmative and the budget has been adopted for the Year 1980 in its 
final form, as amended, by the following votes:

Other papers and photographs comprising the record before 
the Board of Adjustment were either supplied to each Member of the Council 
or made available for inspection. 

The Applicant, his attorney and the appellants were furnished with 
copies of the transcript of the hearing before the Board of Adjustment and 
were notified of this appeal. 

This is the time and place for the appeal to commence. 

President Harris stated we will now hear oral argument on the appeal 
from the decision of the Board of Adjustment granting a variance to Anthony 
DeLuca, Applicant and Owner, to permit in a Third Residential District 
construction of a rear garage to be used for truck parking on a lot having 
two main buildings on premises 251-253 Elm Street. We may hear argument only 
from the parties to the appeal, that is the-person or persons who filed the 
appeal and the one who was granted the variance. Either party may be 
represented by an attorney. No testimony will be heard by the Municipal 
Council only argument based on the record made before the Board of Adjustment. 
For the benefit of an,appellant who is not represented by an attorney, that 
means that you may state the reasons for your objections to the variance and 
you may point to testimony before the Board to support your position. However,

indicated he was representing Mr. & Mrs. Manuel Pexiote who were the objectors. 

He stated his client was an adjacent homeowner who lived at 255 Elm Street, right 
next door to the applicant's premises. Elm Street in this area is a quiet 
residential street. It has no commercial or industrial use there at the present 
time. The proposed use which the applicant is requesting would substantially 

alter the use of Elm Street. It would allow commercial vehicles to come onto 

the street to go into the driveway. In cleaning these trucks there are 

obnoxious smells that come from waste material on the trucks that are cleaned. 

There is also noise generated from the repair maintenance and the use of these trucks 
that would be used on Elm Street should this application be granted. There has been 
no zoning or special reason which the law requires in order to grant a variance for 
any hardship. There would be a substantial detriment to the public good should 

this variance be granted because it would introduce this commercial use into a 


solely residential area. 


Councilman Martinez stated that this is an appeal from a decision of the Board 
of Adjustment on March 25, 1980 granting a use variance to permit the construction of 
a garage to be used for parking and washing of trucks in a third residence district. 
A variance is required for two reasons: 

1. The use is not permitted in a third residence district. 

2. The proposed garage would be the third main building on a single lot (there 
are presently two buildings on the premises - a 3 family house and a 5 family house) 
and City Ordinances permit only 1 main building on a lot less than 2 acres. 

It appears from the transcript that the applicant has been washing his vans in 
his yard and that has caused soapy water to overflow onto adjacent property and has 
created noise at all hours from the washing process. The Board found that the 
construction of a garage and washing and parking of trucks inside the garage would 
not be detrimental to the public good and would not impair the intent and purpose 
.of the zone plan because "the proposed use will be an improvement in the area and is 
consistent with surrounding uses and will not tend to depreciate property values." 

The Board's finding is arbitrary and unreasonable. The proposed use is clearly 
inconsistent with the other.uses of the area which the Board's Resolution describes 
as containing principally residential uses and a few stores. The garage would be the 
third main building on a single lot in an area which, according to the Block Diagram 


showing lots within a 200 foot radius, has no more than 2 buildings on any lot and 
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almost all of the second structures are permitted accessory structures. I cannot see 
how the construction of the garage, which under the City's zoning ordinances is 
considered to be a commercial garage, will improve the area. The only improvement 
indicated in the record is the improvement over the existing situation which creates 
problems of noise and run-off of soapy water. That situation, however, is caused 

by an illegal use of the premises. The way to deal with the situation is to pro- 
hibit it and not to grant a variance to construct a building for a prohibited use. 

In addition to there being no basis to support the Board's findings with regard 
to the impact of the variance on the area, the Board has not made the required 
finding of "special reasons" for granting the variance. The proposed use is an 
ordinary - commercial use which the applicant seeks to establish in order to benefit 
his business venture. That is not sufficient reason for granting a use variance. 
There was no showing that the use is inherently beneficial to the community, that 
the property was particularly suited to the proposed use or that the applicant cannot 
use the premises for its permitted use. In fact, the premises are now being used as 
residences for 8 families. There is nothing in the record which would justify a 
finding of "special reasons" and the Board itself has not found such reasons to exist. 

For these reasons, Councilman Martinez moved to reverse the decision of the 
Board of Adjustment granting a use variance to permit construction of a garage to 
be used for parking and washing of trucks at 251-253 Elm Street.

All of the above citizens spoke about inadequate standards of the 
Fire Department and the possible closing of three fire houses. 

Councilman Carrino asked Mr. Nardone whether he had any idea what the number 
of total responses to fires were in 1970 compared to 1980 to which Mr. Nardone 


replied that he did not have those figures. 
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Councilman James stated that the City had lost some 200 police officers due 
to economy situations. He wondered if the proposal detailed any loss of personnel 
and other than the response time would there be a loss of efficiency of operation and 
if so who would make the recommendation to the Council and what recommendations have 
been forwarded by that individual. He questioned if the Fire Director was 
supporting this measure. He further asked Mr. Farley if his group or any 
individual had the opportunity to address these concerns to Mayor Gibson as this 
is an administrative matter. He added he was hopeful he had in writing a 
recommendation from Director Caufield or an administrative recommendation and he was 
hoping that the concerns being expressed to Council would certainly be afforded an 
audience with the Mayor and the Fire Director. It would only stand to reason that 
they would meet with the Mayor and Senator-Director who are already of the opinion 
that these cuts will in no way create any harm or difficulty in our fire services, 
and he added that Newark is known throughout this country as having one of the 
finest fire departments. 

Councilman Martinez thanked everyone for coming here on behalf of their unions. 
and speaking in their behalf. To echo Councilman James there are many times that 
we have had meetings upstairs with the governing body and people from administration. 
It has been recognized by insurance companies and other fire fighting companies 
throughout the country that you are considered the number one fire company in the 
United States and he was proud to be a City Council member representing the 
Fire Department. He was one of the Councilmen who was vocal when they were going to 
cut the task squad or bring in a task squad to restore the West Market Street fire 
house. He has always been known as as person perhaps with a police background to be 
a friend to firemen. He can remember the dedication in the past, particularly when 
we had disturbances in the city, when firemen had nothing to protect themselves with 
the prospect of the loss of their own lives they stood fast to protect the lives of 
the people and he could respect them. He could also respect the opinions of each and 
every member who has come up here fighting for their union and fighting for their 
men. There is no question not one person on this body wants to see any fire house 
closed. They want to see the people paying taxes in the city getting the proper 
services. The elimination óf the fire companies is going to affect services and he 


thinks it is incumbent upon us to sit down with whoever is available.

MR. D.J. HENDERSON, OLD ROAD TO BLOOMFIED, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY. 

Mr. Henderson addressed the Municipal Council with respect to the lack 
of interest on the part of the citizens of Newark in the Newark Municipal 
Budget. He said this lack of interest is evidence that citizens have host 


confidence in the ability of the City Government to do this job wisely, 


economically and effectively. 


The Acting City Clerk was directed to forward a copy of verbatim remarks 


made by Mr. Henderson to the Mayor and the Business Administrator.

All of the abcve addressed the Municipal Council and expressed opposition 
to the closing of the Fire Houses. They cited the proposed cuts will affect 
James Street Community and the Ironbound Community. The speakers referred to 
the multiplicity of fires throughout the City and felt any cut in the Fire 


Department would be hazardous to the citizens of the City. 


President Harris pointed out to the speakers that Council had attempted 
to have Fire Director Caufield present at this meeting but he was unavailable. 


He indicated the Council would set up a meeting with representatives of Adminis- 


tration to discuss this problem in detail with the citizens involved. He continued 


the decisions made were Administrative in nature and under the form of government 
by which the City of Newark operates places Administration's responsibilities 
on the Mayor and his directors. However, the Council at this meeting will be 


wore supportive of the residents of the City with respect to this problem. 
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Councilman Carrino noted the Council could put appropriations in the budget 
but the Mayor cannot be compelled to use the money as the Council directs. He 
cited the instance when the Mayor laid-off 125 police officers in spite of the 
fact the Council had appropriated funds to be used for the police officers. 

Councilman Bottone pointed out with the complaints registered by the 
citizens, they failed to note the Council at this meeting had approved an 8% 
raise for every fireman, a dental plan and payment for hazardous duty. He 


indicated the Council is supportive of the complaints registered by the citizens. 


The citizens should direct the complaints were they belong. 


Councilman Carrino said everyone should understand that the City is 

restricted by a 5% caps law and the only alternative Director Caufield would 

have because of budgetaryrestrictions would be to lay off the appropriate 

amount of men to make up for the money which would be saved because of the cut back. 
Councilman Tucker noted the Council is dealing with the deficit based on 

the Arbitration Awards given to the firemen after the Fire Department Budget 

was adopted. The hard fact is that the Mayor is faced with either closing the 

Fire Houses or laying off men in order to  unform to budgetary restrictions. 
Councilwoman Villani was supportive of the problem raised by all the citizens - 

present. She hoped the meeting to be scheduled to discuss thís matter with the 


Mayor and Fire Director Caufield will bring some resolution.. to this problem. 


Councilman Martinez noted about a year ago, No. 5 fire house was scheduled 
for closing. He personally had a community meeting, brought the Fire Director 
there. He met with the community and the Director changed his mind. A couple of 
weeks ago, he received a phone call from someone from Brill Street that the Brill 
Street fire house was going to be closed. There was another person knocking on 
the door with respect to Ferry Street and Fillmore Street where a ` fire house 
was going to be closed. Another was a Newark fireman in the area of Congress Street 
who told them that the fire house was going to be closed and the rumors spread. 
He made it a point to immediately sit down with the Fire Director and find out 


if it was a rumor. The Fire Director assured him that none of those fire houses 


‘were going to be closed. 
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Two weeks ago every President of every fire union, superior officers, and the 
fire fighters appeared and made the same statement. If you would like to go 
to the Fire Director, he will fight to keep all four fíre houses open in the 
East Ward and he will appear with them. To this date, he has not received a call from 
any president of any fire union. As to the fire hydrants being safe in Newark, 
he makes it his personal position to send out an inspector to inspect every fire 
hydrant in the East Ward. Last month they found 23 not working. This information 
was reported to the Fire Director and to Mr. Alvin Zach. 
Several years ago, when the Task Squad was moving into Central Avenue and 
West Market Street, the fíremen asked him to help fight that move as they did 
not want to move a Task Squad into that particular fire house. He fought with 
them, but lost. Today it is that same Task Squad that they did not want that the 
Fire Director has indicated he wanted to move, because he Belfeves the task squad works 
He believes in Fire Director Caufield as a man of compassion. As to the 
question of arson, he believes that it was this Council that first came up with 
a bounty for arson culprits. This Council also, by law, put out an ordínance on 
smoke detectors. As to the closing of the fire houses he indicated to Director 
Caufield that if he wanted to close a fire house, close the one up in the Port 
Authority because they are only paying a million dollars in taxes and maybe when 
you indicate to them that you are going to close it up, they will be concerned 
enough for that particular area. Maybe they will come up with a difference in 
the budget of what the Mayor has indicated he must cut. As a professional 
he did not agree with that. Councilman Tucker brought up a good point, 80% of 
our fire fighters do not live in the City, however, when they are here they do 
a tremendous job in protecting the lives of all of our residents. In 1978, 
Councilman Carrino and he and every other member of the Council put one million 
dollars into the budget and the Police Director more or less paid no attention 
and did not spend the money. Fire Director Caufield was given an ultimatum by 
the Mayor when someone indicated about the budget, when the budget was approved 
in April, shortly thereafter the fire fighters, the supericr officers received 
a pay increase. The increase amounted to $650,000.00. The position: of the 
Administration at that point was they were infuriated to think that the Fire 
Department could receive an award such as this from the City because they do not 


live here, etc., and it was given to them under binding arbitration.

On May 22, 1980 the City Clerk notified the applicant, his attorney, the 
appellant, and his attorney and all objectors, that an appeal in this matter will be 
heard by the Municipal Council at their regular meeting June 4, 1980 at 1:00 P. M. 
in the Council Chamber, second floor, City Hall, Newark. 

Each Member of the Municipal Council received copíes of the transcript of 
the hearings before the Board of Adjustment held February 5, 1980 and April 8, 1980 
and a copy of the Board of Adjustment resolution approving the variance. Other 
papers, maps and other pertinent records before the Board of Adjustment were either 
supplied to each Member of the Council or made available for inspection. 

This is the time and place for the appeal to commence. 

President Harris stated we will now hear oral argument on the appeal 
from the decision of the Board of Adjustment granting a variance to Antonio Meola 
and Lydia Meola, Applicants and Owners, to permit in a 2nd Industrial District 
establishment of an automobile repair shop including body and fender repairs and 
painting on premises 595-607 North Third Street. We may hear argument only from the 


parties to the appeal, that is the person or persons who filed the ppeal and the 


ones who were granted the varíance. Either party may be represented by an 


attorney. No testimony will be heard by the Municipal Council only argument based 
on the record made before the Board of Adjustment.  For:the benefit of an appellant 
who is not represented by an attorney, that means that you may state the reasons for 
your objections to the variance and you may point to testímony before the Board to 
support your position. However, you cannot bríng in new testimony or other evidence. 

MR. JOSEPH V. MELILLO, ATTORNEY, REPRESENTING THE APPELLANT, appeared 
together with 7 objectors who were present. He pointed out the same applicant made 
exactly the same application before the Board of Adjustment in September 1978. The 
application for the same variance was denied unanimously by the Board of Adjustment, 
Four months later, in January 1979, the applicant bought the property for which 
he sought the variance in September 1978. It cannot be said that he was buying a 
"pig in a poke", the variance had been denied and nevertheless he proceeded with the 
purchase of the property. In May 1979 the same applicant made a slightly different 
application before the Board of Adjustment, namely, he wanted an auto repaír shop 
together with the selling of used cars. That application was also denied unanimously 
by the Board of Adjustment. 

Mr. Melillo said now we cone to February, 1980 and the same applicant is 
making exactly the same application that he made in September of 1978 which application 


was then denied and the application as was stated is for auto body repair shop 
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together with body and fender work and with painting. This time the Board of 
Adjustment approved the granting of the variance by a 5 to l vote. A reading of the 
transcript shows there was absolutely no change in circumstance which would warrant 
the Board of Adjustment changing its mind from September 1978 to February 1980. Third 
Street is a very narrow one-way street going south. There are no parking facilities 
on the street as far as off street parking is concerned. At the present time the 
street is congested with parked automobiles that have no other place to park. In order 
to get to Third Street, the traffic must go north on Fourth Street and make a turn on 
Abington Avenue and come south on Third Street. There are mixed uses on this street. 
There are business establishments, some factories and quite a few residences. These 
dwellings are directly across the street from the proposed site of this variance. 

Mr. Melillo said there are approximately 40 children of school age who attend 
Abington Avenue School, St. Francis School and some go to Barringer, To grant this 
variance is going to present an additional hazard totheseschool children who walk to 
school. In addition thereto, there is going to be noise, pollution and there is going 
to be a further danger as far as fire apparatus getting to that narrow street in the 


event they are called upon to put out any fires that may occur on Third Street. The 


'applicant himself stated in his testimony, on page 4 of the transcript, line 4, that 


there is already a body shop further down the street, so he certainly does not 
indicate the need for such an establishment on Third Street in the City of Newark. As 
a matter of fact, it was brought out the applicant had a sign on his premises known 
as the Harrison Auto Repair Shop. In addition thereto, even before the granting of this 
the last time around, he had two listings in the Newark Telephone Book showing that 
he was open for business at the premises in question even without the granting of this 
variance. In effect, the applicant was already in violation of the City ordinance by 
calling himself to be in that business. At the hearing he had as witnesses a salesman 
who was selling equipment for an auto body shop. He admitted he was not an engineer 
and only a salesman. He further admitted he was not inside the premises to see where 
this machinery, if sold, would be placed. In addition, the applicant had a real 
estate broker testifying in his behalf. He admitted he was not the appraiser, did not 
belong to any professional organization of appraisers and the fact that he was testifying 
he was retained to do so by the applicant. 

Mr. Melillo continued indicating the people in this area had been living there, 
in some instances for 20 or 30 years. They are doing everything within their power 


to maintain and improve their property. It would certainly be no improvement to have 
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A 
an auto body with painting on these premises. It is their feeling, besides being a 
hazard to the people in the area, particularly the children, that this would have a 
deleterious effect on the value of their properties. The granting of this, therefore, 
he submits would be a detriment to the public good, no good can come from the 
establishment of such a shop. In addition to that, it would be in violation of the 
zoning ordinance and zoning plans and would substantially be a detriment to the 
neighborhood and to the City. For all of these reasons and for an additional reason 
he has not touched upon, namely a legal principle which the Council will find explained 


in the brief he submitted, for all of these reasons he respectfully requests Council 


act to reverse the action of the Board of Adjustment and deny this variance. 


MR. ANTHONY J. IULIANI, REPRESENTING THE APPLICANTS before the Board of 


Adjustment said he is not going to elaborate on what Mr. Melillo stated, Each and 


every Member of the Council has the transcript and he assumes each and everyone has 
read the transcript. The Council has his legal argument in a form of a three or 
four page letter summarizing the facts that is, the law for the applicants position. 


He will address himself to the last point of the res adjudicata because here, what 


“Mr. Melillo indicated is nothing more than he has indicated before the Board of 


Adjustment, which Board has made a quasi-judicial determination of the facts as they 
appear. The res adjudicata question, for the Council's information for their future 
reference, the case that was cited by Mr. Melillo, one simple thing, that as far as the 
courts were concerned, if an applicant made a first application and if the facts therein 
and there was no change in the circumstances, then it may be questioned as to whether 

or not res adjudicata could be raised. The case before the Council, the first 
application was filed in 1978. The plan that was submitted by Mr. Meola at that time, 
the Council has the plan before them, to the left of the building was an erection 
standing, a building, to the rear was another building. There were concrete sheds 

on the property. When the applicant came back two years later, in fact, pursuant to 

a rule of procedure of the Board of Adjustment, he doesn't know if the Council has the 
rule of procedure of the Board of Adjustment. For the Council's information, the rules 
of procedure indicate that any applicant after one year lapsed from denial of its 
application, may renew its application before the Board of Adjustment. Therefore, it is 
the Board of Adjustment through their rules of procedure which allowed ít. But in 
addition there were changed circumstances in the plot plan or site plan. When he 


represented Mr. Meola to come back before the Board of Adjustment in 1980, the changes 
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were, the buildings to the left were torn down, the building towards the rear was torn 
down, the concreteshed two or three in number were torn down, to the left the building 
that was torn down was paved to provide for visitors parking, off street parking, there 
was cyclone fencing put up all over the area, to enclose the area. There were more 
detailed plans as to where the paint and repair shop was to be located. All these 
things made it a changed circumstances so that the doctrine of res adjudicata does not 
apply based on the law. The case that was cited by Mr. Melillo, the Hill case, 
actually if you look at it, there is another case tied in, which really relates to 

res adjudicata. For the Council's information and for the record, the case is Russell 
vs. Tenafly Board of Adjustment, cited in 31 New Jersey Reports, Page 58. The simple 
question here and the only function under the new Land Use Law, adopted back in 1975 
or 1976 which changes the former law wherein the City Council had the right to have the 
last word on the zoning matters, it does not have the last right anymore, The only 
function this City Council has is to review the transcript. .The only function it has 
thereafter is to reverse, remand or modify the Board of Adjustment. It cannot 
Bubstitute its judgement for the Board of Adjustment. The only time the Councíl can 
reverse, remand or modify, if it should find and make a determination that the Members 
of the Board of Adjustment acted so unreasonably or so arbitrarily or ín such a 
capricious manner as to violate ones conscience and therefore upset what the Board of 


Adjustment has done. If it does not find that in the same capacity as a court of law 


has when it reviews a case, then this Council, no Member on this Council, has the right: 


to interfere and to set aside or reverse the sound judgement of the Board of Adjustment. 
Mr. Iuliani said this is not a fact finding board. It cannot go beyond the 
transcript, it cannot look into or seek out innuendoes. It must take in the first 
instance the Board of Adjustment acted properly and they did so in good faith and they 
had good grounds and if it does find that, then this Council cannot act any further. 
With alli due respect to the argument that was presented by Mr. Melillo, essentially 
his argument and his recitation of the facts were nothing more than rehashing of the 
same facts of the same argument of the same testimony, of the same number of 
objectors before the Board of Adjustment and every Member on the Board of Adjustment 
he believes, except for maybe one, granted the variance. They have the opportunity 
just as in a court of law, a judge to look at the people to study their demeanor to 
see what they are saying and to make a proper and judicial or a- quasi-judicial 


determination. He rests on that posture and feels under the circumstances that this 
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Council should not interfere, for the reasons he stated, with the Board of 


Adjustment sound quasi-judicial determination in granting this variance, 

Councilman Carrino stated "This matter is an appeal from the decision of 
the Board of Adjustment on April 8, 1980, granting a variance for the establishment 
in a 2nd Industrial District of an automobile repair shop, including body and fender 
repairs and painting. . 

Under the City's zoning ordinances, R.O. 27:4-7, an auto repair shop not 
including body and fender repairs and spray painting, is a conditional use in a 
2nd Industrial District and, therefore, no variance is required for the establishment 
of such a shop, Rather, the applicant must obtain conditional use approval. Since 
the Municipal Council does not hear appeals from the: granting of conditional uses but 
only from the granting of use variances, we should not deal with the question of 
whether the applicant may establish an auto repair shop apart from body aud fender 
repairs and painting. 

As to the matter of body and fender repairs and spray painting, the Board's 
decision granting a use variance to permit such activities i3 arbitrary and unreasonable 
and does not conform to the statutory requirement that there be "special reasons" for 
granting a use variance, 

The Resoiution of the Board does not indicate that a finding had been made 
that those special reasons exist and a reading of the transcripts of the hearing does 
not reveal special reasons. 

At the April 8th Board meeting, one Commissioner stated (page 5), that 
special reasons for granting the variance are that it "would neither cause detriment 
to the public good nor substantial impairment to the zone plan scheme of the community". 
Those reasons, however, are not special reasons but the negative criteria which state 
law requires a zoning board to apply. Another Commissioner stated (pages 4, 5) that 
there are no body and fender repair shops in the area. The Board's Resolution also 
states as a factual finding "The testimony established there are no similar repair 
shops in the immediate area" but the Resolution does not cite that finding as a 
"special reason." Although it is possible that some uses are so necessary to the 
public welfare that their establishment in an area can be a special reason for granting 
a variance, it is difficult to understand how a body and fender shop can be such a 
use. 

The applicant's attorney argues that the property is particularly suited for 
the use his client wishes to establish and that the general welfare will be served by 
granting the variance. There was no evidence offered at the hearing before the Board 


of Adjustment that the property could not be used for other purposes or that it was. 
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particularly suited for the proposed use. 

For.all the reasons mentioned, the Board's decision granting a use variance 
to establish a body and fender repair shop including spray painting is arbitrary and 
unreasonable and does not meet the statutory criterion relating to "special reasons". 

Councilman Carrino moved to reverse the decision of the Board of Adjustment 
granting a use variance to permit the use of the premises 595-607 North Third Street 
for body and fender repair and spray painting.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND TITLE 8, BUSINESSES AND OCCUPATIONS, OF THE REVISED 


ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, 1966, AS AMENDED AND SUPPLEMENTED, 


BY ADDING A NEW SECTION. (LICENSING AND REGULATING TIRE REPAIR SHOPS) 


WHEREAS, the Municipal Council of the City of Newark 
takes pride in the aesthetic values of its neighborhoods and 
communities; and 


WHEREAS, the Municipal Council of the City of Newark 
is concerned about the unregulated proliferation of tire re- 
pair shops within the City of Newark; and 


WHEREAS, the Municipal Council of the City of Newark 
is concerned about the increased noise pollution and air pollu- 
tion which results from the , unregulated operation of tire re- 
pair shops; and . 


WHEREAS, the Municipal Council of the City of Newark 
is concerned that the unregulated growth of said shops will 
have an adverse effect upon the health and safety of its 
citizenry and the conditions of its neighborhoods; and 
* WHEREAS, adequate protection of the public health, . o 
safety and welfare requires that the business of operating a tire 
repair shop be regulated and controlled. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE ORDAINED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, NEW JERSEY THAT: 


Section 1. Title 8, of the Revised Ordinances of the 
City of Newark is hereby amended by adding a new section entitled 
"TIRE REPAIR SHOPS", the same to read as follows: 


(a) In this section, unless the context otherwise re- 
quires, certain words and terms are defined as 
follows: 


‘ 1. "Motor vehicle" shall mean any vehicle which 
is self-propelled. 


2. "Director" shall mean the director, division 
of licenses in the department of finance. 


3. "Person" shall mean any person, firm, partner- 


ship, association, corporation, company, or 
organization of any kind. - 
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4. "Tire repair shóp"shall mean, any estab- 
lishment, indoor or outdoor, whose pri- 
mary business is the repair, readjust- 
ment, and/or removal of motor vehicle 
tires for charge. 


License Required. No person shall engage in, keep, 
conduct, carry on, operate or maintain a tire re- 
pair shop in the City of Newark without first obtain- 
ing a license therefore as provided in this chapter. 


Application for License. No license shall be issued 
until an application is made to the division of 
licenses which shall cause an investigation to be 
made whether the applicant has complied with this 
chapter and all other reguirements of these ordi- 
nances and the New Jersey State Statutes. Each 
application must be sworn to and include the follow- - 
ing information: 


1. A description of the facilities and services 
to be available on the premises of the pro- 
posed establishment and the business address at 
which the applicant proposes to conduct the 
business. 


2. Name and home address of the individual 
applicant; if a firm, the names and home 
addresses of the members of the firm, if a- 
corporation, the names and home addresses 
of the president, secretary, all other 
officers of the corporation and the regis- 
tered agent of the corporation and any 
Other person or entity which has a finan- 
cial or beneficial interest in the. business 
of the applicant. 


3. If the manager in charge is to be someone 
other than a person named above, then his 
` name and address. 


4. The history of the applicant in tire repair 
business, including but not limited to, 
whether or not such person, in previously 
operating in this or another city or state 
under license, has had such permit revoked 
or suspended and the reason therefor, and the 
business activity or occupation subsequent to 
such action or suspension or revocation. 


5. Whether or not any person listed in the 
application has, within ten (10) years of 
the date of the application, ever been con- 
victed of a crime, misdemeanor, or disorderly 
persons offense, the number of convictions 
and the date, place and nature of the offense 
fox which convicted. 


(d) Disqualification of applicant. 


1. No person shall be issued, held or transferred 
to any person, firm or corporation where the 
applicant, any partner, any officer, any per- 
son in management or any entity having a 
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financial or beneficial interest in the 
business of the applicant shall have been 
convicted of any crime that relates adverse- 
ly to the operation of a tire repair shop. 
Any determination made by the director 

under this section shall be made in accord- 
ance with N.J.S.A. 2A:168A-2. 


Issuance of Licenses. Upon approval of the 
application the director shall issue the 
license. n 


License fee, term of license, renewal of license. 


1. All licenses issued under this chapter 
Shall be for a term of one year com- 
mencing May 1 and expiring the following 
April 30. 


2. The annual fee for the license. Issued 
under this chapter shall be $50.00 pay-. 
able when the application is filed. When 
an application is received and the opera- 
tion or maintainance of the tire repair 
shop is commenced after May l, the annual 
fee shall be pro-rated for the unexpired 
portion of the 12 month period at the 
rate of 1/12 of the annual fee for each 
month or part thereof of the unexpired 
portion of the 12 month period. In the . 
event the license is not granted the appli- 
cation fee, less the sum of $15.00, shail o 
be returned to the applicant. T 


3. Application for renewal of a license shall 
be made on a form provided by the director 
at least one month prior to the expiration 
of the current license. 


Transfers. No license issued under this chapter 
shall be transferable from one person to another 
or from place to place. 


Investigation of licensee's conduct. The director 
may upon his own initiative or upon the filing of 

a written verified complaint of any person, investi- 
gate the action of any licensee. 


Suspension and revocation of license; hearing. Upon 
notice to the licensee by the director a hearing 


Shall be conducted by the director to determine 
whether any license issued under this chapter may 
be suspended or revoked for any violation of the 
following: : 


1. Licensee fails to comply with the fire 
prevention ordinance of the city after 
reasonable notice shall have been given 
to the licensee to eliminate or correct 
any condition in violation of such ordi- 
nances on the licensed premises; 
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2. Licensee fails to comply with any pro- 
vision of the health ordinances of the 
City of Newark or the State of New 
Jersey after reasonable notice shall 
have been given to thelicensee to elimi- 
nate or correct any condition in vio- 
lation of such ordinances on the licensed 
premises; 


3. Licensee fails to comply with any pro- 
vision of the city electrical code, the 
city mechanical code or the city plumb- 
ing code after reasonable notice shall 
have been given to thelicensee to elimi- 
nate or correct any condition in viola- 
tion of such ordinances on the licensed 
premises; 


4. Licensee fails to comply with any pro- 
vision of this chapter or other provision 
of City ordinance or State Statute, after 
reasonable notice shall have given to the 
licensee to eliminate or correct any con- 
dition in violation of such chapter on 
the licensed premises; 


5. Licensee furnishes incorrect or incom- 

` plete information on its application. for 
license or application for renewal of 
license. 


(j) Conduct of holders of licenses. The holder of any 
license under this chapter shall at all times abide 
by the statutes, ordinances, codes, rules and regu- 
lations of both the Federal, State and City govern- 
ment and their agencies, and especially in connec- 
tion with the operation of a tire repair shop and 
conduct therein. 


l. The holder of. any license under this chapter 
shall at all times allow the City's duly 
authorized representatives to inspect the 

` premises in order that they may perform their 
respective duties to inspect, ascertain, and 
detect violations of this chapter or of any 
other violation of this chapter or of any 
other ordinance or regulation of the City. 


(k) Penalty. Any person who violates any provisions 
of this chapter shall upon conviction thereof, be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $500.00 or impri- 

. sonment not exceeding 90 days or both. 


Section 2. Severability. If any of the articles, 
sections, paragraphs, sentences, clauses, or phrases of this 
chapter shall be declared unconstitutional or invalid by the 
valid judgment a decree of a court of competent jurisdiction, 
such unconstitutionality or invalidity shall not affect the 
validity of the chapter in its entirety or any of the remain- 
ing articles, sections, paragraphs, sentences, clauses and 
phrases. 
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Section 3. Ail ordinances and parts of ordinances 
inconsistent or inconflict with the provisions of the within 
Ordinance are hereby repealed.

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HEARINGS OF CITIZENS. 

MR. HASSAN A. MUHAMMAD, 1891 MC CARTER HIGHWAY, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed 
the Municipal Council with respect to the type of movies being shown in the Newark 
community. The speaker questioned how the Council allows these types of movies be 
shown dealing with violence, sex, etc. 

Councilman Grant stated for the record the City of Newark does not own nor 
does it lease or have any interest in the movie houses in the City of Newark. Ail 


of these businesses are privately owned, therefore, are not subject, except to rules 


and regulations of ordinances established by the City. The kind of movies they bring 


in, if in fact it is immoral, illegal, there is a squad under the Newark Police 


Department that deals with that. His suggestion is if in fact the speaker knows of 
illicit movies being shown in the City of Newark, he should report that matter to the 
Police Director, hopefully he will then take action. 

Councilman Martinez said he respected the speaker for appearing before the 
Council and expressing his opinion. He poínted out the Supreme Court of the United 
States of America said that certain movies can be shown in any theater, it ís not the 
responsibility of the City Council of the City of Newark. The book store the speaker 
referred to, this Council met with the Police Director, sent under-cover agents 
and bought a book and took the owner to court and the owner was closed down for 24 
hours. The courts of the City of Newark by process of appeal up to the State of 
Jersey Courts said that book store has constitutional rights and he could sell what 
he wanted to sell. This Council does not allow or give out licenses for bars to open. 
There is an A.B.C. Board that allows bars to open and if they are not in any violation 
of rules and regulations, they continue and every year apply. If the speaker has a 
particular movie he objects to, he would suggest he write a letter or see the Police 
Director and tell him that in his opinion that movie is x-rated. The signs that are 
posted in the movies bearing the seal of the City of Newark, are fire-exit signs and 


tell the people how to get out of the movies in case of a fire. 


MR. ABDUL WALI,1891 MC CARTER HIGHWAY, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, requested the 


Council to sign a paper indicating that they would attend a meeting they plan to hold. 


President Harris stated that at the conclusion of the meeting the speaker 
can see and talk to individual members of the Council as people who. reside in the 
City. With respect to signing something it will not be done during the course of the 


meeting. 
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MR. THOMAS HARPER, 257 NORTH GROVE STREET, EAST ORANGE, NEW JERSEY 


addressed the Municipal Council with respect to the demolition contracts for the City 
of Newark. He alleged he was being discriminated against when demolition contracts 
were awarded by the City. 

President Harris requested the remarks made by Mr. Harper be extracted from 
the record and see to it that the Business Administrator and the Mayor, who have 
the responsibility and all of the power that exists under the Charter for delivering 
services and included among the services that they deliver to the residents of this 
City is the area with which the speaker has concerns, namely the letting of contracts 
to private vendors. 

Councilman Carrino asked the speaker if he made any bid on any demolition 
contracts, 

Mr. Harper replied he was going to bid on ‘a:: project but didn't know it was 
going to be hard for him to get bonded and all of that. He decided to go with another 
white contractor, as a minority contractor. He was satisfied with getting a piece of 
the work, he doesn't want it 211, he just wants to make a living. The contractor did 
not bid on the job, so therefore that left him just like he has been for the last 9, 
11 years that he has been in business. That left him out. If they do not want, in 
excavation and demolition, want to deal with the minority contractor who has the 
equipment and established business, then he would say let the City do all the work 
because everybody's crying the City is taking the work away from them. 

Councilman Carrino said in other words he didn't put in any bid for the 
demoltion of any of the buildings under this contract. 

Councilman Carrino said from what he understands, the City hasn't put all 
contracts out yet and there are going to be more bids coming up for demolition. He 
would suggest that Mr, Harper at least put in bids so that if he runs into some 
kind of other problems, there is something that gives them the opportunity to address 
if they turn him down. But the fact that he did not put in any bid really does not 
give them ammunition to fight with because there is nothing for them to say. 

Mr. Harper replied he ís registered with everything they wanted him to 
register with and they are stíll doing the same thing. 

Councilman Carrino said he is talking about a regular bid process where they 
would have to take, in this situation, it's almost two million dollars, they are taking 


several different companies with bids to do massive demolition in the City of Newark. 
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What he would advise Mr. Harper to do is contact the Business Administrator's office 
and find out when that next set of bids are going out and bid on them. Then if some- 
body gives him a hassle or if he is the lowest bidder, then it gives them something 
that they can work with. But as far as the private institutions are concerned, that 
is something that the Affirmative Action Office has to deal with and maybe they are 
not doing their job. 

Councilman Tucker said as a matter for Mr. Harper's edification, if he is 
talking about bonding, and his inability to obtain bonding, as long as he is not 


bidding on a contract with would be in excess of $250,000. the Business Administrator, 


‘based on an ordinance which was approved by this Council, can waive bonding. Thus, 


whether he has bonding or whether he has limited bonding, up to that amount, he can 
waive that requirement. They have tried to do everything they can on municipal 
contracts. They do not have the authority to award those particular contracts but 

on the municipal contracts they do reserve the right to award those. They are 

aware of the fact that Mr, Wheeler and everyone in the Affirmative Action may not like 
him, but once you bid and you are the lowest bidder, that 25% does apply. They must 


deal with him in that way. 


A motion to permit Mr. Richard Dowling to be heard on "Hearings of Citizens" 
was made by Councilman Carrino, seconded by Councilwoman Villani and declared 
adopted by President Harris by the following votes: 

Yes:  Councilmen Bottone, Carrino, Grant, James, Johnson, Maritnez, Tucker, 
Villani, President Harris. 

MR. RICHARD DOWLING, 166 ELWOOD AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the 
Municipal Council with respect to conditions existing in the City insofar as the 
safety of the citizens is concerned. He said the people are frustrated to the point 


they cannot understand why the police must live with the fact they must be put into 


a position to kill people and at the same time must not capture a murderer of innocent 


"people because the mob follows the police while the murderer is firing at the police. 


He believes the situation in Newark is a crisis situation and this time it will not 


"be the decision of the black community, the spanish community to present their 


frustrations because quite simply it will be the decision of the white minority and 


as unbelievable as it might seem, quite possibly a good number of the spanish and 


black community who believe it is time the criminal is stopped and those who condone 
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this be removed from wħatever power they have. 

Councilman Carrino said the situation Mr. Dowling is referring to occurred 
last week on Broadway and Grafton Avenues when an 88 year old man was shot to death 
waiting for a red light. It so happened that the police were at another corner and 
saw the incident and took chase after the murderer who started shooting at the police 
and at a certain point during the escapade getting towards Archbishop Walsh Homes 
Project a crowd of people actually interfered with the policemen and stopped them 
fron chasing the murderer because they didn't want the policemen to apprehend the 
murderer. The policemen actually stopped the chase before they got into a problem 
with the crowd, then went back to their car with the murderer running down Grafton 
Avenue. Fortunately the murderer was apprehended the next day. He thinks what 
Mr. Dowling is trying to express is that the police are actually being stopped by the 
citizens of Newark from doing their job and apprehending a murderer and unfortunately 
he doesn't know what the answer is. Unfortunately some people would rather see a 
murderer get away with a crime than have the police perform their function. He thinks 
what Mr. Dowling is -eferring to, and he sees that as a possibility of happening, that 
maybe that night a policeman might have to shoot a person who was trying to stop 
the policeman from apprehending a murderer, and the whole situation would have been 
turned against the Police Department because they shot an innocent man, He doesn't 
know what they as 9 elected officials and the Mayor of the City of Newark can do 
but certainly something is going to be done to enlighten people as to the fact, are 
you good guys or are you bad guys, do you allow a murderer to escape at the expense 
of a policeman doing his job and then the next day curse the policeman because he 
does not want to respond to a scene to service the people. Until we start getting 
these priorities in order he doesn't know where they are going. He actually saw 30 
or 40 people stop the policemen physically from chasing a murderer and fortunately 
enough the policemen were intelligent enough to get back into their cars and apprehend 
the man later. Perhaps two other policemen might have started a provocation down there 
and somebody innocent could have been killed and nobody would have brought out the 
fact they were chasing a murderer. He thinks that is what Mr. Dowling is referring 
to and the fact that several hundred people have witnessed the incident, including 
people who were on the bus going to Belleville and other towns, saw a situation where 


Newark citizens were stopping the Police Department from doing their job and certainly 
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doesn't bodé well for the City of Newark, especially since the one man who was killed 
and the other man was beaten into a critical condition. All they were doing was o 
going to visit and this whole incident occurred. l 

Councilman Carrino said he dosen't know what to tell the speaker but he 
knows that something is going to have to be done and something changed as far as 
people's mentality is concerned before everybody is living in lawlessness. 

Councilman James said he concurred with what Councilman Carrino said with 
respect to the incident be brought to their attention which is a very sad one and 
a tragic one and certainly no Member of this Council would support. He said they 
cannot take one incident and then charge allegations, black and white community 
because unfortunately there is a history that many times individuals in the youth of 
minority background have unfortunately been shot, when the sítuation in hand did not 
warrant them to be shot. He can bring to their attention the situation in Orange 
where a man ran a red light and eight police officers surrounded him and they shot 
him and he would dare say he would be one of them who would like to believe if a tire 
is flat and there are 8 policemen surrounding that car, that without even going towards 
the car to endanger their life they ought to be able to capture that individual 
without shooting him. He would also. bring attention that in New York where an o 
individual was allegedly shot in the back of his head, two men running from snatching 
a purse and he would dare say shooting of a person in the back of the head for a theft 
is not in his opinion a way to apprehend someone. Shoot him in the leg, or many other 
places. 

Councilman James said there has been unfortunately a case of police brutality 
in the slaying of individuals fleeing from the police for unknown crimes, be it murder, 
snatching a purse, or pushing someone and until the public believes this situation is 
not going to re-occur he would dare say, a community that Councilman Carrino described, 


"hen they see a police officer chasing an individual for unknown reasons they are not 
going to be sympathetic to the police. He is not going to sit here and let the record 
not reflect the fact that they have in some other situations when circumstances which 
so warrant the police are not acting in a fair, objective, and purely unbiased manner, , 
The root solution is not that incident, not that individual situation but for all of 
them to investigate police actions in apprehending individuals. < 

Councilman Tucker said they had an opportunity to discuss this matter in 
a pre-meeting conference in which they talked about ways and means of having the 


police develop relationships with the general community-at-large. He thinks what was o 


resolved by that discussion in his mind was nothing. Either they want to do something 
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and he is firmly of the opinion they can. But the difference they are dealing with 
here is that they have to really and truthfully have a desire to do it. He is not 
saying they have all the answers but he does think we should be sincere with ourselves 
and say we are either willing to do it or not, because anything else will not make a 
difference. 

Councilman James stated for the record that no person other than a minority 
has ever been shot for a traffic violation, no person other than a minority has been 
shot while fleeing from the police and killed in a situation which warrants a manner 
not involving a loss of life. That is in the Civil Rights Report. 

Councilman Carrino said that he had to respond. If someone is saying to him 
that they condone the action of a mob because of situations that occur whether the 
police are right or wrong, then he thinks they, as responsible officials, are being re- 
miss in their duties. He is not giving any policeman right or wrong in what they do 
but if someone is telling him that a mob of people from a community, because of what 
happened in the past, has the right to stop a policeman from performing his function 
then he thinks we are in bad shape, not only in the City but in the country. Whether a 
policeman is right or wrong in any given incident, he is the thin line that keeps - 
things from going the wrong way in any given City Or any given situation. In this 
case, there were no black people involved at all, as the victim, as the perpetrator or 
as people involved in the group, so we are eliminating a black situation. What he is 
saying is if any elected official says he can see why a mob would stop a políceman from 
performing his function then none of us are doing what we are supposed to be doing as 
responsible people of this City and he dosen't condone anybody, if that is the case, 
at any given time a policeman takes any kínd of action, if people come out of their 
house and tell him he is not supposed to do that, we can get to a point where giving a 
ticket will be a major problem in the City. He hoped Councilman James didn't mean it 
the way it came out because he is sure it doesn't sound right that he is condoning a 
group of people performing an action by stopping a policeman from doing his duty. 

Counciiman James said he wants to make it very clear for the record, as an 
elected official, he can understand the frustration that made people riot in Newark, 
Baltimore, Detroit, Washington and wants to make it clear, as an elected official he 
can understand the blacks in Míami, throwing rocks at secret servicemen carrying a 
38 magnum, and throwing them at the NAACP leaders, He can understand that frustration 


and wants to make it very clear he can understand the frustrations of individuals in a 
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community who might stop a police officer from arresting someone within the 
community from a history of the cry of police brutality. He wants to make it very 


clear, he can understand that.

Councilman Martinez said he thinks the Council Members should have an 


explanation of this ordinance. He was approached by the Superintendent of Schools, 
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Mr. Kittrels and by Mr. Ken Albert who indicated they would like to have part of 
East Side High School completed for the September year. They stated they needed o 
$4,500,000. to make the completion. They said that they had money in the background, 
however, they needed the money as quickly as possible. This would be accepted and 
then replaced within the Board of Education transfer. Since the ordinance is only 
being moved to first and we are not going to make final approval, he thinks there is 
also another part of the ordinance whích states the Board of School Estimate Members 
have received a copy and asked whether this was true, 

Councilman Tucker said his concern, since it is being moved to first, he 
has no problem with it, but he does believe this Council should get a detailed report 
indicating the expenditures that have already been made on East Side High School 
and also a breakdown what this $4.5 million represents. He assumes it is for the 
completion and the back-up material indicates for the completion. He understood 
that Councilman Martinez spoke to Mr. Kittrels, but this bond authorization means that 
they can borrow immediately and it does authorize them to obligate the City in dealing 
with our bonding capacity. He has no problem with voting on this ordinance going to 
first but he reiterated the Council should be in receipt of further documentation 
as to what this $4.5 million: represents prior to adopting this ordinance on final o 
passage. 

Councilman Martinez said he agreed wholeheartedly with Councilman Tucker's 
explanation. He thinks what they are asking tonight is move the ordinance to 
first reading and request the Board, Mr. Kittrels and Mr, Albert, and whoever he 
feels should be invited to appear with a detailed report at the next pre-meeting 
conference. 

Councilman James said he has heard on many occasions the Council President 
talk about a committee structure and he knows they have a committee structure to 
investigate, chaired by the Honorable Ralph T, Grant, Jr.. We have a committee of 
the Tax Abatements, headed by the Honorable Benjamin F. Johnson, III and other 
committees. We have a Taxi Committee, headed by the Honorable Councilman Tucker. 

We have a Board of School Estimate Committee and he does not think they should allow 
the Superintendent of Schools to pick on one Council Member because it happens to be 
in his ward and bring the matter of $4.5 million before them without going through 
the committee structure. It is an insult. We are either going to function with the 
committee structure and honor those committees or play games when it benefits an 


individual Councilman. Mr. Kittrels should not deal unilaterally with Councilman o 
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Martinez regarding the school matter. They have two elected Members of this Body 
who serve on the Board of School Estimate. It has been stated and documented that it 
appeared before the Committee. That is not true. He has not received any information. 
To his knowledge Councilman Grant has not received any information. 

City Clerk D'Ascensio read the covering memo attached to said communication. 

Councilman Bottone said that $4.5 million is a lot of money especially when 
no one on this Council knows exactly what is going on. This is the same Body that 
only a few months ago sent a portfolio to the Prosecutor wanting to know what is going 
on with the moneys that were overwritten with respect to East Side High School. A 

' $6 million project with this $4.5 million bringsit up to $21 million and it is only a 
rehabilitation. He can't vote on this item in good conscience for $4,5 million without 
knowing where it is going. 

'Councilman Grant said looking at this and the first paragraph indicates 
"whereas the Board of Education of the City of Newark has determined by Resolution 
that it is necessary to raise the sum of $4.5 million for the re-construction of 
East Side High School: and hae delivered a statement to that effect to:each Member 
of the Board of School Estimate," The only thing he can think of, at the last Board 
of School Estimate meetíng, which really was not a meeting, because they didn't 
present anything in the form of a budget and as of today he and Councilman James, 
who serve on that committee, have not received anything from the Board of Education 
and it is an erroneous statement, 

Councilman James said that they should be mindful, as Councilman Bottone 
has stated, if we pass this tonight it will mean we have spent in excess of $21 
million for an addition to East Side High School which is not completed. One of 
the finest high schools in the State of New Jersey happens to be Elizabeth High 
School, the largest gymnasium, the largest swimming pool, one of the most beautiful 
constructed buildings in the State, they have, and that school cost less than $10 
million. We are talking about an addition which is already up to $21 million. What 
are we talking about, giving them more money. We have to stop until we know where we 

, are going and he knows it is tough on Councilman Martinez being a Councilman in the 
East Ward to fight for whatever they want and it was his leadership that initially 
opened its door but at $21 million you have to stop and say "what is going on". 

Councilman Martinez said before we start throwing figures around, what the 
request is and the Council can either vote in the affirmative or in the negative. Put 


it on for first reading, the request is for $4,5 million to complete the school. If 
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we are going to turn around and say we are not going to complete the school and let 
it stay the way it is, shame on us too, regardless of the cost at this time. He 
can understand the concerns of everyone else. He doesn't think it is going to be 
approved on final tonight. It is only going to first reading and he does agree with 
them that the respect should have been given to the Board of School Estimate members 
first. They asked him to sponsor it and he is sponsoring it.

Therefore, as one who believes that everyone is entitled and has the 
responsibility to pay taxes, knowing that some of the citizens have had a hardship 

to pay taxes and he certainly knows of Mr. Villiams, who lost his property on Shephard 
Avenue, subsequently set himself on fire because he owed the City $3,000. in taxes. 
Based on this and his belief that we do have to pay taxes and based on the ruling 

of the Law Department, although there are sufficient votes, as indicated earlier, 

he will be voting in the negative. Upon receipt of additional data which the 

City Clerk has requested with respect to the statement of the closing, he will make 
further comment at that time. 

Councilman Bottone said he would like to justify his vote and that is 
he hopes this doesn't open a "pandora's box". In any type of foreclosure similar to 
thís, the State and Federal liens are taken care of first and whatever is left, if 
anything, a certain percentage goes to the creditors. This is a case where the City 
of Newark is going to be the sole loser and he can't understand that. This is the 
reason he is voting in the negative. 

Councilman James said he wants it noted for the record the key interest to 
him is that we have a building that was donated and believes the document in front 
of him suggests it will be sold for a profit, $160,000. In instances of this 
nature where property was donated, being sold at a significant profit, he does believe 
the City should be relieved of any debts due and the City should remain harmless ín 
such a transaction. At thís time there is no legal document before us to guarantee 
the City will not lose any tax dollars in this measure. We have Sears and Roebuck, 
which was sold, donated and then sales on that property in which the Council was not 
involved. Here is one that was donated and now being sold for $160,000. and the 
Council is waiving taxes in the amount of $75,000. which will be corrected later. 
Therefore, he believes all questions should be answered before Council takes ‘action.

MR. AL EVENOFF, 1331 CENTRAL AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, SECRETARY-TREASURER, 


DISTRICT 1199J, NATIONAL UNION OF HOSPITAL AND HEALTH CARE EMPLOYEES, AFL-CIO, address- 


ed the Municipal Council pointing out that 250 employees are out on strike at United 
Hospitals. They we appealing to the Council to intervene on their behalf, not 
necessarily to support their demands but to call upon the hospital administration 

to sit down and bargain. He requested the Council to cal; upon Dr. Cowan, 
Administrator and Director of the hospital to involve himself with the help of the 


federal mediator and possibly a committee of this Council to sit down and negotiate 
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until they are able to reach a solution. 

Councilman Martinez said he realizes it is not the position of the Council 
to get involved with union management labor problems. However, he believes this crisis 
is affecting many City residents, patients as well as employees. He has prepared 
a motion and will bring it up under Motions, requesting the Administration and the 
Union of United Hospitals to bargaín in good faith and end the current crisis 
situation affecting the many City residents and the employees. 

President Harris indicated to Mr. Evenoff and others from Local 1199J that 
they have 1,C00% support of the Municipal Council who want to see that justice is 
done insofar as the quality of service for the residents that use that hospital facility 
and at the same time permit employees to have a fair wage so that they too can 


Provide an adequate home for their families.

MR. RONALD WASHINGTON, 601 DOREMUS AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, representing 
65 workers who have been fired by Ideal Toy Company,20 of whom were present in the 
audience. He appealed to the Council to help them in their fight for justice. He 
noted that they had a prior meeting with Councilman Martinez and Councilman Tucker 
wherein certain promises were made to help them and they were not kept. He stated the 
majority of employees make the minimum wage and were laid off because work i: seasonal 
anywhere from 2 to 5 months. A number of workers, upon returning to work drew an 
extra unemployment check in order to make ends meet, This is a common practice which 
has been going on for quite a while and which management in Ideal Toy Company has 
known about. Whenever it happened they had to pay the money back to the Unemployment 
Board. This past April Ideal Toy Company threatened to fire 140 employees for what 
they called "double dipping". 

The speaker detailed at length this situation. He requested the Council to 


possibly establish a committee of the Council to set up a meeting with the representa- 
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tives of Ideal Toy Company and their delegation and community representatives who are 
giving them a tremendous amount of help to get their jobs back. All of them have 
families and do not want to go on welfare. 
Councilman Martinez asked the speaker what his address was and the speaker 
replied 176 Belmont Avenue, Jersey City. 
Councilman Martinez gave the Couricil the complete background relating to this 
problem, pointing out the employees received unemployment checks during their employ- 
ment, Several weeks ago, Mr. Washington and a group of people came to City Hall re- 
questing to speak to him. He took the time together with Councilman Tucker and talked 
and listened to their problem and indicated he would try to get hold of the President 
of Ideal Toy Company to arrange a meeting with them for that evening. He went to 
Trenton that evening and when he came back called Ideal Toy Company and they did not 
want to meet with them. He received a message from Mr. Washington indicating they 
would like to see him and he waited for them all day Monday and they did not appear. 
Once again he spoke to Ideal Toy Company, they. did not want to meet with him. How- 
ever, there was an Investigater from the State Unemployment Commission Fund from 
Trenton in his office on Monday indicating that he was looking for 5 employees who 
were currently on strike, for the penalty of the Federal Government called fraud. 
Several people from Ideal Toy Company had been double dipping into tbe unemployment 
compensation fund for a period of two yeaxm for more than $4,000. or $5,000. per year. 
He indicated this money was costing Ideal Toy Company x amount of dollars extra 
because employees were working. and also collecting unemployment compensation. He 

had the list of the names of those people and wanted to meet with them. Another 
converation with the President of Ideal Toy Company of New York, said that he stated 
they have a union and their union took the company to court and he has the court 
action before him. Their union lost to the courts to the arbitrator, Again they went 
to binding arbitration and the award of the binding arbitration went to the company 
indicating the company had no choice but to do what they did. He appealed to him in 
behalf of the people that he represents in the East Ward. There were residents of the 
East Ward whose names he had given him that he personally represents and indicated 
once again if they paid back whatever moneys they had taken from the unemployment 
compensation they would sit down and talk with them but they would not talk to anyone 
until they paid back the money that was due to the State Government. The State 


Investigator indicated that anyone that has taken the money known as "double dipping” 
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has committed fraud to the State of New Jersey, fraud to the taxpayers, and the 
company, He was looking for those employees to prosecute them in the criminal courts. 

Councilman Martinez said he would be glad again, if the speaker so desires, 
to put it in, writing to the President of Ideal Toy Company to once again sit down 
with him, for the fourth time, and he feels his answer will be the same. Until those 
moneys are paid back to the Unemployment Compensation Bureau he doesn't think he is 
going to hire anyone. 

, President Harris explained for the record the procedure they operate this 

City Government under. The rules are that if a person, and one does not have to 
be a citizen of this City, nor of this State or country, if a person desires to be 
heard by this body, they apply to the City Clerk's Office within a certain amount of 
days. He lists their names, If in any event a person wanted to be heard and failed to 
do that, then it is incumbent upon the individual to have a Member of the City Council, 
at the public meeting, move a motion permitting the individual to be neard. The 
motion must be voted on, which was done in the case of Mr. Washington and Mr. 
Washington was granted the privilege of being heard. 

President Harris said there is obviously a problem, a problem that under 
no circumstances can be resolved at this public meeting. This problem has been 
brought before two members of this Body and to date there is no solution, He said 
the Council cannot give them false hope for some solution today because it cannot be 
resolved today. If the Members of the Council, Councilmen Martinez and Tucker, along 
with representatives from the Human Rights Commission, who have the responsibility 
under the City charter looking into sítuations like this, were to meet and convene 
at a date set up by these representatives along with Mr. Washington and others 
from the Local to try to reach some sort of resolution to this problem, he thinks 


we can go much further and be more beneficial to them. 


Councilman Tucker said that after « meeting he had with Mr. Washington he 
contacted Mr. Helper, President of Ideal Toy Company a-d would like to reiterate 
the points raised by Councilman Martinez. They are of the opinion based on the 
arbitrators ruling that in effect they do not have to sit down and negotiate. They 
are also of the opinion because the union, and he tried to contact them,is not really 
championing that position. The only way they are going to resolve this situation, the 
State is concerned only that they pay back the unemployment insurance. If there is 


a negotiated agreement with the employees that resolves the issue, making an attempt 
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to pay back those funds. The other factor which is much more real, Ideal Toy 

Company has already taken back some of the people who negotiated and worked out 

that agreement with the State. That is not really the issue. He has had an opportu- 
nity to review this matter directly with the company and the speaker. His only con- 
cern, and the Council can only do one thing, and that is to urge Ideal Toy Company 

to waive that period, because what they are doing is based on the arbitrators ruling 
they have the right to maintain the position they are dealing with. The only point 
of contention, if the people reported back to work on Thursday, then they would 
immediately have accepted them and notified everybody accordingly. The only thing 
they can do is urge Ideal Toy Company to meet with them. We cannot make them meet with 
them to negotiate the pay back situation to assure they agree to that and the other 
factor is to try to at least utilize the urging of the Council to resolve the issue. 
He doesn't want to give people any false hope because they cannot make Ideal Toy 
Company meet with them, cannot make them negotiate the situation, especially since' 
the union says they have gone as far as they can go. 

Councilman Tucker said what they will try to do is send a communication 
to Mr. Helper and urge they negotiate. 

Councilman James said maybe there is some information which the speaker 
feels the Councilmen do not have in listening to a response from both Councilman 
Martinez and Councilman Tucker, therefore, we cannot represent them if their 
information is incorrect. He is hopeful that Councilman Tucker and Councilman 
Martinez will set up a meeting with the group in concert with the Human Rights 


Commission and will be able to clarify the issues which seemingly are distorted. 


Councilman Tucker said there is no problem of clarification. The only thing 
the Council can do is urge Ideal Toy Company to sit and negotiate with them. The 
reason he is saying that is he thinks currently they filed a discrimination complaint 
with the National Labor Relations Board. he thinks meeting with the Human Rights 
Commíssion, ali they can do is expedite that application. He doesn't believe there is 


anything more that they can do.

This is an appeal from a decision of the Board of Adjustment on January 8, 
1980, granding a "d" variance to Forest City Dillon, Inc., pursuant to N.J.S.A. 
40:55D-70d, so as to permit in Third Residence and Second Business Districts 
construction of an 8-story senior citizen apartment building; at 1047-1061 South 
Orange Avenue; excceding the height limit and with insufficient on site parking. 


The City Clerk was served with a Notice of Appeal in the above matter along 
with a copy of an Order signed by Judge Feinberg dated July 23, 1980, in which it 
was ordered that an appeal of the plaintiff be set down for hearing by the City 
Council of the City of Newark not later than August 19, 1980. 


On July 25, 1980, the City Clerk notified the applicant, its attorney, the 
appellant's attorney and objectors who testified at the hearing that an appeal in 
this matter will be heard by the Municipal Council at their regular meeting August 
13, 1980 at 1:00 P. M., in the Council Chamber, second floor, City Hall, Newark. 


Each Member of the Municipal Council received a copy of the transcript of the 
hearing before the Board of Adjustment held January 8, 1980, and a copy of the Board 
of Adjustment's resolution approving the variance, Building plans were made available 
for inspection. 


President Harris stated we will now hear oral argument on the appeal from the 
decision of the Board of Adjustment granting a variance to Forest City Dillon, Inc., 
Applicant, (Newark Redevelopment and Housing Authority, Owner) for a variance so as 
to permit in Third Residence and Second Business Districts construction of an 8-story 
senior citizen apartment building at 1047-1061 South Orange Avenue exceedinc. the 
height limit with insufficient on-site parking. We may hear argument only from the 
parties to the appeal or from their attorneys. No testimony will be heard by the 
Municipal Council, only argument based on the record made before the Board of 
Adjustment.

Mr. Thomas B. Kelly, representing the Poe Avenue Block Association and various 
groups within the South Orange Poe Avenue area noted a hearing was held last January 
by the local Board of Adjustment. A variance was granted by a vote of 5 to 2, 
Unfortunately it was misnomered as "C" variance rather that a "D" variance and we had 
to go to Court to get an order so that an appeal could come to the City Council as a 
matter of law. To give you a brief backgound on the project and on the eight acre 
site, a year ago last July a variance application was held, a hearing was neld for two 
and a half acres to the west which is the same site for an eight story nursing home. 
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The Board of Adjustment then turned that application down. On January 8th, a new 
corporation came in and applied for a variance to build two eight story Senior Citizens 
Housing. The neighbors and the peopTe he represents are 100% behind Senior Citizens 
Housing. They have no argument with the use of the property. What they object to is 
the height of the buildings. The objectors own 1, 2 and 3 family homes that abut 

the property on Poe Avenue and other streets in the neighborhood. They feel that high 
rise buildings of eight stories would reduce the value of their properties, would 
cause their properties to be devaluated. They feel they have a good solid neighbor- 
hood. They would like to see Senior Citizens in there with a five story limitation 

in height. On 8 acres you can certainly find enough room to construct 362 units of 
senior citizens housing up to the lega] zoning limit, Under the law the applicant 
before the Board of Adjustment must prove special reasons and must prove that the pro- 
posed use would not impair the intent of the zoning ordinance, This was the argument 
that was used against the 8-story nursing home. He submitted that the intent of the 
zoning plan is certainly violated when you construct 2-8 story structures in a zone 
that is limited at best to 5 stories, That area is R-3. It is zoned for 3 family 
houses or apartment and nothing over 5 stories and we believe the zoning plan would 
be impaired by constructing a high-rise in this area. It is irrational that the Board 
of Adjustment a year ago last July turned down one building for 8 stories but in 
January turned around and approved two 8-story structures. He respectfully requested 
the Council reverse the action of the Board of Adjustment and further that the 
applicants be ordered to construct their plans to fit within the 5-story zone of the 
City of Newark. 


President Harris asked if there was any person present who appeared before the 
Board of Adjustment who wishes to enter into record statements made before the Board. 
Under no circumstates will this Body entertain new evidence. What we are interested 
in are statements made before the Board. 


Mr. Walter Gillens, President of the Poe Avenue Block Association, 17 Poe Avenue 
stated that he did not have any new evidence. He just had some comments to make from 
the Block Association about some of the reasons why we were against the buildings. 

We have a block association that is composed of a group of hard working citizens that 
are tenacious, law abiding and religious. Hard-working because it took hard work to 
accumulate the capital to purchase one of these beautiful homes in the Vailsburg area. 
They are tenacious because it takes a certain kind of substenance to be able to exist 
here in the City of Newark with the high crime, taxes, and the lack of a whole lot of 
city services. Law abiding and peace loving because you have not heard about any 
riots or marches up here in Vailsburg although there has been many frustrating reasons 
with this project that could have provided a march. Religious because that is what 
it takes to be al] of the above, A certain kind of faith that you can, if you are 
right, if you believe strong enough you will overcome any obstacle with God's help. 

We are here to appeal a decision of the Board of Adjustment because we consider it 
arbitrary, confused and a little bit mixed-up. We feel it is arbitrary because in 
July 1979, the Board of Adjustment declined a variance for an 8-story building. They 
said it was not in the best interest of the community. Then 6-months later, on 
January 8, 1980, the same Board of Adjustment granted a variance to Forest Hill Dillon 
Company. This confused us a little. We lost by one vote. We feel it was mixed-up 
because somehow this board listed the building a "C" variance rather than the correct 
"D" variance which meant that the Poe Avenue Block Association had no alternative 

but to appeal to the Courts rather than the right to appeal to our Council, placing 
an additional financial burden upon our group. We are asking you to reverse that 
decision. Block Associations were created in order that people would have an input 
as to what happens in their neighborhood. The City of Newark has seen the rise and 
the fall of a horrendous number of high-rise buildings. No one should know better 
than us what the lack of community involvement in the -eighborhood does. In our area 
neighbors who walk the streets in the Block Watchers program, neighbors who sweep the 


Streets and watch out for speeding cars, neighbors are aware and look out for dope 
pushers, thieves and other degenerates that constantly plague our homes and community. 
People compose neighborhoods. Neighborhoods compose communities. Communities form 
cities, our community, your community. The City of Newark is composed of vast areas 
of barren lands intermingled with tall brick highrises that no one wants to live in. 
These are no neighborhoods. These are jungles. We only have a few neighborhoods 
left. Vailsburg happens to be one. We ask you to help us maintain the esthetic 
value of our community. 
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Sadie Wade, 71 Poe Avenue, stated: the building of the two high-rises on South 
Orange Avenue would affect our heating, our energy situation, We all know that we 
depend on sunlight for warmth and heat and if that is shut off from us then we get 
nothing but cold which in turn causes our thermostats to go up, which will in turn 
cause us to increase our oil and gas consumption, which will in turn increase our oil 
buying, this will in turn create an additional financial stress on the homeowner. She 
does not think the Forest City Building Company is interested or concerned how or what 
the financial stress that we will be placedin, so the homeowners on Poe Avenue decided 
that we would appeal ta you, beseech you to please reverse the previous decision of 
the Board of Adjustment on January 8. 


Henry Jackson, 28 Poe Avenue, stated that he was one of the homeowners on the 
block of Poe Avenue. He was a full time real estate salesman for 11 years and he 
has sold houses all over the city and in East Orange. He had difficulty in selling 
houses where there are tall buildings, whether they are public housing, senior citizens 
or whatever. They say they do not want to buy homes where there are tall buildings. 
. There is a problem with the tall buildings going up. People who purchased their homes 
on Poe Avenue within the last four or five years paid very high prices for them and 
the FHA and private banks went through the area and they put very high value on those 
houses. A couple of appraisers said that if there were tall buildings in the area 
the value would probable have been lower. It has an effect on the value of the 
property. The building is to go in the rear of his house and it is very close and 
when he wakes up in the morning he can see the. sunshine and when they construct this 
building the only thing he will be able to see will be a brick wall, South Orange 
Avenue is very congested now. If they put the building up on the site that they want 
to put it up South Orange Avenue will be even more congested because the cars will 
have to come in from South Orange Avenue and off Sandford into the site. 


Oliver Lofton, representing the firm of Lofton & Lister, Attorneys for the 
Forest City Building Developers on this site. He was gratified to know on behalf of 
Forest City that the position of the Poe Avenue Citizens group is not against Senior > 
Citizen Development. As he understands, the issue is crystalized to the situation of 
5 stories. With respect to the 5 story building, that was granted by the Board of 
Adjustment that there was a full and complete transcript of testimony rendered by 
experts in terms of the question whether or not the sunlight would in fact be impaired 
by the structure or the structures being erected, that would not be the case. Because 
of the set-backs that would be consistent with the plan that was submitted to the 
Board of Adjustment. In addition to that, there was more than adequate testimony 
rendered into the record both by the Director of Housing Authority Judge Buck, with 
respect to the shortage of senior citizens units within the city, and the fact there 
are no senior citizens units in the Vailsburg section of the City. In addition to 
that, this particular parcel of land has been laying fallow for some number of years, 
the land had been purchased by the Housing Authority by way of community development 
funds furnished by the City to the tune of $960,000. from the Catholic Church. He 
felt this would be in the best interest of the City for this development to go forward. 
There was objection rendered, and adequate opportunity given by the Board of 
Adjustment to the Poe Avenue Citizens group and the testimony was rendered from them 
and from the proposed developer for Forest City Dillon. After hearing all of their 
testimony and giving due consideration thereto, the Board of Adjustment, in its wisdom, 
Since it is the designated city agency to make a determination insofar as whether or 
not the variance should be granted or not, did in fact vote 5 to 2 that a variance 
Should be granted. He suggested to the Council he recognized that citizens presenting 
matters before this body present matters that raise emotional issues, emotional issues 
in the sense that persons own their homes and purchase these homes. There is a 
balancing of equity in the sense that always occurs whan things that are not desired 
to be done by people who live within a certain neighborhood as it currently exists 
and when there are things that are determined by the persons in charge of the operation 
of the City determine that this is in the best interest of the City. 

Mr. Lofton continued at length discussing the legal ramifications involved 
in this matter. He further stated the reason the developers had proposed that the 
buildings had to be 8 stories was in order to make this project feasible and that 
is the evidénce that was presented to the Board of Adjustment. 
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Councilman Bottone thanked the people from Poe Avenue for coming down, it shows 
their interest and dedication to our city. Councilman Bottone continued: 


D D 


This matter.was brought before the Board of Adjust- 
ment for two reasons (1) the height of the building, which is 


eight stories, exceeds the five stories permitted in the area 


“and (2) there is insufficient on-site parking. 


The property is located in a neighborhood which one 


objector described as "among the last of what might be called 


_ suburbia left in the City of Newark. It is an outpost of 


lawn fronted homes and streets." (p.66) The residents of the 
area are understandably concerned about preserving the quality 
of life, so much so that they formed a block association to 
perpetuate the character of the area (p.66) and at least 23 
objectors appeared at the hearing (p.20) before the Board of 
Ajustment to protest what they view as a negative impact of 
an 8 story structure on the area's character and property 
values. 

There was testimony from a real estate salesman re- 
garding the negative impact of tall buildings on the property 
values in the area (pp. 64,65), Others talked about feeling 
threatened by the construction of tall buildings (p67), and 
objected to the overcrowded atmosphere which would be created 
(p.72). They do not understand why the building could not 
be built 3 stories high like a senior citizen complex nearby 
in Maplewood (p.67) There was also testimony regarding the 
trend away from tall apartment houses and to low-rise build- 


ings like townhouses (p.70). 


One of the witnesses for the applicant spoke 
about the slope of the property and the fact that the build- 
howeyer, 
ing would not appear to be 8 stories high; she also admitted 
that at the rear of the property the building would appear 


to be only one story less in height, or 7 stories, which 


still exceeds the 5 stories which are permissible (p.49} 
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While there may be a need for additional senior 
citizen housing in the City, it does not necessarily follow 
that a variance should be granted to permit such housing even 
though it may have a negative impact on the character of an 
area. I find that the Board of Adjustment's decision to 
grant a variance for this project is arbitrary and unreason- 
able. The record reflects that the Housing Authority owns | 
additional land abutting the 5.43 acres on which this pro- 
ject is proposed to be built. Both an objector and a Com- 
missioner inquired why the entire parcel of land owned by the 
Authority, 8 acres, could not. be used for the senior citizen 


development,. permitting the developers to construct the same 


number of units spread out in a lower building (p.62,p.80.) but 


that question was never satisfactorily answered. Another 
alternative is to use some of the thousands and thousands 
of parcels of land, which it is a matter of public record 
the City owns as the result of foreclosure proceedings, for 
constructing senior citizen housing. 

Perhaps the best indication of the Board's action 
being arbitrary and unreasonable is the fact that it re- 
cently denied an application for an eight story nursing home 
- which was proposed for the abutting property which, the Hous- 
ing Authority owns (pp.62,73,83). As one Commissioner who 
voted against granted the variance stated, 

"When the convalescent home was 
brought before this Board, we bad 

the same problem with the number of 
stories that were to be constructed. 
They wanted eight. I had suggested 
five, I had suggested spreading the 
buildings out which they didn't 

agree to. And we denied that appli- 
cation. So in all honesty I can't 

see myself voting for approval of this 


application since It is very similar 
to the last application." (p.83) 
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X want to stress that I am not opposed to senior l o 
citizen housing. But I am opposed to building high-rise 
structures which would have a negative impact on a stable, 
pleasant residential area, especially when there are alter- 
natives. ze 
For all of the reasons I stated, I move to reverse 
the decision of the Board of Adjustment granting a variance 
to permit an eight story senior citizen residence at 1047- 


- 1061 South Orange Avenue. 


Councilman Carrino said since the Poe Avenue situation is in the West Ward it 
does not directly affect the citizens of the North Ward. He is very happy to see 
everyone down here today on a situation such as this, but he is a little disappointed 
that the City is falling apart, that we do not have any police protection. The City 
is filthy, schools are falling in, you cannot get anyone on the phone when you call 
City Hall, yet you want to get involved in a small project around your block. He 
pointed out that unless you start getting involved with what is happening in the 
City of Newark right now, it does not make any difference whether those buildings are 
3 stories or 40 stories, 5 years from now your houses will not be worth $5,000, 
anyway. He would like to see some of them and their leaders down here more regularly 
at our Council meetings and start getting involved politically here so that the 
Administration of the City of Newark starts realizing the people in Newark are not 
going to allow the City to die and they better start getting their act together 
before all of us have to move out or we have to take more drastic action. He 
thanked everyone for coming down but suggested they start getting involved, o 


Councilman Bottone said the West Ward has many problems and they are coming 
down here to express them and this Council will show them the doors to open and 
possibly get some help. 


The motion to reverse the decision of the Board of Adjustment granting a 
variance to permit an eight story senior citizen residence at 1047-1061 South Orange 
Avenue made by Councilman Bottone was seconded by Councilman Grant and adopted by 
the following votes:

The Central Ward 
has a ratio of 5 to ] per other wards and at this point such groups as 6 Catholic 
Churches have been working very hard throughout the ward to remove these abandoned 
buildings. This ordinance would give us the kind of teeth necessary to really bring 
pressure upon the Administration for them to get off their duffs and start taking down 
these buildings. The Council has appropriated the monew-the money is there, now the 
legislation is there. We have done all we can. Now it is time for tive public to join 
in with the 6 Churches and myself to keep the pressureon Administration to remove 
abandoned buildings from Newark to make that one of the first priorities, as 
abandoned buildings bring crime up, poor health and it is the #1 menace in our city 
at this point. 


Councilman Carrino stated it will be incumbent upon us to make sure that with 
the passage of this ordinance we stay on top of Administration to make sure these 
things are done. Many times we passed ordinances in the past to find they were not

The above speakers addressed the Municipal Council urging their support in 
continuing Senior Citizens Programs for public housing residents. The speakers 
pointed out that 300 senior citizens are served by adult day care centers and 200 
non-ambulatory seniors are served by homemakers programs, They said the elderly 
would suffer greatly if the programs were eliminated, The speakers requested the 
Council take necessary action to assure the continuation of these programs. 


Councilman Carrino pointed out the resolution addresses itself to accruals from 
HCDA funds not from the Housing Authority, so we do not expect that Mr. Buck was going 
to find accruals. The Housing Authority gets $52,000,000. to run their operation. 
Aside from that Council has given them $2; million to run programs, They hire people 
at 45 and 46 thousand dollars to assist the assistant, then they tell the tenants they 
do not have any money for the programs. Whatever happens as far as this program is 
concerned, we are going to make sure that the $2% million that we give them, the 
contract is coming up in September, we want this program included in that money. If 
they will not accept this provision in the contract, we will not sign the contract for 
the $25 million. 


President Harris stated adding to what Councilman Carrino has stated that while 
they have a working relationship with the Housing Authority, we are not receptive to 
Mr. Buck's letter or any other information that has been submitted to us, in the past. 
Their record speaks for itself. We are not going to tolerate what they are doing 
to the citizens of Newark. 


Councilman Tucker said his concern is what the tenants are going to be faced with 
October 1. The Housing Authority did move to come up with 2 months operation which 
is $15,000. We as the City Government should make sure that the services are not 
cut off. He is knowledgeable of the fiscal position of the Housing Authority, there 
are accrued funds within HUD/CDA. Council has been trying to find a way to use those 
funds to help people within the City of Newark. 


Councilman Carrino stated he never had any direct dealings with the Housing 
Authority until a month ago. Councilman Tucker, Councilman Johnson and he attended 
a meeting with 300 people concerning rent ceilings. They voted on a resolution with 
the three of us there, that they would go out and explore different methods and 
objectives on rent ceilings. The moment we walked out of there, they called ancther 
meeting and voted to do the rent ceiling. He thinks whenever it comes to direct 
funding to the Housing Authority from now on we should determine where the money goes 
and how it should be spent. 


Councilman Johnson noted the next fight you will be hearing about will be 
protection, It is time for us to make sure that the high rise dwellings which house 
33,000 citizens, have some protection. 


MR. D. J. HENDERSON, 29 OLD ROAD TO BLOOMFIELD, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY addressed the 
Muncipal Council with respect to signs which are attached to traffic signals, light 
poles, trash receptacles and mail boxes. He said he is aware there is an ordinance 
in effect prohibiting this action but the ordinance is not being enforced, He urged 
the Council to consider taking necessary action to clean up this unsightly aspect of 
the City. ` 


Councilman Carrino said he would like to meet with Mr. Henderson to draw up 
suggestions and present them to the Council.

The above speakers addressed the Municipal Council with respect to appeal from 
granting of variance to Nico Shredding Company, 218 Richard Street. These speakers 
Cited the steps taken by them in connection with filing this appeal and alleged they 
were not given complete information by the City Clerk's Office and the Law Department 
of the City Of Newark. They felt they were not receiving correct information with 
respect to filing the appeal and requested the Developer and Council meet to 
extend the deadline imposed by law. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Michael Dougherty outlined the legal aspects 
involved in filing this appeal and stated if no action is taken by the Governing Body 
within 95 days of date of publication by the Board of Adjustment that will 
constitute. a decision affirming the action of the Board, He said 
95 days will expire approximately August 19th. 


Councilman Martinez noted Ms, Bressler had indicated to him an appeal had been 
filed by Ms. Zak who used an address at 104 Fleming Avenue and Ms, Zak did not reside 
there. 


Councilman Tucker said Council requires a definitive legal opinion dealing with 
this entire matter. If the appellant did not reside within 200 feet and the City 
Clerk so informed her some definitive action should have taken place by the 
Corporation Counsel indicating the approaching deadline date. 


Councilman Martinez suggested Assistant Corporation Counsel Dougherty could 
possibly meet with Ms, Zak to resolve whether she is entitled to an appeal. 


Councilman Tucker replied he wanted a legal opinion and did not want Mr. Dougherty 
o to meet with these individuals. He felt a legal opinion should be in writing. 


Councilman Martinez said this is the first time-he recalls that an appellant 
has had difficulty with respect to filing an appeal in the City Clerk's Office. 
He felt the Board of Adjustment and the Police Department should be requested to 
investigate remarks by some of the speakers with respect to alleged violations.

Council President Harris asked the Acting City Clerk if an applicant filing 
an appeal received information with reference to such application. 


Acting City Clerk Korngut advised the employees in the City Clerk's Office 
are familiar with the application and in addition to instructions printed on this 
form, inform the applicant of procedures involved, 


Councilman Tucker said he is sure the City Clerk Staff is familiar with the 
appeal process since this was generated at the request of the Municipal Council. 
He felt there was a question as to the 95 day period involved and pointed out 
only the applicant can waive this time limit.

The above speakers representing 6 Catholic Churches registered complaints with 
the Municipal Council with respect to demolition of buildings. They indicated they 
have been attempting to speak with the Business Administrator and have been unable 
to effect such a meeting. These speakers indicated a coalition of their churches 
was formed to act on various issues and they have had meetings with various City 
officials. However, they have been unsuccessful in arranging any meeting with 
the Business Administrator to speed up the process of demolition. One of the 
speakers presented a petition signed by 200 parishioners requesting a meeting with 
Mr. Hill. 


Councilman Johnson noted an ordinance has been introduced at this meeting which 
he trusts will speed up the process of demolition. He asked the speakers to make 
available to the City Clerk's Office the names of city employees who allegedly 
own abandoned properties. 


Councilman Harris indicated petitions offered by Mr. Jackson will be forwarded 
to the Business Administrator.

The above speakers addressed the Muncipal Council with respect to the problems 
existing in the City with drug addicts, muggings, robberies, etc. These speakers 


indicated the citizens of the City cannot continue to take this abuse and asked 


assistance from the Council to try to alleviate these problems. 


President Harris stated the City recognizes this major problem brought to their 
attention by the speakers. The elected officials are attempting to make a strong 
stand with respect to these matters. He noted the State Legislature has failed to 
adopt legislation with respect to enforcing gun laws. He said it is incumbent upon 
the citizens to make those who serve on various legislative bodies aware of problems 
existing in this and other communities and that the working people are going to have 
to take a stand. 


Councilman Bottone said the whole City of Newark is faced with problems pointed 
out by the speakers and he alluded to contact with the Prosecutors office and the 
Police made over 3 years ago and the crimes referred to are ever increasing. He 
said the citizens of the City must support the referendum which will appear on the 
November ballot increasing the number of policemen on the Newark Police force. 


Councilman Carrino pointed out we have 450 less officers than we had 6 years 
ago and we have a 40% increase in crime. He felt we cannot begin to resolve these 
problems until the police force is increased. 


Councilman Tucker referred to a matter with respect to an address where drugs 
were being manufactured and he had given the address of the seller. He felt even 
with the number of men currently on the force he cannot understand why the police 
cannot deal with problems as obvious as this. He noted on a normal narcotics 
case it takes a minimum of 6 months to a year for that person to come to trial. 

He felt everyone should be aware of the fact that the Prosecutor's downgrading 

js based on occupancy rate with respect to Essex County jail and Trenton State prison. 
He said the Council is going to try to work with other agencies to resolve a workable 
criminal justice plan.

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Councilman Bottone said the remarks made by Ms. Hauser should be forwarded to the 
Business Administrator, Police Director, the Prosecutor and the Mayor. 


Councilman Martinez noted there is a curfew ordinance which is not being 
enforced, He pointed out that people signed petitions for a referendum which will 
appear on the ballot in November setting forth a minimum of 1200 police officers 
for the City of Newark. He urged the citizens to support this referendum. ' 


PAUL WILLIAMS, 462 SIXTH AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY addressed the Municipal 
Council with respect to the killings of Jonathan Marable and Mr, Harold Wilson. 
He felt the causes of crime are lack of jobs for young people. He felt the Council 
should ask a thorough investigation into the occurences which Ted to the death of 


Mr. Wilson. 


Councilman Grant thanked Mr, Williams for his concern for the safety of the 
people, the concern in which all share. He noted the Council can enact its position 
legislatively but sometimes they have to take on the role of administrator. He 
pointed out the Council had adopted an ordinance which will make administration 
more accountable in terms of demolishing abandoned buildings, Council has indicated 
to the Housing Authority if they do not utilize appropriation for senior citizens 
program they wil] not get funding and two years ago enacted an ordinance requiring 
smoke alarms in dwellings. 


Councilman Tucker remarked a large number of young people may need jobs but he 
is sure not all of the muggers are doing so because of economic survival. He cannot 
sympathize with anyone who steals just to buy dope. He said the jails are the 
failure of our society because we have failed to rehabilitate individuals. Nothing 
is all black or white there is a tremendous amount of gray area. 


President Harris said he cannot and will not consider civing an award to anyone 
who commits a crime.and he understands the social ills of America, When the call 
was given during the Civil Rights struggle he was on the Jine in Mississippi, Alabama, 
and St, Augustine. When crimes are committed on citizens of this City there is 
Some suggestion a medal be given to these individuals, He would throw away the key. 
Whatever anyone earns is his and no one has the right to come along and take it away. 


MS. HELEN LAND, 105 NORTH 9TH STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY addressed the Municipal 
Council with respect to a vacant building on North 9ch Street which they had requested 
be demolished. She inquired what strategy is proposed to deal with problems such as 
this. 


Councilman Carrino replied there is a great deal of drug traffic on Summer Avenue 
and Heller Parkway. When he finds out who owns the cars involved he sends letters to 
the parents telling them their children are buying drugs, The businessmen and owners 
are breaking the windows of these cars so these young people do not come back to the 


city. 


A motion to permit Mr. Nat Pettiford to address the Municipal Council was made 
by Councilman Carrino, seconded by Councilman Grant and adopted by the following votes:

Section 1. That Title 15, Chapter 9, entitled "Buildings 
Unfit for Human Habitation" of the Revised Ordinances of the City 
of Newark, New Jersey, be and the same is hereby amended to read 
in its entirety as follows: 


15:9-1 


(a) The Director of Health and Welfare is 
hereby given the authority to exercise the 
powers prescribed by this ordinance, and 

is hereinafter referred to in this chapter 
as the public officer. 


(b) The public officer may determine any 
building or dwelling unfit for human habi- 
tation or occupancy or use, by reason of 
its being so infested with disease, or by 
reason of its being in a conáition danger- 
ous to health or life, or to be likely to 
cause sickness among the occupants, or by 
reason of its being so decayed, unsanitary, 
unsafe or vermin-infested, that it creates 
a serious hazard to the health or safety 
of the occupants or the public, or by rea- 
son of lack of safe illumination, venti- 
lation or sanitation facilities adequate 
to protect the health or safety of the 
occupants or the public, or to be likely 
to increase the risk of fire, dilapidation, 
destruction, accidents, or other calamities.

15:9-2 


(a) That whenever a petition is filed with 
the public officer by a public authority or 
by at least five residents of the City of 
Newark charging that any building is unfit 
for human habitation or occupancy or use 
whenever it appears to the public officer 
(on his own motion) that any building is 
unfit for human habitation or occupancy or 
use,the public officer shall if his prelimi- 
nary investigation discloses a basis for 
such charges, issue and cause to be served 
upon the owner of and parties in interest 
in such building a complaint stating the 
charges in that respect and containing a 
notice that a hearing will be held before 
the public officer (or his designated agent) 
at a place therein fixed not less than 7 
days nor more than 30 days after the serving 
of said complaint; that the owner and parties 
in interest shall be given the right to file 
and answer to the complaint and to appear in 
person, or otherwise, and give. testimony at 
the place and time fixed in the complaint; 
and.that the rules of evidence prevailing in 
the courts shall not be controlling in hear- 
ings before the pablic officer. 


(b) That if, after such notice and hearing, 
the public officer determines that the build- 
ing under consideration is unfit for human 
habitation or occupancy or use he shall state 
in writing his findings of fact in support of 
such'/determination and shall issue and cause 
to be served upon the owner thereof and par- 
ties in interest an order: 


l. requiring the repair, alteration or 
improvement of the said building to be made by 
the owner, within a reasonable time, which time 


shall be set forth in the order ox at the option 
of the owner to vacate or have tbe said building 


vacated and closed within the time set forth in 
the order; and 


(2) if the building is in such a condi- . 
tion as to make it dangerous to the health 
and safety of persons on or near the premises, 
and the owner fails to repair, alter or improve 
the said building within the time specified in 
the order, then the owner shall be required to 
remove or.demolish the said building within a 
reasonable time as specified in the said order 
of removal. 


(c) That, if the owner fails to comply with an 
order to repair, alter or improve or, at the 
option of the owner, to vacate and close the 
building, the public officer may cause such 
building to be repaired, altered or improved,or 
to be vacated and closed; that the public 
officer may cause to be posted on the main en- 
trance of any building so closed, a placard 
with the following words: "This building is 
unfit for human habitation or occupancy or use; 
the use or occupation of this building is pro- 
hibited and unlawful." 
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(d) That, if the owner fails to comply with an 
order to remove or demolish the building, the 
public officer may cause such building to be re- 
moved or demolished or may contract for the re- 
moval or demolition thereof after advertisement 
for, and receipt of bids therefor. 


(e) That the amount of 


(1) the cost of the filing of legal papers 
expert witensses' fees, search fees and advertis- 
ing charges, incurred in the course of any proceed- 


'ing taken under this ordinance determined in 


favor of the City of Newark, and 


(2) such cost of such repairs, alterations 
or improvements, or vacating and closing, or re- 
moval or demolition, if any, or the amount of 
the balance thereof remaining after deduction of 
the sum, if any, realized from the sale of mater- 
ials derived from such building or from any con- 
tract for removal or demolition thereof, shall 
be a municipal lien against the real property 
upon which such cost was incurred. If the build- 
ing is removed or demolished by the public offi- 
cer, he shall sell the materials of such build- 
ing. There shall Le credited against the cost 
of the removal or demolition thereof, including 
the clearance and, if necessary, leveling of the 
site, the proceeds of any sale of such materials 
or any sum derived from any contract for the re- 
moval or demolition of the building. If there 
are no such credits or if the sum total of such 
costs exceeds the total of such credits, a de- 
tailed statement of the aforesaid costs and the 
amount so due shall be filed with the municipal 
tax assessor or other custodian of the records 
of tax liens and a copy thereof shall be forth- 
with forwarded to the owner by registered mail. 
If the total of the credits exceed such costs, 
the balance remaining shall be deposited in 
the Superior Court by the public officer, 
shall be secured in such manner as may be di- 
rected by such court, and shall be disbursed 
according to the order or judgment of the 
court to the persons found to be entitled 
thereof by final order or judgment of court. 

Any owner or party in interest may, within 
30 days from the date of the filing of the 
lien certificate, proceed in a summary . 
manner in the Superior Court to contest the 
reasonableness of the arount or the accuracy 
of the costs set forth in the municipal lien 
certificate. 


15:9-27 


(a) If an actual and immediate danger to 
life is posed by the threatened collapse of 
any fire damaged or other structurally un- 
safe building, the public officer may, after 
taking such measures as may be necessary to 
make such building temporarily safe, seek a 
judgment in summary proceedings for the de- 
molition thereof. 
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(b) Nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued to impair or limit in any way the power 
of the City of Newark to define and declare 
nuisances and to cause their removal or abate- 
ment, by summary proceedings or otherwise, nor 
is anything in this ordinance intended to limited 
the authority of the enforcing agency or con- 
Struction official under the "State Uniform Con- 
struction Code Act," P.L. 1975, c.217

When the public officer finds that a building or

rent, or occupy or permit the occupancy of said 
building or dwelling for human habitation until the pub- 
lic.officer . has found that the condition caus- 
ing the premises to be unfit for human habitation 
has been abated or removed and that the premises 
are again fit for human habitation.

- abatément or correction of the condition, the 


owner or occupant may make written request to the pub- 
lic officer for a further inspection and hear- 

ing.

advise all interested persons that occupancy may 

be resumed. 


15:9-5 


Complaints or orders issued by the public 
officer pursuant to this ordinance shall be 
served upon persons either personally or by re- 
gistered maii, but if the whereabouts of such 
persons is unknown and the same cannot be as- 
certained by the public officer in the exer- 
cise of reasonable diligence, and the public 
officer shall make an affidavit to that 
effect, then the serving of such complaint or 
order upon such persons may be made by publish- 
ing the same once in a newspaper printed and 
published in the City of Newark, or, in the 
absence of such newspaper, in one printed and 
published in the county and circulating in the 
City of Newark. A copy of such complaint or 
order shall be posted in a conspicuous place on 
premises affected by the complaint or order.

Any person aggrieved by an order issued 
by a public officer under this ordinance may, 
within 30 days after the posting and service 
of such order bring an action for injunctive 
relief to restrain the public officer from 
carrying out the provisions of the order and 
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for any other appropriate relief. The court 
may proceed in the action in a summary manner 
or otherwise. The remedy herein provided 
shall be exclusive and no person affected by 
an order of the public officer shall be en- 
titled to recover any damages for action 
taken pursuant thereto, or because of non- 
compliance by any person with any order of 
the public officer. 


Section 2. Severability. If any of the articles, sec- 
tions, sentences, clauses or phrases of this ordinance shall be 
declared unconstitutional or invalid by a valid judgment or de- 
cree of a court of competent jurisdiction, such unconstitution- 
ality or invalidity shall not affect the validity or constitution- 
ality of the ordinance in its entirety or any of the remaining 
articles, sections, paragraphs, sentences, clauses, and phrases. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon final 
passage and publication according to law. 
President Harris called for those desiring to be heard on the ordinance to 
approach the rail, give his name and address and be heard. 


MR. DONALD JACKSON, 128 SMITH STREET, NEWARK, NEM JERSEY, A member of the 
Coalition of Six Catholic Parishes urged the Council to pass this ordinance 
unanimously. It will give the Director of Health and Welfare another *501 to use to 
rid the City of abandoned buildings. At the last meeting he gave the City Clerk 
petitions signed by our members requesting a meeting with Business Administrator 
Hill. This morning Mr. Hill was gracious enough to meet with them. 


Councilman Johnson said he has worked for this particular ordinance to be put 
on the book. He would like Council as a whole to be the mover of this ordinance. 


SISTER CATHERINE DALY, 353 SOUTH SIXTH STREET, NEWARK, NEM JERSEY, said she 
appreciates the fact that this ordinance has been rought up today, but the ordinance 
does not solve the problem of insufficient funds to effect the actual demolition of 
buildings. We need legislation by the State compelling the Courts to order the owner 
to demolish their own buildings without forcing the City to do it first. 


Councilman Martinez replied there is legislation on the books. The owner of 
36 and 38 Miller Street, two unsightly buildings, was given notice to abolish or abate 
whatever problems there were. After sufficient time, the Demolition representatives 
went there, again notified him, he was given a five day extension. When he did not 
comply, the Demolition team knocked down the two buildings and billed him. He came 
to his office last week because the City put a lien on his home, in lieu of taxes, 
the demolition cost was to be borne by the owner of that property. This is a precedent. 
It is part of the law that is on the books. He suggested we qive Sister Catherine Dalya 
copy of the ordinance complying with the State that the owner should bear the cost. 


Councilman Carrino said there is legislation in Trenton for the City to recoup 
this money from private homeowners. There is also a resolution on this calendar 
between the City of Newark and the Department of Defense for the National Guard to 
help the City clean up this property. The City Council has also appropriated $235 
million for demolition. 


Sister Catherine Daly replied she thinks Council and Administration should 
get together because she heard a completely different story from Mr. Hill. There is 
only money to take down 75 of the proposed 150 buildings. The list has been compiled 
by Demolition. We were told this ordinance is going to be rather ineffective. 


Councilman Carrino said if Business Administrator Hill said that 75 houses are 
going down and Council has given him $25 million for demolition, then somebody is 
going to get fired in Administration come September 30th. Last year it cost them $2 
million to knock down 80 houses and we are going to private contractors where we should 
get three times as many houses down. 
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Councilman Tucker said there are laws currently on books that the City can 
tear down a building and put a lien on the property. What you are dealing with is 
if the Staff has the capability and intent to do it. The City is reluctant to tear 
down a building which is privately owned because of the certification process when 
they go to Court. The owner will take the City to Court and say this particular 
building was in the process of being renovated.. This legislation is just dealing 
with the classification of the emergency situation. 


Councilman James stated the real problem is that we have not developed a 
definitive program and perhaps your meeting today and future meetings with 
Administration will bring this about. He opined that no house should go down because 
any one group lobbied or pressured Administration. There should be a plan so that 
any citizen living in this city next to an abandoned structure, that building should 
come down. He hoped that the meetings and lobbying and interest of this group would 
be a catalyst to bring Administration and Council around the table to develop a plan. 


Sister Catherine Daly said the structure is already there and Mr. Isaac Thomas 
is head of that task force. People are being paid to do a job and we want to see them 
do that job. 


Councilman James said if Administrators who are paid are doing their jobs there 
would be no need for you to be here and many of our other problems would be resolved. 
Many administrators are not doing their job and incompetence is evident in many others. 


Councilman Johnson said one thing that must take place immediately is to have 
one of the Councilmen on the demolition task force. The Mayor has appointed a task 
force that does not touch base at any time with the Council and the Ward Councilmen 
do not have any input at all at the point of planning. He asked the C:ty Clerk to 
inform the person in Administration in charge of the demolition task: force so that we 
can have input into what is taking place on that side of city government which affects 
our wards very crucially. 


Councilman Tucker said that people who are currently on the demolition program 
do not work at demolition. It is about time we interviewed every employee of that 
unit. We requested a report listing demolitions so that we could look at the vacant 
lots. We have not received it. Somebody is lying and we cannot allow that to go on. 
We must take an affirmative stand in regard to our statutory obligations and if we 
do not do that, than we must recognize that we are a part of the mess. In some of 
the contracts a contractor is allowed up to 90 days and even beyond that. We need 
these buildings down overnight. 


Councilman Bottone said we know the demolition team of the City of Newark is 
not performing. It is probably one of the biggest political patronage hidden jobs 
of the federal monies. He looked at a report that showed some buildings took as long 
as two and one-half years to demolish, yet a private enterprise took down a supermarket 
in three days. We have committed ourselves for $244 million mostly to contractors and 
when you speak to the Business Administrator he tells you one thing and tells Council 
something else, it is devious and should be called malfeasance. He said we should 
call in the Business Administrator with one or two representatives of this group and 
let him again say in front of both of us what he said to them today. 


President Harris Said in view.of what he has heard today, it is disturbing because 
every member of this body has been pressuring Administration because of the : 
incompetence dealing with demolition problems in Newark and he wishes to underline the 
word incompetence. He requested the City Clerk to have the staff go through the 
minutes of the meetings we have had with people from Administration on this subject 
matter and he wants the transcript to show every word that was said up there, every 
stand we have taken in the past and up until yesterday how we feel about demolition 
and let the chips fall where they may. Let the truth be known that if we have 
incompetence you cannot do the job. 


Councilman James said this body has called Administration in and said "we would 
not give you three million dollars to tear 40 houses down." It was this Council who 
asked they set a goal of 800 a year, it was Council who established contract 
demolition ward by ward,it was Council that said they must submit records to us, it was 
Council who demanded they keep records and provide information to this Council, so 
he cannot understand why this body says we should do more. We need to do more, but we 
should first recognize that if there is any demolition going on in the City of Newark 
now it is a result of this body's leadership. We must demand that more goes down. 

He has suggested they have a special meeting and continue to improve the program. 
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Councilman Carrino said the end result is that no more houses are being knocked 
down than were knocked down previously. We have given them money, the ability to rent 
trucks, manpower, the authority to go out for contract and we have given them, counting 
1979, $4; million to knock down houses and yet the records show we have 1500 
abandoned houses and the City has knocked down less that 150 last year with $2 million. 
Unless we fire some people from demolition team who do nothing, we know there are 
members of demolition team who do not even work in demolition and since this is a 
public hearing we should send for Mr. Hill and let him respond. 


President Tucker said that last year Administration submitted a report that 
indicated that 88 houses had been torn down for the entire year and when he received 
that report he physically went to those locations. The report is a farce, it does 
not deal with reality. Some of those houses were torn down prior to 1979, but they 
were included in the report anyhow. The HUD-HCDA report deals with demolition of 
houses which took place in development areas. They might have torn down houses but the 
priority established was to tear down houses directly adjacent to occupied dwelling 
units and that has not been met. We are mindful of the fact that with the contract 
that particular building which is embodied within the contract will be torn down. 

He wants a report at least once a month letting us know what the demolition team 

is tearing down and he wants the addresses. He says the results do not substantiate 
the amount of money given to demolition and if we do not do something radical, nothing 
will change. We get contracts, but the Newark Demolition Team will stay the way it 
currently is. 


Sister Catherine Daly said Director Zach was the one who kept repeating that 
the funding was insufficient, though there are 150 buildings on the priority list, they 
have funds for 75. 


Councilman Carrino said the Business Administrator of the City of Newark is the 
main person of the everyday operation of the City. Under added starters we have 
three contracts being given out today for demolition. 


President Harris said he wanted to clarify statements with reference to 
demolition problems we have in the City of Newark. We hear conflicting stories 
about what was said today relative to dollars. He asked Business Administrator Hill 
to state for the record how many dollars are available for demolition. 


Business Administrator Hill said in total including the demolition team there 
is $3.4 million dollars for 1980. 


Councilman Carrino said there is $1.5 million forthe demolition team and $2 
million through contractors. He asked how many houses will be demolished. 


Business Administrator Hill said that before Council today for approval are 
258 buildings to be let on contract demolition. In the north part of the City on 
North Broad Street there are 14 or 15 which. you previously approve and with whatever 
the balance is out of the part for contract demolition, the City Engineer and he 
had estimated that balance would be able to demolish an additional 150. He was ‘told 
this morning that the balance, based on average cost of demolition, would only 
do approximately 75. 


Councilman Carrino said that is what will be left after the contracts are let, 


Business Administrator Hill said that is what they expect to be left. 


Councilman Carrino asked what can be anticipated from the demolition team with 
$2 million. 


. Business Administrator Hill said their original estimate was between 700 and 800 
buildings this year depending on the number of units in each building. 


Councilman Tucker asked when we can expect to receive the report dealing with 
the number of completions of buildings from the Newark Demolition Team. He is 
concerned with when the building has been physically taken down. 


Business Administrator Hill said he will instruct the City Engineer to forward 
that report immediately. 


Councilman Tucker asked how many buildings the Newark Demolition Team has taken 
down. 
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Business Administrator Hill said he did not know. 


Councilman James said the Engineering Department has been forwarding the reports 
and it goes up to July 17th.giving the addresses of buildings that have been 
demolished. Our concern is the amount of money available, which has been indicated 
as $4 million, our projected goals, are we on schedule and constant evaluation to see 
that the job is being done. 


Business Administrator Hill said his feeling is they are totally behind 
schedule for the year. He explained that he had hoped at the beginning of the year, 
in particular on North Broad Street, to do a survey and go out for bids for those 15 
or 16 buildings in hopes those buildingswould be demolished before the weather changes. 
He believes the contract is going to start taking the buildings down with the next 
5 or 6 days and that will cause a 5 month delay. During the bidding process and the 
letting of the contract the City became involved in a law suit which involved the 
affirmative action plan. Now that the process is rolling again he hopes to come back 
again with an additional list of buildings and for an additional appropriation. 


Councilman Martinez said he thought Sister Cátherine Daly was of the opinion 
there was only 75 houses coming down. 


_ Councilman Carrino asked if the Newark Demolition Team could be reponsible for 
taking down the other 75 on the priority list. 


Business Administrator Hill said these are ones we expect to do in our 
contract demolition process. 


Councilman Carrino asked if the Demolition Team will be an on-going demolition 
team for priority houses. 


Business Administrator Hill said that is correct. 


Councilman Johnson asked if the priorities will remain the same with buildings 
next to occupied properties demolished first. 


Business Administrator Hill responded affirmatively. 


MR. THEODORE MURNICK, 375 MOUNT PROSPECT AVENUE, NEWARK, NEM JERSEY, said we 
have been hearing this continuously and nothing is done. We know people do not work 
on jobs, we know the amounts are astronomical, yet nothing is happening. It is not 
really incompetence, it is indifference on the part of this City, indifference to the 
people. If this City was run properly, you would not keep getting more and more 
abandoned buildings. He has lived in Newark for 15 years and he comes here every year 
and every year it gets worse. All the Councilmen make great speeches, but it is very 
obvious this city is going down. The reason people are concerned now is because it is 
getting closer to them. Two years ago it might have been two blocks away so they did 
not come out, but now it is the house next door. Pretty soon it will be the house on 
both sides, then it will be their house. You are driving the people out of the City. 
You just do not do your job. You keep putting up housing for poor people, but the 
fact is the same poor people come here a year later and say part of the house is : 
falling down. 


MR. D. J. HENDERSON, 29 OLD ROAD TO BLOOMFIELD, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, said he 
finds it hard to believe that the time of this Council should be taken up talking about 
what should be a detail in the operation of the City of Newark. Several months ago 
when a reorganization was proposed in the working aspects of the City of Newark, he 
indicated to this Council that this proposed reorganizetion violated every principle 
of proper administration. It had been slovenly presented, indifferently offered and 
should not have been approved. In spite of the fact that it was evident, you approved 
it. He said this reorganization was to cover up, not toeliminate inefficiency or to 
improve operations. 


Mr. Murnick suggested that the ordinance be amended to put a specific time 
limitation for the Health Officer to go out and inspect buildings after notice. 


Councilman Carrino said the Health Officer is not the problem. His department 
has a list of condemned buildings. The problem is with the demolition team or private 
contractors who knock them down. i 


No one else appearing, a motion to close the hearing and adopt the ordinance on 


second reading and final passage was made by Councilman Johnson, seconded by 
Councilman James and declared adopted by President Harris by the following votes: 
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Yes: Councilmen Bottone, Carrino, Grant, James, Johnson, Martinez, Tucker, 
Villani, President Harris. 

President Harris: The yeses are nine and the noes are none. This ordinance 
having been read on two separate days and having achieved the vote required by the 
statute, is declared adopted. The City Clerk is directed to deliver same to the 
Mayor for his approval or disapproval.

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HEARINGS OF CITIZENS. . 
MR. EDWARD L. HAYNES, 394 SCHLEY STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY said that on May 16, 


:1979, he came within a fraction of being killed or permanently injured, when he was 


ambushed by several people. During the summer of 1980 at leas: five burglaries took 


- place within his block. His home was broken into at 3:30 A.M. and the police showed up 


at 5:30 A.M. He asked why it takes so long for the police to respond. All residents 
of his block association live in fear for their lives and their properties. He would 
like Council to provide a more visible police force, speed up :he response time and 
take other steps they feei necessary to get the job done in order to reduce amount of 
fear, save lives and property and improve the image of the City. 


Councilman Martinez said there was an ordinance calling for a minimum number of 
police which was vetoed by the Mayor. What is happening is because of the lay off 
of police who are down to 874 total from 1300 four years ago. The responsibility of 
hiring or firing comes through the Mayor and Police Chief. The citizens should try 
to meet with the man who hires and fires. The Council appropriated the money, the 
Mayor refuses to spend money on hiring more police. The citizens will have the 
opportunity of voting on the referendum in November and Councilman Martinez said he 
is lobbying for that bill. 


Councilwoman Villani said she met with the Mayor and discussed all of what the 
citizens from all parts of the City said on crime. The Mayor's response was that 
he could not put more policemen back on as he does not want a bankrupt city. She told 
the Mayor the people did not want excuses, their concern is they cannot leave their 
homes. The Council's hands are tied. The Mayor told her he wants a solvent city. 
She advised this group seek to meet with the Mayor. 


(Councilman James arrived at 8:35 P. M.) 


Councilman Carrino said these conditions exist because of an 874 man police force. 
He said he can guarantee that on any night there are not more than three cars in any 
ward and it is impossible for three cars to protect any ward. He said in any precinct 
there is an average of 75 calls. There is a need for more policemen in the streets. 
He cautioned those who belong to the Block Watchers Associations not to chase these 
criminals or they might end up causing injuries to themselves. 


Councilman Bottone said he has started a drive in the West Ward to get the vote 
out for the referendum in November. He said their job is to publicize it. This 
is a mandate the citizens are asking for and once the law is passed it will be the 
responsibility of this Administration to cut out the fat they have. He suggested 
they work together to make this referendum a success. 


Councilman Grant said all here share this concern. In the downtown area there 
has been a decrease of crime because there are police cars visible. People think 
twice before committing a crime. The business community pressured the Administration 
to provide more protection to the business section. The peoples should pressure the 
Administration and the Mayor to take that to the residential area. There is a need 
for additional police in the City of Newark. 


MR. COURTNEY WEEKS, 371 SOUTH ORANGE AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY addressed the 
Municipal Council stating he has listened to the remarks of tha Council people, and 
Council makes promises they never keep. The only action taken is the harassment of the 
Auxiliary Police. He can understand the Mayor being against big groups but if a 
group of citizens want to work with the Citv in cooperation with the Mayor, why are 
they refused. He said a cop on every corner is not the answer,'the answer is every 
Citizen must be a part of this battle. 


MR. WILBURT KORNEGAY, 838 SOUTH 15TH STREET, NEWARK, NEM JERSEY, said he is 
President of the Clinton RTT Improvement Association and the South South 15th Street 
Block Association and he addressed the Council about abandoned houses in Newark. 
There does not seem to be a comprehensive program for the elimination of abandoned 
buildings. He said Council can deliberate in passing ordinances, in giving money to 
rid the City of abandoned buildings from day #1, but there is no city agency or the 
Law Department making inquiries to whom these abandoned buildings belong. The Law 
Department is not as active as they could be. The City loses needed revenue, they 
lose needed commercial enterprises that will reduce unemployment; 
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Councilman James stated that at the last meeting a report stated that there was 
only money in the budget to demolish 75 structures, but with the new plan, Advisory 
Council for Abandoned Buildings, at the end of year 800 buildings will be demolished. 


Councilman Tucker said that Demolition is averaging five buildings a week. We 
can only urge they move faster. 


` Councilman Martinez said that with the present tax structure, no one is going to 
come into the City and build. 


President Harris said the people are not doing their jobs. He reiterated the 
City will not be turned over to hoodlums, but must do everything to curb the crime 
situation. 

At the invitation of Council President Harris Assemblyman Willie Brown addressed 
the Municipal Council. 


ASSEMBLYMAN WILLIE BROWN noted the Governor has agreed to conditionally sign 
legislation which wouid permit the City to extend for two years the revaluation 
program. He spoke about the crime situation existing within the City and pointed out 
productivity has to be based on the employees doing their jobs. One must make sure 
they are getting eight hours work before we talk about additional people. He thanked 
Council for the courtesy extended to him to speak to them. 


President Harris thanked Assemblyman Brown for his concern and he questioned what 
is happening to the gun control legislation S-1017. 


Assemblyman Brown responded the bill has not come up for a vote yet in the 
Assembly. However, he is lobbying for passage of this bill and he is sure the 
Assembly will pass this legislation. 


Councilman Tucker said he speaks for all the members of Council in thanking the 
Assemblyman for the job he did with respect to the revaluation. ` 


Councilman James spoke with respect to jailing criminals, if he is incarcerated 
for five years he cannot commit another crime during said incarceration. However, he 
wished to point out that crime is mostly committed by repeaters. 


Councilman Carrino noted that Director Williams has an Internal Affairs Department 
in which there are several men plus an Intelligence Unit in his office. The Council 
has asked for reports of men not doing ther jobs and there have been very few 
responses. 


MS. ARLENE HENRY, 603 ELIZABETH AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY addressed the Municipal 
Council and charged discrimination againstsmall homeowners when their homes are taken 
away for a minimal amount and they are treated the same as: large companies who owe 
$1 million in back taxes. The speaker alleged that people have left the City because 
of high taxes, high water bills, loitering, crime, dirty streets and sidewalks. She 
also alleged that most of the people who work here do not live here. The speaker noted 
that youngsters were cleaning the streets during the summer and the sanitation men 
were still getting paid. 


MR. FRANK VERDUCCI, Barringer Football Coach, noted that six years ago they were 
not allowed to enter the playoffs. They obtained an Attorney and went to Court. They 
are facing the same problem this year. The case went before the Commissioner of 
Education who ruled there was discrimination and told the N,J.S.I.A.A. they would have 
to do something about it. The N.J.S.I.A.A. claims it is a private institution. The 
speaker noted there are two members of the Council who appropriate funds to the Board 
of Education and the Board of Education pays dues to N.J.S.1,A.A. 
that the. N.J.S.I.A.A.stated this team is inferior to those they would be playing. 


Councilman Carrino stated that schools who play in different leagues refused to 
play Newark Schools because of discrimination. The organization has discriminated 
also. The Commissioner of Education, if he finds this to be inequitable, has given 
them a mandate. It has taken five years and they still have not complied. He felt 
Council should go on record as saying some kind of adjustment should be made. He felt 
Council should have a letter forwarded tc the Commissioner of Education stating we have 
given them five years and they have not complied.

Councilman James stated that the N,.J,S.I,A.A. is stating that Newark teams are 
inferior. The records show that we have achieved a professional level,  Assembly- 
woman Garvin has been asking for cata and record keeping, He felt that the Council 
should go along with the motion and request the Essex County Assembly to deal with 
Trenton on this matter. Councilman James continued he will be introducing a 
proposal under motions from Mr. Anthony Naparano with respect to this situation. 


Councilman Martinez referred to the statement by the spea«er that two members 
of the Municipal Council sat on the Board of School Estimate, He felt these members 
should not vote until this discrimination policy comes to a halt, The Newark Board 
of Education should be informed of the concern of the Council with respect to this 
matter. 


Councilman Johnson suggested our Law Department should get involved in this matter 
to insure that we add whatever weight we can to correct this situation. 


President Harris directed the City Clerk to inform the Corporation Counsel to 
file an injunction with respect to this matter and they be in touch with the Lew 
Department of the Board of Education to join our Law Department in the pursuit of 
correcting this matter. 


Councilman Carrino pointed out we should not withhold.dues from the N.J.S.I.A.A. 
because they will then say that since we did not pay dues we will not be able to . 
play in the playoffs. 


MR. HARRUM MAJEED, 869 CLIFTCN AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY addressed the Municipal 
Council with respect to forthcoming playoff games and questioned who made the decisions 
as to which teams make the playoffs. 


MS. CAROLYN MOYER, 238 NORTH SIXTH STREET, NEWARK, NEW vERSEY, a mother of a 
student at Barringer who is a team member, requested the Council to show support with 
respect to participation in the playoff games. 

President Harris replied they have the full support of the Municipal Council. 


Councilman Carrino said that if any team has a record permitting them to go into 
tne playoffs, this Council will support them 100 percent. 


President Harris commended Mrs. Moyer for her interest and said she should be 


applauded for being à concerned mother. 


MS. LOUISE EPPERSON, 303 SEVENTH AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSE”, addressed the Municipal 
Council and pointed out she had been a personal witness to cars being stripped outside 
her house. She also registered complaints about conditions of housing on Ludlow Street 
where elevators are not working and doorknobs are off. 


President Harris directed that Ms. Epperson's remarks be forwarded to Mr. Buck 
and request him to pursue this matter. 


MS. ADDIE DOWTON, 175 FIRST STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, registered complaints with 
the Council with respect to drug traffic by the young people. She asked what Council 
can do to stop this drug traffic. - 


Councilman Bottone noted he had had many complaints in his office with respect 
to drug problems. He said he had forwarded these complaints to the proper authorities 
and as yet there has been no definitive response. He said Council's hands are tied 
with respect to taking any direct action. 


Councilman Tucker noted he receives a report every two weeks on the number of 
arrests. He has met with the Police Director, businessmen in the area and the police 
captains of the Districts. The Narcotic Squad has only two mer available 24 hours a 
day. He said this city cannot tolerate the wholesale business of drugs now taking 
place and some definitive action must be taken. 
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Councilman Carrino said the City needs a Narcotic Squad to make surveillance and 
arrest the top people in the drug ring. He spoke of the conflict between the Essex 
County Prosecutor's Office and the Police Director when arrests are made in 
connection with narcotics. Councilman Carrino said this City needs a sixty man 
Narcotic Squad before this condition can be alleviated. 


Councilman Tucker said it is not the number of policemen on the job but how these 
men are being dispatched and how they are doing their jobs. ` 


MR. FRANK HUTCHINS, 469 ELIZABETH_AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY addressed the 
Municipal Council with respect to Rent Control. He alleged as fair market values are 
increased, tenants’ rents are being increased. 


Councilman Carrino replied public housing tenants are not affected by Fair 
Market Values with respect to their rents. .They pay according to their income. 
However, the Rent Control Baord is going to have to make a determination as to this 
as a legitimate argument for rent increases. 


Councilman James stated this whole question needs further study. He noted there 
are three buildings in the South Ward that are abandoned but are occupied by squatters. 
These problems should be resolved by Code Enforcement. 


Councilman Tucker noted that Administration is reconménding increases be raised 
to 7% and the 3% Utilities pass-through be raised to 62. The net result would be 
the tenants would bear responsibility of paying 13% increase. 


deterioration in the Roseville area of the City. He felt the Municipal Council is the 
last line of responsible government that he can see. 


MS. ANETHA TODD, 43 ROSEVILLE AVENUE, NEWARK, NEM JERSEY addressed the Council on 
drug treatment center on West Market Street and Sussex Avenue and urged the Council to 
help in controlling this situation. 


MR. EDWARD HOWSER,: DISTRICT LEADER OF THE 42ND DISTRICT, expressed the need for 
à 1200 man police force and said they will do-everything they can to help to restore 
policemen to the rolls. 


President Harris urged the residents of the City to respond favorably to the ` 
referendum at the next General Election which will determine the size of our 
police department. He pointed out that the Municipal Council are the lawmakers of 


- the City and are not charged with delivering services. The Council provides the 


Mayor with the finances and the laws to carry out and deliver the services to the 
people. . 


MS. HELEN LAND, 105 NORTH NINTH STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY addressed the Municipal 
Council stating she felt it was poor judgement to put a Multi-Phasic Drug Center where 
there is a school and children. She felt a new school should be constructed at that 
site. 


Councilman James pointed out there is a question of sufficient policemen which is 
in the hands of the citizens of the City at the next election. If the Mayor lobbies 
against this referendum it might not pass. The only solution left for this body is 
to relieve the Police Director based on charges against him of not doing his job. If 
the department continues to fail, the only solution is to change the leadership and 
trust the new person appointed can do a better job. 


MR. NATHANIEL PETTIFORD, 386 EIGHTH STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, President of 
the Otto Kretchmer Homes Tenant Association, thanked the Council for their assistance' 
with respect to some of their social service problems. He read a letter sent to Mr. 
Buck setting forth the seriousness of conditions at their homes and said they are 
being dehumanized. 


Councilman Martinez requested a copy of the letter which he supports and said he 
would do whatever he can with Mr. Buck to see these conditions are met. 


. Councilman Tucker pointed out the Council urged the Mayor to deal effectively 
with the Senior Citizens program but at the end of this month that program is still 
going to close. He alleged that as far as Housing Authority is concerned all you are 
seeing isa change in faces and mo change in intent. He said he supports the Senior 
Citizens Program wholeheartedly.

President Harris said it is hoped this will be the first phase in terms of a 
problem we have in the City of Newark that is unfortunate for all the citizens. He 
doubts very much whether there are many people who live in the City of Newark who feel 
confortable and safe leaving their jobs and walking the streets. It is a problem that 
must be met head on as a challenge. He indicated there is a difference that exists 
between this body and the Chief Executive of the City of Newark as it relates to facing 
this problem. If there are three things they tan accomplish in their term of office 
that would do something about changing the image of this city, one of them would be an 
attempt to make this a safer city for people to live and for people to conduct business 
in. The second thing would be to clean up this dirty, filthy city and the third thing 
would be to see that the quality of education for our youngsters becomes a reality in 
terms of improvement. Hopefully, the Council in its wisdom today will move positively 
on this first phase in terms of providing a police service for those unfortunate 
individuals who live in public housing. He knows of families that live behind bars. 
This is hopefully a beginning and he hopes after this legislation is passed that the 
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Chief Executive of the City of Newark does not see fit to veto it, because if he 
succeeds in vetoing it he thinks there will be sufficient votes on this body to override 
his veto to serve notice to the people that we want to see more cops out there and we 
want to see the cops do their jobs. When we talk about increasing the number of 
visible policemen in terms of the City of Newark at the same time we are talking about 
seeing them do their jobs. He has made that known to the people who head the police 
organizations and labor unions. Hopefully this will be a unanimous stand up vote 
because we have a sworn obligation to do the best we can to provide the sort of 

quality service and lifestyle to the residents of this city. 


Councilman Martinez said on October 17, 1979, he proposed an ordinance mandating 
a minimum of 1200 police officers in the Newark Police Department. This action was 
prompted by the Administration's decision to lay off 200 patrcimen. The ordinance 
was approved on final passage by a 6 to 3 vote of this Council on November 7, 1979. 
However, it was vetoed by the Mayor on November ]5th and when it came back to the 
Council on November 20th for reconsideration only Councilmen Bottone, Carrino and he 
voted to override the Mayor's veto. The Council members who voted against the override 
said they did so because it would be fiscally irresponsible tc adopt such an ordinance. 
The Mayor sent letters that the passage of minimum manning orcer would result in 
massive layoffs and at the time the Council considered the veto the audience was 
stacked with city employees who spoke out against the ordinance. Now a year later 
there is a new ordinance. In essence this new measure creates two divisions under one 


- Police Director and costs almost $1.5 million more than the original minimum manning 


legislation. In addition it provides for 1250 minimum, 150 of whom will be assigned 
to the City's Public Housing Projects. He supports the concept of more policemen 

for everyone in this city, residents, employees, and he also strongly supports the 
public referendum that is going before the votersof this city on November 4th wnich 
would mandate a 1200 minimum level of police manpower. He wants to bring to the 
public's attention that some Council members under pressure have flip-flopped their 
positions on the minimum manning proposal and even though this measure is approved 
today and passed on second rezding on October 15th the possibility still exists that 
the Mayor will veto the legislation. If this is the case then the veto will not be 
considered for override until after the November General Election. He hopes the 
citizens will still exercise their voting strength in approving the referendum over- 
whelmingly and reenforcing the strength of the ordinance before us for reconsideration 
today. In the meantime it will be interesting to observe the ection when it comes 
time to perhaps increase the tax rate or cut positions out of the 198] municipal budget. 
He brings these facts before the public because they are all aware of politics and we 
are all aware of what is probably going to occur as it did last year. We have put 
together a massive campaign and he is going to campaign for it as hard as he can and 
as effectively as he can to get the people out there to enforce our position, but you 
“must understand that if the Mayor vetoes this legislation or urder pressure certain 
members change their positions and if this referendum were defeated because the public 
at large would feel the Council did their work, did not come out to vote. He would 
like to see every voter, before he votes for a candidate, vote for the minimum manning 
question. If the Mayor should try to take the Council to Court on this particular 
issue, he must then also take the citizens of Newark, that they are going to vote 
overwhelmingly on this particular issue and then he believes trey will have an ace-in 
*the-hole to have the protection the citizens are crying for anc is desperately needed. 
The housing people are living in fear and there is no questions they are prisoners 

in the projects and he commended President Harris for taking tris into consideration 
of providing them protection. He supports this ordinance. He is sure at the next 
meeting this Council Chamber will be packed with anti-voters acainst this.particular 
ordinance for their own personal reasons not for reasons of safety and fear in zhe 
Streets. At that time he would like to see a 9 to 0 vote, 


(Councilman Carrino arrived at 1:30 P, M.) 


Councilman James said he will vote in the affirmative for these ordinances.  Mavor 
Gibson has indicatedtoday to the Council that we cannot afford to increase the number of 
police and also that if it should increase the table of organization it will force the 
layoff of essential personnel and create problems in the general delivery of other 
essential city services. He would concur at this time that the overall hue and cry 
in the City of Newark today is for the personal safety of our city. He thinks we will 
have to be bold enough to move at this time to force administration to change their 
priority and recognize that if we do not save citizens then nothing else is worth 
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saving. However, he will say to those co-sponsoring this ordinance before us, he 

will accept the responsibility and belief there should be a budget breakdown for the: 
increase of police personnel and for the Housing Security. This body should know the 
actual cost for our action this afternoon. We should be able to translate that into 
what it will cost the citizens by way of a tax increase. If we are standing in front 
of the citizens of Newark and we say we need increased police protection, you say you 
agree with us, then the proper response would be to say it will cost X number of 
dollars of taxes and your taxes will go up. We the Council have a responsibility as 
does administration, if this ordinance is successfully passed, what and if any will 
there be cutbacks in reduction in services and personnel. He will concur with 
Councilman Martinez, that he does recall when the first ordinance of this nature was 
passed and the Mayor indicated X number would be laid off, the pressure at the next 
meeting was those individuals being laid off came here and in fact made the Council 
reverse the decision because they would lose their jobs. He wants to know who will 
lose their jobs, what services will be cut back, and at that time he will make his 
decision based on priorities. He is not only concerned with police services but the 
general welfare of our citizens. 


Councilman Carrino said he is happy to see this ordinance being introduced 
because as an elected official he would have been remiss if they waited for the 
voters of this city to make that decision. This is a decision which he feels is 
going to be overwhelmingly cast in November. By acting on this ordinance we are 

- Showing the 320,000 citizens that we realize it is going to be a great responsibility 
that there will be some consolidation of service and some people losing their jobs in 
1981. We recognize the fact that this has to be and that all of us are going to 
be in a position where we are going to have to make the decision on who is dispensable 
to the City of Newark and who has to stay. It will be difficult for us to comment 
right now who is to lose their jobs at the expense of a police officer until we get 
a handle on the budget that is going to be presented in 1981. During this process 
none of us will be able to say who is going to get laid off or how many. In 
January we will have to sit down to make that decision ....He hopes everybody 
concentrates on the intent of this bill and then in 1981 when they look over the 
budget face the realism that they are going to have to act like responsibile 
individuals and get rid of some of the people in the city who serve no possible 
function other than they have a political job. 


Councilman Tucker said the intent of the ordinance, similar to the intent of 
the other ordinance vetoed by the Mayor, and was not overriden by the Council, is an 
attempt to try to relate to the crime problem within the city of Newark. He does not 
believe at this point that we have all of the facts and figures but he thinks it is, 
fair that whether we have the figures at this particular meeting is not the point, 
but this ordinance hopefully adopted on first reading, which he is going to support, 
this will provide the City Council and the general citizenry at large and the Mayor 
and his fiscal people an opportunity to sit down with the fiscal people of the Council 
so that we will know the actual impact. He does not accept or buy the fact that it 
cost the City of Newark $30,000. for a policeman. He does believe Council should be in 
a position of knowing what the actual cost will be. We have had discussions initially 
“and Based on these discussions he feels the ordinance should be approved, but he does 
believe it is an obligation of the council to go into the finer areas. He is not 
concerned with who keeps their positions or who loses it, but he is concerned to 
find out what the absolute dollar amount is and what impact it will have with the 
adoption of the 1981 budget. He concurs with his colleagues when they say we are 
going to enact an ordinance and we know it will cost additional monies, an additional 
increase in the tax rate, to hire policemen, he is of the opinion that the citizens 
of the city of Newark are willing and ready to take on the responsibility of additional 
tax rate, but he does believe these citizens will ask Council to work out whatever 
economy that we can withín the Municipal Budget which means cutting certain positions in 
order to meet them half-way. He will not say if it is going to cost tax payers 
$8 million that he will vote for it. If it is going to eliminate basic kinds of 
social services which have major impact on people that he will vote for it, but he is 
saying that he thinks we need additional policemen.and he moves to vote affirmatively. 
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Councilman Bottone said in November the mandate of the citizens ìs going to 
direct that this particular ordinance will be passed anyway. As a mandate all nine 
of us and the Mayor are elected and that in itself is a mandate. The priority that 
the citizens of Newark want right now is more police and more police protection, a 


. Safe feeling in their homes, in their streets, while shopping and in their everyday 


lives. He knows it will be more expensive, but he also knows that the way he has 
scrutinized the budget in past years, and will continue to do so this year, as he 
knows that some things are still misused in the city, such as cars, meters, rents of 


“buildings not collected and non-productive employees in the city, and there are many 


more, could give us the revenue to hire more policemen. He is going along with this 
ordinance as the constituents he represents will go out for the referendum 100%. 


Councilwoman Villani said it has reached a point where Council has come 
together and taken one big giant step under the guidance of our Council President. 
We have reached a point where we are so frustrated at every meeting to find the 
citizens coming here and the topic is always crime. She is supporting this 
ordinance and if amendments need to be made she will face that. 


Councilman Johnson said he is co-sponsor of two pieces of legislation, 
citizens in high rise projects, have to have the kind of safety necessary. 
for them to shake their shackles and come out of their buildings. The 150 men 
who will be designated to the high rise projects, public housing, will be the 
first major attempt to bring the central city back in line and make it again a 
decent place to live. It is with great pleasure that he votes in the affirmative 
as co-sponsor of this legislation. 


Councilman Grant said this is an issue that deals with the protection of 


those persons who elected this Council to serve. This ordinance stresses the 


importance of our response to that kind of confidence that the community has 
put in us. This entire body feels justified in this in that it answers a direct 
need in the city. How can we go to and from our homes without being molested. 
He knows there is crime in the city. He has experienced it. He has been 

robbed of over $10,000. in merchandise. Citizens around this city are calling 
for the kind of protection that they have not had. .He thinks that for the first 
time the unanimous voice and vote of this Council is a ringing response to the 
people of the city, that this Council is sensitive, it is responsive, and it is 
acting in a responsible manner.

HEARINGS OF CITIZENS. f - 


MS. ALICE MITCHELL, 702 CLIFTON AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the 
Municipal Council regarding complaints about the service in the Water Accounting 
Division. She also commended Councilman Carrino for his attention to the drug 
problems in her area. The speaker further complained about the lack of up-keep 
next to a public alley in her area and questioned whose responsibility it was 
to make it passable. 


President Harris stated the remarks made by Ms. Mitchell should be transcribed 


.and forwarded to the Director of Water Accounting, Mr. Joseph Paradise and request 


his appearance before the Municipal Council at their next Special Conference, 
October 7, 1980. 


© MR. ISAAC MUHAMMAD, 520 SPRINGFIELD AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the 
Municipal Council about his concerns for the need of housing and also his concerns 


for children in his area. 


“MS. AL-NISA MUHAMMAD, 397 SOUTH 12TH STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed 
the Municipal Council with respect to conditions at Fifteenth Avenue School. The 
speaker complained about the nutrition program and bad sanitary facilities at the 
school. . 


Councilman Johnson requested remarks made by Ms. Muhammad be forwarded to the 
Board of Education for their immediate attention. He informed the speaker 
although the Board of Education is an autonomous body, he will do everything 
possible to correct the conditions complained of. 


MS IDA JOHNSON, 230 LIVINGSTON STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the 
Municipal Council with respect to the problems at Fifteenth Avenue School. She 
brought to the attention of the Council a carnival which was set up in her 
neighborhood in September, and. during this period her son was robbed and his life 
had been threatened several times. 


Councilman Johnson requested Mrs. Johnson be put in contact immediately with 
someone from the Police Community Relations Bureau to explain her probiem, 


The City Clerk stated a member of his staff would arrange with the Police 
Director to assure that Mrs. Johnson will meet with a representative of the 
Police Community Relations Bureau to assist her, 


MRS. ROSE LAVALLO, 506 MT. PROSPECT AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the 
Municipal Council citing a robbery which occurred at her home during a visit to 
the doctor. She stated a neighbor had noted someone going into her home and 
called the police who did not respond until two hours later. The speaker also 
alleged the police came and made a notation and did not investigate until forty- 
eight hours after the breakin. She said she had sent a registered letter ts Police 
Director Williams and the Mayor, neither of whom had acknowledged her letter. 


President Harris directed the City Clerk to forward a copy of this speakers 


remarks to Police Director Williams and request he be invited to appear before 
the Council at the next Special Conference, October 7, 1980, to discuss this matter. 


MS. ERNESTINE COLLIER, 11 HILL STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY 
MS. FLORA FORD, 224 ORANGE STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY 


The above speakers addressed the Municipal Council with respect to the Senior 


Citizens Program which was to be terminated September 30, 1980. They stated that 
Mr. Buck: had indicated that Housing Authority had no intention of supporting 
such services and their concern is that he is trying to destroy the Tenants' Council. 
They indicated the Council needed some kind of authorization that the money will be 
forthcoming to continue this program. 
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President Harris replied the Council had incidated to the Mayor that the 


.$3 million of H.C.D.A. funds that was for Housing would not be approved until this 
program was reinstated. 


Councilman Tucker indicated he did not understand the Housing Authority's 


‘position, that Mr. Wallace White's letter indicated the City will make such 
committment. However, Council has not been in receipt of any legislation confirming 
this. 


Councilman Grant stated that Mr. Smith had indicated money had been idertified 


to continue this program. 


Councilman Carrino stated if Administration will not aporove this appropriation 


the only leverage the Council has is to withhold funds from the Housing Authority. 


Councilman James remarked that the Municipal Council cannot make an 


Administrative decision. Once the money is funded they will have to lobby with the 


Mayor, the Board and Mrs. Beatty to see that the program continues.

Councilman Tucker said he would like to make obyious to the public a few 
factors. One is that the action year or the funding cycle in regard to the N.T.2. project o 
for the Senior Day Care program does not end with the Division of Youth and Family 
Services on December 31, 1980. On prior actions of the Council we had urged the City 
Administration to provide N.T.C., or more specifically the Seníors, with an opportunity 
to be in a position to raise the in-kind match money that they would need to continue the 
program by funding it out of HUD/H.C.D.A funds for at least one year, Although he 
supports this motion, he recognizes one hard reality that it is going to be very difficult 
for N.T.C. or for any particular organization within a matter cf three months to raise 


the kind of match money that is needed to continue these programs, On December 31, 1980, 


' as it stands right now, the program as we know today, the N.T.C., will not be in 


existence. That is the major question we should be addressing ourselves to the intent 


. of the Housing Authority to continue this program. If it is the intent of the Housing 


Authority to continue this program as it was originally designed and that means tenants 
basically providing services to tenants, it can be funded, but at this point in time, he 
questions that intent. He wants to make it very clear in that regard. 

The other point that needs to be raised is this - that to talk about having 


Steven Adubato in the North. Mard Cultural Center provide: services for seniors in 


Archbishop Walsh Homes is ludicrous and ridiculous and he does not feel this is going to 
take place. To talk about having any other senior agency that ts currently operative 
within the City of Newark, which in most cases has a backlog of seniors who want to gat

pregram. He does not under any circumstances want to be in a position where he believes 
they are placed in right now of saying they are going to give N.T.C. three months 

where they can phase out the entire program and hopefully other social service 
institutions for which the City of Newark will be able to provide basic services. The 
Housing Authority in the past, in interacting with the tenants, has been somewhat of 

a family. Now we are going to ask outside agencies to come in and provide services to 
seniors, and he does not really believe that is going to be something of real meaningful 
value to senior citizens within the City. He is hopeful within the next three months 
that the tenants along with the Members of the Council, with the Mayor and City a 
Administration will work to make sure that this program wil! $tay intact, not 

farming it out to some other agency who in effect has proven their ineffectiveness in 
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interacting: with the poor people who reside in public housing. Make no mistake about it,if 
tenants are not providing services to tenants, in all probability you are not going to be 
able to pick up those services from outside agencies. His support of this resolution 
is based on the fact that it is something, it is not what we originally requested as 
a Council but it will provide tenants with an opportunity to provide services for 90 days. 
He urged that not only members of the Council but the Mayor, the Housing Authority, the 
Board of Commissioners and also the highly paid Administrative staff will work with the 
tenants to continue the program the way it was originally constituted and that is tenants 
basically serving services to tenants. 
President Harris stated the necessary financial data has not been forthcoming,

He does not think that nine responsible people are going to lay off nine thousand 
people in order to provide 300 policemen. The Mayor can use any scare tactics he 
wants to. It isas important to'him to have the garbage collected every day, the 
phones answered at City Hall, and firemen on the job. No Councilman sitting here. is 
going to lay off city employees providing services to the people in order to put 


' police on. If the Mayor wants to say that people have to be laid off in great 


numbers that is his prerogative but everybody should listen to the people who will 
be talking later at this meeting who will explain where the realities of the money 
are. 


Councilman Martinez said that prior to 1978 in every precinct there were ten 
radio cars plus two unmarked cars plus a paddy wagon. Today in each district you 
will not find three radio cars for the entire ward. There is a Tack of manpower. 


President Harris said the legislation being considered at this time deals with 
creating Housing Security Police force of 150 policemen, The legislation alluded 
to on the referendum November 4th deals specifically with a number of 1200 police. 
It does not.offer any protection to the residents of public housing. 


Councilman Tucker noted that Council President Harris said dealing with these 
two ordinances there will be fiscal people speaking shortly after the public hearing 
as to where the funds will come from, whether we have funds directly in the budget to 
hire additional police. We will then be in a better position to know exactly what 


. kind of financial resources are available. 


October 15, 1980 


Councilman Grant stated that he would like to call the auditors and persons 
responsible for the fiscal accountability of the City to come forward so as to 
ascertain whether or not the funds requested or needed for this ordinance are o 
forthcoming. 


Mr. Gilbert Nicholas, Evaluation Specialist, stated there is a 5% CAPS -> 
limitation which will allow municipal spending in the budget. There are sewer 
payment increases as to Passaic Valley Sewerage Commission. There is a pending 
Board of Education settlement. There is also a 5% increase in municipal salaries. 
The figure of calculation is. $21,000. for each police officer. This is $18,000. 
as a base salary and $6,000. in fringe benefits. We had no direction from Council 
as to the salary for each person. We based the Housing Security officers salaries at 

“the salary of each policeman. Based on a total of 1250 men, 1100 policemen and 150 
housing security officers, with a contingent of 936 men that would be an additional 
314 combined officers and at a salary of $24, 000., that would be a maximum of 
$7,600,000. for this plan. 


Councilman Grant stated there has to be an appropriation for 150 policemen to 
go to public housing, the question is from what source are we identifying these 
funds. 


Mr. Nicholas responded that it was approximately $3,061,000. for the housing 
policemen. 


Mr. George Fitzsimons, Chief Accountant, stated that he had dealt completely in 
total figures for the two ordinances. There was a beginning surplus of approximately 
$5,000,000.. From 1979 approrpiations, there will be cancellations which will 
give additional money into surplus. There are also two revenues which were not 
anticipated in the budget, because at the time of adoption of the budget, these were 
not definitive revenues, which will also go into surplus. Their 1980 appropriations 
which will be carried over as appropriation reserves. Part of that will be 
cancelled. We have revenue coming in for the additional municipal gross receipts 
and franchise taxes of approximate!y $3,700,000. 


Councilman Grant stated the questions raised.by the audience haye been as to 
whether jobs would be lost if the ordinance were enacted, if taxes would be raised. o 
He wanted to know from the Law Department whether or not HUD permits: monies from 

M.P.D.0. budget to be utilized for the purpose of hiring persons to serve as 

security guards at the Newark Housing Authority. 


Mr. Glen Grant, Assistant Corporation Counsel, stated he was not in a position 
to answer the question and he requested a written memo be sent to Judge Teare so 
he could provide the City with the answer to that question. 


Councilman Grant stated he has it from reliable sources that HUD will allow 
the utilization of M.P.D.0. dollars for the purpose of hiring security guards at 
the housing sites in Newark. : 


Councilman Martinez stated that the starting salary of a policeman could be 
decreased to $12,000. a year instead of $16,000. and steps could be taken in five 
rather than three, that would be a cost savings. After the existing list for the 
personnel who are on the Civil Service list how, that Newark residents be given 
first preference for the examination with the starting salary. at $12,000. Everyone 
is not going to be hired within seven months. It is going to take about three years. 
We are now down to two or three million dollars and there must be that much in surplus 
without CAPS. This should come from HUD because it is the law that they supply 
security for housing tenants. 


Mr. Fitzsimons stated figures were computed on what the total cost would be 
for all the officers. 


No one else appearing, a motion to close the hearing and adopt the ordinance 
on second reading and final passage was made by President Harris, seconded by 
Councilman Johnson and declared adopted by President Harris by the following votes:

President Harris called for those desiring to be heard on the ordinance to 
approach the rail, give his name and be heard. 


MR. D. J. HENDERSON, 29 OLD ROAD TO BLOOMFIELD, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, stated that a 
crisis situation is now being recognized which has existed for a lonq time. This is 
and has been the result of failure to establish priorities. The first priority of any 
City is public safety. First we were told we did not need more police, now we are 
told.we cannot afford them. There must be cooperation between the -legislative 
and administrative branch of government. : . 


Councilman Carrino said that Council had attempted to sit down with ` 
Administration to solve the problem. 


President Harris stated that he had fought and would continue to fight to see 


that jobs were not lost. : 


MRS. HELEN POCH, 687 SUMMER AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, stated on November 4, 
1980 there will be an election, the ordinance wi e put on a referendum and it will 
be up to the public to show their feelings. 


MRS. ARLENE HENRY, stated the ordinance wili be put on a referendum and the 
public will vote on it. Putting on more policemen will not make any difference, you 
must make the ones you already have do their work. 


October 15, 1980 


Councilman Martinez responded when the Chamber of Commerce pressured the Mayor 
to put on more police in the business area crime was reduced in the downtown area by " 
sr | | e 


Councilman Tucker stated when policemen’ apply for a job in the City they do 
not have to live here. Sixty-five percent of the police do not live within the City 
of Newark. The F.0.P and P.B.A, went to Trenon and lobbied to insure that policemen 
are exempt from a residency requirement. The only requirement that is mandated is 
that a certain percentage of policemen should be minorities. Of the 200 men laid 
off, 35 have not been rehired. 


Councilman Carrino pointed out the City is foreclosing on 1800 pieces of 
property which people have walked away from. Maybe the image of more policemen will 
make the businessman stay here and the homeowner decide not to leave.. 


Councilman Martinez pointed out that last year hopes were built up with a 
similar ordinance only to be let down when the Mayor's veto failed to be overridden. 
However, today as it was last year, prior to the over-ride vote, it eppeared 
unanimous and it was the same last.year. Many people in the audience came last 
year, the vote was in favor of the ordinance: They walked out and thought it was 
over with and then the Mayor's veto came and the audience wes stacked with many 
municipal employees who were opposed to thé ordinance. At that time with the 
pressure against this body, the Mayor's veto was not overridden. Many city 
employees are going to come again should the Mayor override and it appears that he 
will. They are going to attempt to persuade this Council orce again not to override 
the Mayor's veto. This is not going to happen this time because of all the problems 
which have occurred in the last year. He hoped all the people who were here today 
when they hear that the Mayor's veto has been done, when they read that the Council 
President has called for a special meeting that they once acafn appear and give the 
Council members the support they will need. 


However, whether he vetos or not, this Council will go on record as being in 
favor of trying to stop the crime which is being committed in the City. Thirty 
policemen stopped crime 562 in one area. The Police Directcr has indicated that . 
with the current manpower the arrests in the City, even with the limited manpower 
have increased over 16%. The timing of this ordinance is important. There is still o 
the referendum on November 4th. It is important that every citizen go out and vote, 
whether the ordinance goes through or not. Maybe the Mayor after vetoing this, 
may take this body to Court, he does not know. When the public speaks on November 
4th on the referendum, he hopes it begins to show the Mayor that we have voiced 
the public's opinion for this ordinance. 


Councilman James stated he did not have public housing in the South Ward but he 
' supported the ordinance mandating a police force for public housing. At our last 
meeting he made it known that his vote tonight would be based on three facts, which 
would be decided during the period of time from that meeting until tonight. 


He indicated he had to know the available dollars necessary to fund the passing 
of this ordinance, based on fiscal analysis, what, if any, essential City services 
would be affected by our actions this evening and that we should know if and what 
numbers of personnel would be laid off effected by our action tonight. Presently 
there have not been detailed answers brought forward on some of these questions. 


We have had many meetings which have been non-productive, sometimes lasting 4 to 
6 hours. Therefore, it is rather unfortunate that we are at a point of confrontation. 
We have two opposing views before us this evening. One view, which is the popular 
one, says more police without a detailed analysis on funding or its impact on the 
delivery of essential services or pending layoff. The second view is, the opinion 
of Mayor Gibson, is that we do not need any additional policemen and if this 
ordinance is passed there would be massive layoffs and a disruption in the delivery 
of essential services. 


For those who pose the question of the numbers of layof? notices, the procedure 
is to alert more than is needed based on fiscal analysis. There are some questions 
he would like to put to both sides. 


It is wrong to take action in behalf of one uniformed personnel at the direct 
expense of other equally essentia] personnel. He does not favor hiring more police 
and laying off firemen, health personnel or sanitation personnel. On the other hand o 
it is wrong to suggest that crime has not increased in the City and it is wrong to 
suggest that more police or more visible police would not deter crime. We need more 
visibility in our police force and we also need better management of our police force. 
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What we have is confrontation legislation. A case of who will win and who will 
Tose. A pro and con. Unfortunately what .he believes is that we need an equitable 
compromise in the best interest of all citizens. We need the Mayor and the Council 
to agree, not to disagree and no confrontation. What is needed is for the Mayor and 
Council to lock ourselves in a room and have meetings for around-the-clock nego- 
tiations unti] we can fashion a solution in the best interest of our City, and come 
out with a plan of action addressing ourselves to the legitimate problem of increasing 
crime but an essential question of our ability to pay. 

. 1 

More pol ice, less health care, closing of our senior citizens centers, closing of 
all our recreational facilities, disruption of the basic cíty services, this is not 
the answer to the problem. We need more effective police services and we have a 
moral obligation for public housing. We must be realistic and understand that we 
need a City to defend, a City to protect. We cannot cut off our noses to spite 
our faces. We face a hard decision on an emotional issue. There are no quick 
answers, no quick fix. We must look at the whole of our City and not just part of it. 


Councilman James continued his position is a clear one. Those favoring the 
ordinance and those opposed have not presented in writing a plan of action which 
could be intelligently evaluated as opposed to appealing to the emotions of victims. 


Tonight he met President Carter at the airport. The Mayor flew in with him 
from Washington. The Mayor was driving a blue car, himself, and when stopped with ` 
the question of the car as opposed to everyone else in limousines, the Mayor said 
"This is all we can afford because the Council is giving the money to the cops." 
Every problem, ill, crisis that will confrontthe City will be blamed by our action 
tonight. Those who favor the ordinance will say they tried and some of us lacked 
the courage to agree with them. The end result will be chaos and disruption in 
the City. 


Until the Mayor, Council and Administration work as.a team on this problem, the: 

City will continue to suffer. No one has chosen to deal with the issue of the courts. 
Is it really more police or is it that the courts let them out faster than the police 
can turn them in. Most crimes are committed by repeaters. Is it more police or 
better utilization of the existing police force. Is it police low morale where 
they refuse to work, where they would damage their own vehicles, where they would 
have a work stoppage against the very City they are sworn to protect. Is it lack 
of leadership on the part of the Police Director or a poor system or just poor 
management? There is no easy solution to the problem. Councilman James said he will 
allow the voters to vote by way of referendum on the question. The voters who voted 
for Mayor Gibson in 1970, '74 and '78, have a chance to speak to their mayor. This 


will not be an act of confrontation by the legislative body between Mayor and 


Council. More importantly, it will be the residents of the City speaking to the 
Mayor. He will not be able to blame the Council, he will. have to respond to their 
mandate. E 


Councilman Bottone stated he votes what his constituents want. This is one time 
in which it is overwhelming, they want more protection. He does not understand how 
flyers can be put out pitting one employee against another, one agency against ` 
another. It isa poor political way of doing things. Maybe in the police department 
itself there should be some replacements at the higher eschelon where the morale can 
be built up with the policemen we have now. There are a lot of places in the City 
where economies could be used. The vudget for 1981 is being worked on now and in 
just a few instances, he can pick up 2 million dollars. When Councilman James 
Stated Mayor Gibson was driving a "Chevy" it is sad to hear a statement like that, be- 
cause two months ago Council was going to vote for a Continental and at the same time 
going through ihe records, he could take 65 cars away from City employees saving 
a cost of $400,000. There are ways to have the security we need, keep the sanitation 
workers and every other employee we have. 


Councilman Grant stated after talking with persons of fiscal responsibility, 
and they have indicated to him that regardless of what amount of money is presented, 
if the ordinance is adopted, it will create a 1.9 million dollar deficit. There is 
a need for added protection. Since their last meeting, members of Administration 
and Council's fiscal staff were supposed to come up with facts and figures as 
to where the money could be identified. We have not gotten those. When the 1800 
pieces of property is mentioned that will go off the tax rolls, that is one thing. 
The total number of properties off the tax roles represent 7300 pieces of property, 
real property and lots, which the City is not receiving any money: for. The bottom 
line is, is the money there. If the money is there, he will be the first one to vote 
for it. If it is not, then we are kidding ourselves. He had suggested to Mr. Hill 
to talk to the Mayor and come back to Council and perhaps discuss a phasing in 
period. Maybe you do not bring in 200 or 300 at one time. Maybe try 50 at one time. 
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Councilman Grant noted there has been no response from Administration.

HEARINGS OF CITIZENS. 


DR. JOHN DONATO, 66 WILSON AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the Municipal 
Council congratulating them with respect to the good job they did on the moratorium 
on the revaluation and their cooperation in passing the two bills concerning the 
police officers. It may well be the referendum will decide the issue before these 
ordinances become law, in which case you will have the opportunity of learning the 
feeling of the voting public. We have had to decide to have more jobs, more taxes s 
or more police protection and the people have stated their case. They definitely 
want more police protection even though it will cost more. It is his hope that the 
fiscal committee who does the analysis for this will be able to present their findings 
to the people so they will be knowledgeable and will be able to make an informed 
vote. This is very important. Let the people decide what they want. 


Councilman Carrino said it is very difficult on October 15, 1980 to figure 
out how much money we are going to have for January 1, 1981. There are so many 
things that are intangible at this point and no one sitting up here, including the 
financial staff, can really give any kind of an estimate of what money we will 
really have or won't have in January or February. 


Councilman Martinez said in the City of Newark they have binding arbitration. 
There is no way that a Housing Police Department could be established in the 
City of Newark without hiring Newark Policemen. They would have the biggest lawsuit 
on their hands. If the 150 Housing Authority Police were to be hired and not Newark 
Police, the Police Department would go into court and they would absorb the 150 
men into the Police Department and would dispatch them as they see fit not as 
Council sees fit. 


MR. DEMETRIOUS SIDORAKIS, 3504 DITIMARS BOULEVARD, ASTORIA, NEW YORK, 
addressed the Council and stated he had come to an auction of city-owned properties 
and purchased a building at 24-26 Central Avenue. The City Council scratched out 
that property. He has come to know why. He would like his money returned. 


President Harris stated the City Clerk shouid inform the gentleman according 
to the correspondence this matter must be dealt with by the Real Estate Commission 
and not by this body.

With this correspondence, J am rejecting and returning to you Ordinances 
6S+Fg and 6S+Fh (10/15/80), commonly deferred to as the "Police Minimum 
Hanning” ordinance. I am vetoing this legislation due to both its 
questionable legality and to the fact that I do not feel it is in the 
best interests of the citizens of Hewark. . . 

In regard to its legality, on three occasions the Corporation Counsel 
has advised the Municipal Council that actions of this type could not be 
approved as to their lecality, in so far as they are “irreconciliably 


"in conflict with State statute." In those opinions, both Mr. Teare and 


Mr. Perillo pointed to both statutory references and court decisions 
which clearly deny the legislative branch the right to usurp the admin- . 
istrative authority of the Mayor and the executive branch, which usurpa- 
tion is exactly the intent of the Police Minimum Manniag ordinance. 
Regardless of the issue under consideration, whether it be police per- 
sonnel strength or any other municipal matter, the heart of this matter 
is its fundemental challenge to the principles of government as embodied 
in State law, which require certain checks and balances on the powers of 
elected officiels. To accept tiie concepts underlying these ordinances: 
would be to deny the basic tenets on which American government is founded. 


In addition to the legal issues, I have also rejected these ordinances 
due to the potentially disastrous effects they will cause in other 
areas. Due te the constraints of both the CAPs law end of the City's 
ability to collect revenue, provision of the more then $$.5 million in 
additional spending required to comply with the ordinances can only 
result in corresponding decreases in other appropriations. Stated 
simply, implementation of these ordinances would mean both dramatically 
higher taxes end substantially lower services in all areas except those 
provided by police personnei. The layoff notices issued earlier this 
week to all municipal employees are due in substantial part to the 
implications of these ordinances and serve to represent the Kinds of 
severe disruption which will occur should this action ultimately become 
law. 


My veto of this legislation should not however, be viewed as a lack of | 
concern for the safety of those who live and work in the City of Hewark. 
Rather, jt should be construed as a realization of the larger responsi- 
bility which I accepted in taking the Oath of Office as Mayor. In that 
Oath, I swore to uphold the laws of this state and courtry, which require 
me - and you as Councilmen - to provide for the health, safety and 
welfare of the public, within the fiscal and legal constraints estab- 
lished by the State. Health, safety and welfare will rot be provided 
through the eliminetion of sanitation services, health care and inspec- 
tions, nor through the curtailment of the regulatory process and certainly 
not through the addition of still more onerous local taxes.  To"approve 


' these ordinances however, would cause those kinds of dentgration in 


municipal service to take place. 


In light of these pro5lens therefore, I cannot in good conscience approve 
these recent actioss-sad feel that I have fulfilled the duty which I 
assumed upon beetmins yov of the City of Newark. I ask your support 

in rejecting fis legistatien so that our citizens need not face the 


dire consequénces whith would result from its passage.

President Harris stated for the record that when this measure was passed by the 
Council last week, over 60 persons came down to testify in its favor. They were 


supported by nearly 500 persons who packed this City Council chamber. 


The people who spoke represented senior citizens, public housing 


tenants and property owners. But, they all had one thing in cormon--an 
overwhelming concern for their personal safety and that of their loved ones. 
Each and every one of them--senior citizens and youths alike--begged this 
governing body to put more police in the streets and in their public housing 


projects. 


One young man,who had once pursued a life of crime, spoke from 


personal experience that the lack of police encourages criminal activity. Now 
having abandoned his previous lifestyle, he too came before us and urged us 


to hire more police. 


James Benjamin of the cafeteria workers union spoke before this body 


advocating passage of the minimum manning ordinance. 


Some persons would like to make this issue a political football. But, 


I think the sentiments of the residents of Newarkare perfectly clear. Fear 
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crosses all ethnic lines and all income groups. We need more policemen. I 
hope this body will look at this issue as a moral obligation, not as a political 
consideration. And I hope my colleagues will vote to give the citizens of this 
City the protection we promised them when we took the oath of office to serve 
on this Council. 

Councilman Carrino said he would like to thank the people for coming to the 
meeting to express their concerns. 

President Harris expressed his thanks also and added that this was the first step 


in protecting the citizens of Newark in terms of their lives and property. 


Councilman Bottone commented that on November 4th, the people should make sure 
they vote on the referendum with respect to increasing the police force. 

Councilman Martinez stated the response of the citizens had a great impact on the 
vote of the elected officals. Perhaps things should have not come this far but they 
have. Hopefully, this Council can enforce this ordinance. It appears there will be a 
court battle. It is important to notice the lackadaisical effect in the community 
as far as voting is concerned. It is important on election day to vote for Item 8 
for the referendum. 

The Mayor will probably take the City Council to court. When you push down the 
button, you indicate along with your vote that you support the decision which was 
made here today. The Mayor will have a hard time taking the citizens to court with 
public funds. 

Councilwoman Villani said the citizens coming to the meetings speaking out 
against crime helped her reach her decision. She further expressed her concern about 
the layoff notices for City employees. She added she hoped the Mayor and Council. 
could get together and solve some of the problems raised because she did not believe 


employees should be laid off.

MR. OTTO ROGUEMOR, 113 HUNTINGTON TERRACE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, District Leader 
of the 32nd District of the South Ward said he believed people could be adequately 
honored by having new structures named after them, that the renaming of this street 
was a hardship and meaningless inconvenience. 


E. WYMAN GARRETT, M.D., 114 SQUTH 12TH STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY said this 
change would have a positive effect on the young people of Newark, that youth must be 
served and this will have a fantastic positive effect on the City of Newark. 


DR. W. W. VERNER, 472 WEST MARKET STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY said the lives of 
many Newark and Essex County residents have been affected positively and unforgettably 
by Reverend Johnson's life and work. He has worked to improve the quality of life 
in this community in all phases. He asked Council to support this ordinance with 
the sure knowledge of the far reaching effect it will have on our total community. 


MR. CHARLES VEVIER, EXECUTIVE VICE PRESDIENT, NEW JERSEY COLLEGE OF MEDICINE 
AND DENTISTRY, 100 BERGEN STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY said they are opposed to any 
legislation that would change the name of Bergen Street as it would be a severe 
problem for them. This would be a very expensive and difficult thing to set into 
motion. He pointed out that another major issue is the identity of the College. 
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Councilman Johnson said he would like to have a memorandum read into the 
minutes by the City Clerk that would amend this ordinance if the ordinance is passed 
so that the College of Medicine and Dentistry would not be affected, that Bergen 
Street from South Orange Avenue, the two blocks in question that include the College 
would remain Bergen Street. The School will keep the Bergen Street address. He said 
that Councilman Bottone and he sat down and made sure this would not create any sort 
of problem for the college. 


Councilman James said he agrees with the concern with tie renaming of this street. 
He is opposed to what is being done to accommodate the Colleje individually. He said 
the Councilman from the West Ward supported the ordinance going from West Market 
Street to Clinton Avenue. When he received a copy of letter from Dr. Stanley Bergen 
he made a deal if they dropped that portion of Bergen Street which affects the College 
of Medicine and Dentistry he would go along with it. His concern is the West Ward 
Councilman's lack of compassion and no sensitivity for the other people who live at 
the other end between Clinton and Avon Avenues who ask for tie same concerns. 


Councilman Carrino said he is opposed to any street change and that he will never 
vote for one. He said it is ludicrous that we are going to ^ave this street broken up 
into four different names. 


The City Clerk read the proposed change that Councilman Johnson is sponsoring. 
He noted this is a response from Director Zach to Councilman Johnson's query. 
He read "In accordance with your request I would advise you that Bergen Street will 
be name:from South Orange Avenue to the Hillside line, the remaining section of 
Bergen Street from South Orange Avenue North to West Market Street would not be 
affected. Additionally since the street numbering sequence begins at West Market 
Street there would no conflicting numbers. In this way Bergen Street would exist 
between West Market Street and South Orange Avenue numbered from | to 185 and the 
rest of Bergen Street would be renamed although the numbering system would begin at 
185 rather than 1 at South Orange Avenue and be continuous to the Hillside line." 


City Clerk D'Ascensio said what Director Zach is sugges:ing is that from West 
Market to South Orange AVenue it remain às Bergen Street and from South Orange 
Avenue South to the terminus would be renamed. 


Councilman Carrino questioned if it will be renamed Benjamin F. Johnson from 
South Orange Avenue to Hillside. 


Councilman Johnson said as this ordinance is proposed from Clinton Avenue 
northside over to West Market Street it will become Reverend F. Johnson Boulevard. 
Upon realizing that two of the blocks are occupied by the College of Medicine and 
Dentistry the Councilman from the West Ward and he came up with an amendment that 
would allow the College to maintain its identity as is, 100 Bergen Street. Four 
blocks or more are in the West Ward, only two blocks of the West Ward will remain 
Bergen Street. The rest from 14th Avenue over will be renamed. 


Councilman Grant said that he takes exception to the Coi lege of Medicine and 
Dentistry's remark that "they are happy that it will not affect us and they will 
remain intact." Even though Councilman Johnson has amended the ordinance so it 
does not leave out that portion of the existing Bergen Street. For the record where 
the College of Medicine and Dentistry presently exists, it is there only because 
persons were displaced and sent throughout all of the City to make room for the 
College. 


Councilman Bottone said he would like to correct the record of a statement that 
was made about the West Ward Councilman changing his stance. The record will show 
that at the last meeting he voted for this ordinance, that the Councilman from the 
South Ward moved this ordinance. 


Councilman James said that Councilman Bottone must have heard incorrectly. He 
voted for it as passed at the last meeting, but now he is willing to accept it if the 
portion of the West Ward , in which the College is located is removed. 


MR. D. J. HENDERSON, 29 OLD ROAD TO BLOOMFIELD AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, said 
as a citizen of Newark it would seem to him this discussion is beneath the dignity 
of this Council. He opposed the change in name of any existing street or part thereof 
in the City of Newark for any reason whatsoever. Changes of this nature destroy the 
historical continuity of the City. The method of preserving the memory of the 
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Reverend Mr. Johnson does not entail any sacrifice of time, energy, or money on the 
part of those who knew him personally, of his colleagues in the many organizations in 
which he served, or of the many individuals who benefitted by his ministry. By 
contrast, enactment of this ordinance will cause great inconvenience and expense to 
residents and business establishments on Bergen Street, to a large public institution 
and the the City itself. 


REVEREND MRS. ALEXZINA W. BROWN, 195 FIRST STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY said she 
represents the Newark North Jersey Black Churchment Committee who are in favor of 
changing Bergen Street to B. F. Johnson. She said Reverend Johnson has affected 
the lives of young people. She recommended this street be changed. 


REVEREND OLIVER BROWN, 11 HILL STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, Pastor of the 
Roseville Church urged the Council to support the ordinance before them. He said 


Reverend Johnson has distinguished himself as a member of this community. Bergen 
Street had in its past a purpose for being named Bergen Street, but no longer reflects 
the community as it is today. It will provide for our community a very positive 

and proper image, one that we need so well in our community, and it is a way to pay 
tribute to a person who is alive and this would be a greater and finer image for our 
young people to look up and see a permanent sign for their period of someone who has 
contributed so significantly and so beautifully to their community. 


REVEREND M. D. BROWN, GREATER PROVIDENCE MISSIONARY BAPTIST CHURCH, 265 SOUTH 
7TH STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY said he has witnessed the changes that have taken 
place in the various sections. He has not seen any place in the city whereby the 
distinguished clergy of the city have the form of recognition or any place where 
they can beremembered as of tomorrow. There would be nothing that would bring more 
joy, more pride and more inspiration into the hearts of the children than to cross 
Over a street called Benjamin F. Johnson Boulevard. 


REVEREND ALFRED MORGAN WALLER, JR., TRINITY UNITED METHODIST CHURCH, 58] 
CLINTON AVENUE, HOME 14 HILLSIDE TERRACE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY said he also supports 
the request of this name change. Change is something that we are constantly a part 
of. We have the responsibility to do those things and to make those gestures that 
will tell people in future generations that we are here. 


~ MRS. MILDRED HELMS, 583 BERGEN STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY said she has lived 
several years on Bergen Street, she is a taxpayer. She said there is a street named 
Johnson Avenue, Johnson Street already in Newark. She is opposed to changing the 
name of Bergen Street because she lives on Bergen Street, not only she but hundreds 
of other people that do likewise. She has petitions signed opposing the name change. 
She said we need to think of other things that would help citizens to try to live 
decently. The changing of the name is not going to help. 


MRS. ARLENE HENRY, 603 ELIZABETH AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY said she is opposed 
to changing any street to honor anybody. If Councilman Johnson wants a street named 
for B. F. Johnson, he should change the street where his church is or where he lives. 
She does not want any part of the South Ward named B. F. Johnson Boulevard. It will 
not help to keep streets clean, it will not help pay your salaries and when you are 
all gone, there will come brand new people and they will sweep in and change it back 
again. Leave it like it is. 


MR. JOHN ARTHUR THOMAS, 14 LESLIE STREET, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY said he is a life- 
long resident of Newark. He said in the past he has initiated some fight to make 
change and some people who resist change, one in particular was very happy when a 
park was memorialized in name of member of the City Council of Newark, was changed 
to her name. There was no problem there in terms of change. Consentually people 
change their minds. Bergen Street to him personally has no significance. 


Councilman James said that no individual who came before this Council today, 
whether they were pro or con attacked their position in a democracy and he thought 
it wrong to play that kind of politics. He said the name of the park for Mrs. Helms 
was not sponsored by her, not requested by her or no member of her family. Mrs. Helms 
helped to bring $50 million worth of housing to this city before any present minority 
member of this council was seated, for the citizens of Newark. We should not degrade 
.-her for working to bring housing to this city. In fact, without the help of any 
member of this Council, although we helped in passing it. She is bringing housing 
to the Central Ward at the intersection of Avon and Bergen, to the corner of Madison 
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and Avon, West Runyon and Seymour. - 

Councilman Carrino said he feels the City Government is setting a very poor 
policy in taking streets to memorialize or-commemorate people. It should be 
incumbent upon this body when we want to conmemorate to pick something new or that 
has not been a part of city history before and start that building as a new part of 
history so they will be memorialized in making this a great city that we all once 
knew without taking away part of the old history. 


Councilman James said he holds Reverend Benjamin F. Johnson in the highest esteem. 
He does not know of any clergyman personally that he could hcnor or extend any greater 
affection for. He has sent telegrams saying he could not vote on this ordinance 
affirmatively whereas it was proposed without participation and discussion from 
affected parties including the Councilman of the South Ward, residents, businesses, 
Schools, libraries, customers of fiscal and historical research on the impact of said 
change. The issue is not to honor Rev. Johnson, but how we can appropriately honor 
him without disrupting the lifestyle of our city. He said tre multitudes of 
citizens of Newark feel this Council should be about other business and especially 
in the wake of the election yesterday where our emotions carried us to the poil to 
give overwhelming support of one candidate while this nation spoke out for another. 
It shows us that we cannot be guided in every instance by our emotions but sometimes 
we Should be legislators and act in the best interest of all parties. He has 
petitions from the residents of the South Ward who do not speak against Rbverend 
Johnson. These citizens simply say they are opposed to a name change of Bergen 
Street, because of many personal hardships. They ask a simple question that is a 
challenge to ail of us - Is there a better way? With three rew schools being buiit, 
with new housing, could it be an honor and more fitting to name one of these after 
Reverend Johnson. The question is how can we appropriately ronor Reverend Johnson 
in our city during crisis times and he sneaks of the fiscal cilcsma that is facing 
all of us. He has received letters from district leaders anc many others opposing 
it. He is trying to suggest there is a better way. 


Councilwoman Villani noted she had said she would vote for the name change and 
that before she does vote, after this discussion today, she is going to abstain on 
her vote, hoping that they will find other ways and other means oniy because she 
feels it is too chopped up and in good conscience she cannot do it. She has the 
finest respect for Reverend Johnson but she honestly teels at this point it is 
Creating too many problems.

Councilman James believed this was illegal. It would circumvent the 
government and he thought this would bring an illegal act into play. It tecomes 
a conduit to force all developers to go through a corporation which is being 
given statute and recognition by this Council. This would require further 
scrutiny. 

Councilman Johnson said this was formed by a S:ate Statute. The developers 
do not change procedures in which they approach the City for permission to develop. 
The Central Ward Restoration Corporation has not and is not seeking any funds from 
the City of Newark. This is quite legal and has been checked out. The resolution 
is 1002 within the New Jersey Law. 

Councilman Carrino was not questioning this, but the last paragraph where 
it states the Council does designate the Restoration Corporation as a Local 
Economic Development Agency for the Central Ward, with full power and authority 
to represent the Municipal Council of the City of Newark. He wanted to know if 
he was giving up his authority as a Councilman to approve or disapprove different 
developments that might come into the City. 
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Councilman Johnson stated this allows funds to be received. The $90,000. 
that would be written off would be assigned. The designation must be received 
in order for the funds to be received. This is not relinquishing any power. 

Councilman Grant asked if there was anyone present from the Corporation 
Counsel's Office. He also asked if the last paragraph of the proposed legislation 
renders the existing administration null and void from receiving future grants 
for that purpose. 

Donald Devorin, Assistant Corporation Counsel said he was not prepared 
to answer. . He would submit the question to Mr. Teare and he would give 
the Council an answer. 

President Harris asked Chief Analyst Polster if he had a similar resolution 
to this one. 

Councilman Carrino wanted to know if the official document was signed. 

City Clerk D'Ascensio replied in the negative. 

Chief Analyst Polster stated 7-R-bd, April 16, 1980, mentions a specific 
project in connection with the planning and feasibility of the project of Clinton 
Hill Weequahic Urban Industrial Park Project. There are certain differences in 
content in the language. He would have to go over this legislation line by line. 

Councilman James asked Chief Analyst Polster if he was correct by hearing 
him tell the body that a project designation and ward designation were one and 
the same. 

Chief Analyst Polster explained the appropriate law covering both are the 
same. The April 16, 1980 resolution for Clinton Hill Weequahic Urban Industrial 
Park Project does not go into a ward designation, it defines what the project name 
is. 

Councilman James added the project has blocks and lots, parcels of land 
and a designated area. 

Councilman Johnson claimed at no time did anyone say the resolutions were 
identical.

Chief Analyst Polster replied there was no certificate of incorporation, only a 
disclosure statement. 

Councilman James stated he was pleased to learn that Corporation Counsel Teare has 
agreed with his earlier contentions that the Central Ward Restoration Corporation document 
submitted to the Council on November 5, 1980, was illegal in form and usurped the powers of 
administration and Council. Corporation Counsel Teare has returned the document back to 
Council deleting reference to the Restoration Corporation representing the Newark Municipal 


Council. 
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He was still opposed to the unnecessary creation of a private self interest super 
structure to make decisions for an entire ward and also being accountable to no one 
which clearly violates the check and balance system of government. This agency will 
hinder the orderly flow of government, by asserting itself between the Mayor and Council 
and Administration, or assuming powers for which the Council was duly elected. He 
questioned if this was the wisdom of the Council to have every poteatial Central Ward 
developer, contractor, business or individual who wishes to rehabilitate, build or expand 
to negotiate with a private and self interest group prior to the normal procedures of 
seeking Administrative and Council approval. He wanted to know why a super structure 
is needed especially if the City already has a Planning Board, Mayor's Policy and 
Development Office, Grantsmanship and Planning Office (under the directorship of Mr. 
Dennis Cherot), Newark Economic Development Corporation (under the directorship of Mr. 
Alfred Faiella), Office of Manpower (under the directorship of Mr. Harry Wheeler), Board 
of Adjustment and the Mayor and Council, in a check and balance form of government. 

Interestingly enough, the Council is passing an ordinance which will appear on the 
agenda of the next meeting, November 25, 1980, Item 9-b, which was “tem 8-p on the 
November 5, 1980 Calendar and was deferred, allowing a City employee to serve on this 
type of corporation. This would allow Council members to aopnnint their staff to these 


agencies in an effort to directly and indirectly control them.

He said he felt the recognition should go to Mr. Savocca 
and the teachers and the youngsters at Oliver Street School who did an exceptional 
job in a very difficult situation. He said recognition should aiso go to the 
maintenance staff of the Board who have done an exceptional job in getting things 
back to order within a short period of time. 


Mr. Savocca, Principal of Oliver Street School, accepted this resolution 
on behalf of the Oliver Street School Staff, the community, the non-instructional 
personnel and especially the children who acted in a fantastic and courageous 
manner. He said when those fire bells rang everyone knew exactly what to do and 
were out of the building in two minutes. He said he cannot describe his feelings 
when he knew everyone was out of the building safely. 


Chief Marron of the Newark Fire Department gave accolades to the Board of 
Education for the manner in which the children left the tufiding thereby averting 
what could have been such a zragedy, He thanked God for good teachers, a good 
administration and Board of Education.

He said the more significant 
factors involved in this renovation is that a brand new school addition has 
been built to accomodate the students and they have been moved entirely into 
the new addition. They are now going to renovate the abandoned portion of the 
old school and in no way will the students be involved or will construction 
be on a piece meal basis or stop at any time.

The 
right to regulate itinerant cating and drinking establishments is 
vested in a municipality by its police powers. However, broad as 
they may be, police powers are not without limitations. They must 
be imposed for the general good and welfare of the community, with 
virtue of reasonableness. There can not be, in the name of police 
regulations, an unreasonable and oppressive curtailment of personal 
or property rights.

The amended ordinance ,“as it is worded, is ambiguous in the use of 
such words as "acceptable metai," acceptable impervious material," 
adequate size," andZ'Single service type."

Councilman James said he would be consistent in his vote and will not support any 
of the raises as brought before this Council. He opined they were making a circus out 
of the raises and he believed that individuals should not be granted raises based on 
whether they are liked or disliked, whether they belong to a civic association or 
not or whether they contribute to a campaign or not, or purchase tickets or not. If 
Administrators are not doing their jobs, those individuals should at least receive 
the complaints. If they are below cabinet level, which we have no direct control over, 
then these complaints should be forwarded to the proper administrator. He felt it unfair 
that tonight raises will be granted to some people because they are liked and others 
that are disliked will be denied without any charges being given to those people so in 
fact they could improve if they wanted to. If any administrator is not doing his job, 
and this Council is sincere, we will advise them what their shortcomings are. 


Councilman Carrino stated he disagreed with Councilman James. He noted in March 
or April Mayor Gibson said he was going to deal with people he felt incompetent in his 
Administration, but to this date not one person has been fired or relieved of duty. 

He said. he does not have the power as an individual Councilman to fire anyone or relieve 
them of their duties, however, he wants it on record that as an individual Councilman 

he feels that a certain number of people in this package are not performing the duties 
to which they were nominated and to which they serve. He feels he has the right and 
deserves the right to tell that person, through his raise, how he feels as a North Ward 
Councilman. . 


Councilman James said he concurs with Councilman Carrino on those individuals that are 
below cabinet level. He pointed out that if the individual is cabinet level, individuals 
that this Council confirmed, we owe them some charges that they are not doing their jobs, 
so they have the opportunity to improve. His concern is "What have we done to improve 
the delivery of services and to improve the individual's performance?" 


Councilman Martinez said he takes offense for the remark made about individuals 
buying tickets, because no one he voted for ever bought tickets from him. If we look at 
past practices, every union person who has come before us has received a 5%, 113%, 5% 
increase by contract. This body has eliminated the total retroactive of 1979 for ali 
Department Heads. His vote reflects that the Department Heads who he feels are doing 
the job and deserve the raise will get it. With inflation throughout the country he felt 
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we could not give 5, 113 and 5 percent to one segment of the City of Newark employees 
and tell the other segment we will not give them anything, even though some of their o 
subordinates are making more money than the Directors. He respects any person's decision 

on whether he feels that particular department head is worthy of the standard of living 

increase and that is all that is being received in these pay increases.

D. J. HENDERSON, 29 OLD ROAD TO BLOOMFIELD, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed 
the Municipal Council and said the most serious problem in every urban area is the lack 
of meaningful continuous employment for persons who are unskilled or semi-skilled or 
functionally illiterate. Newark is no exception. Every program that is not a part of 
the regular on-going business of the City should contribute to meeting this need. The 
Community Development Administration is an arm of the Mayor's Policy and Development 
Office as stated in the legal notice. It is assumed that M.P.D.0. receives and 
distributes Federal funds which come to the City. It is in effect a sort of separate 
city government, the exclusive domain of the Chief Executive. This ordinance adjusts 
salaries of 97 positions in C.D.A. If only one person were employed in each of these 
positions, the total annual cost would be $1,614,000. with the everage salary for a 
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position of $16,640. He said he does not know exactly what C.D.A. does, but the 
question arises whether this expenditure makes any contribution to meeting any part 

of the need to provide work for the unskilled or the semi-literate. Among the positions 
listed are Analysts of various kinds and 5 co-ordinators of various activities. There 
are ten positions related to demolitions. The demolition program has not been noticably 
successful. He knows the Council is not involved in the administration of city business 
or that of the M.P.D.0., however, he makes these comments to let Council know that some 
taxpayers have doubt that Federal funds are being spent or have been spent in a manner 
to make significant contribution to the solution of our most pressing problem. The 
taxpayers are aware that the total of these funds are in the hundreds of millions of 
dollars and he feels we need more people who can handle a pick, shovel and a broom.

The above speakers addressed the Municipal Council registering complaints with 
respect to premises at 29-59 Lincoln Street, Broome Street and Columbus Homes. 


The speakers indicated they are living under intolerable conditions with respect 
to lack of heat and water leakage. They pointed out they are lacking toilet facilities 
and have received no cooperation from the Housing Authority. 


President Harris stated that Mr. Smith was the Administrative Assistant to the 
Mayor and it was incumbent upon his office to appoint all Members of the Commissioners 
who serve and make the policy to run the Housing Authority. There would not be any 
Director of the Housing Authority without the aproval of the Mayor's office. They have 
been unable to get Mr. Blue to respond to requests to appear before them and answer 
questions relative to these problems. He finds that it is disturbing that people find 
it difficult to reach those who are in charge with the responsibility who are holding 
certain jobs of servicing the people. Under no circumstances are they being under-paid. 
The Director earns $50,000., the second man in charge is close to that $50,000. It is 
not this Body's responsibility to fix the plumbing and broken windows. 


President Harris stated the remarks made by the speakers will be extracted and 
the minutes will be forwarded to Mayor Gibson, Mr. Buck and Mr. Blue, asking the two 
Directors to respond to the statements made by the tenants. o 


Councilman Tucker stated the statements should also go to the Attorney General 
because there is criminal negligence on some of these things. He stated that he had 
called all day and Mr. Buck refused to talk to him. At 4:35 P.M. yesterday evening, 

Mr. Blue finally called back. There are two private contractors there right now and they 
have three men each. There are six plumbers who are currently working on 2,500 units. 


Councilman Grant asked if the Council could meet with the Mayor, Mr. Buck, Mr. Blue 
and the tenants to see if we can work something out. 


Councilman Tucker stated that the representatives of the Plumbers Union who work 
for the Housing Authority have a grievance. Their grievance is czusing a problem with 
the tenants. They are on a sick-out. Mr. Blue said last night they were going to board 
up the buildings. There is not one piece of plywood up in Scudder Homes today. There is a 
major break-down in the Housing Authority Administration. 


"Councilman James stated Council is only able to set up a meeting on the availability 
of other people. Those tenants appointed to the Commission are not doing their jobs. 


The City Clerk read a note from Mr. Blue's Office which stated, 1) Heat at Columbus 
is on now at Apartments A, B, C and D; 2) Wall being repaired this afternoon at 62; 3) 
Pipes no longer leaking and 4) Stove in apartment 82, apartment 2G repaired today. 


Councilman Johnson stated that as a Member of the Investigating Committee, he would 
like each tenant who has information about who has been stealing the pipes, equipment 
from the various housing sites to make it available to Councilman Grant and himself 
so they can make the Police Department get involved.

Director of Engineering Zach stated this is a contract for the purpose of 
establishing a more effective routing for the motor broom operation. This routing 
will provide a more economic advantage from the viewpoint of fuel savings and provide 
for the better implemenation of motor brooms. It will provide for the snow routing 
and modification for the garbage collection. 


Councilman Martinez asked if the money would give the residents of the City a 
more effective street cleaning and sanitation operation. 


Director Zach replied in the affirmative. 


Councilman Bottone asked if the Traffic and Engineering Department could not do 
this in-house. t 


Director Zach replied probably they could, but the difficulty is that with the 


Cutbacks in the past years, there is not the capability, time-wise, to get it done 
in a reasonable amount of time. It would take a year and a half to get it done. 
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Councilman Bottone stated that after the last big snow storm two years ago, 
the City was in chaos. A program was evolved after it was all over to insure this q 
would not happen again, that we didn't have a proper routing of our equipment. He 

questioned what happened to that program. 


Director Zach replied at that point in time they were doing a lot of snow 
plowing with City equipment. They no longer plow with City equipment, it is all con- 
tract equipment. What this program will do is provide for a continuous run for any 
piece of apparatus on a continuous basis. 


Councilman Johnson asked if the procedure would be done by alphabetical 
priority. 


Director Zach replied he could not make that assurance, 


Councilman Carrino questioned with all the professional planners, no one else 
could do this. . 


Director Zach replied these people do this for a living. They provided a 
similar effort in New York City. It resulted in a 20% to 30% fuel savings alone 
in their sanitation operation. If they can generate anything near that, the 
services would be well paid for. They sperd in excess of $300,000. a year in fuel. 


Councilman Carrino stated prior to this year, the carbzge pick-up was always 
on the button. The City made a change in the garbage pick-up by districts and it is 
"flip a coin" to see if your garbage is going to be picked up or not. He asked 
what happens if Ecodata comes in and says that the system is bad and they should 
go back to the old system. 


Director Zach replied he recommended the original system so the embarrassment 
would be his. The problem is there is not the capability on any given day of having 
the numbers of vehicles out to do the pick-up which needs to be done. 


Councilman Carrino stated that regardless what the company says, if we don't 
have the number of vehicles, they are not going to pick up the garbage. Maybe the e 
$63,000. might be better spent buying two garbage trucks. 

Director Zach replied the garbage trucks cost about $60,000. per vehicle. Even 
if there was the additional money and the two garbage trucks, they don't have a 
decent route for them, they are not running an efficient program. 


President Harris asked if he had received 8 new trucks. 
Director Zach replied in the affirmative. The first had been delivered. 
President Harris asked what size the trucks are. 


Director Zach replied it is a different kind of truck. It is orbital, a 
circular truck in which the drum keeps rotating ingesting garbage as it is dumped 
in. 


President Harris asked if it was comparable to the trucks which were recently 
purchased by New York City. 


Director Zach replied in the negative. They have a drun rotating basis but 
their set up is so that you have a one man crew. The} are in the process of 
negotiating a contract with their representatives of the sanitation men that will per- 
mit them to do the same thing. 


Councilman Martinez asked why the City picks up so much garbage which should be 
handled by private contractors. There is an ordinance on the books restricting 
two garbage cans per residential unit. 


Director Zach replied there are two answers; one they pick up more garbage 

than they are obligated to do. The reason for that is to provide an improved 

level of service and second is that if they don't pick it up, it is going to end up 

strewn all over the street any way. They have requested authorization to give the 

Division of Sanitation authority to issue summons for improperly placed garbage. o 
Councilman Johnson asked what the delivery date was on the remaining trucks. 


Director Zach replied within the month of- January. 
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Councilman Johnson asked what plans were being implemented for increased 
pick-up at the housing projects. 


Director Zach replied one of the things worked out with the Housing is the 
implementation of them providing dump units. This provides for greater container 
ability. They don't have to handle the cans and can speed up the operation. 
Their money has been set up with the HCDA funding for that. 


Councilman Johnson asked if the program was in effect. 


Director Zach replied in the negative. His understanding from Mr. Blue 
was that as soon as the money was made available and the Council was acting on that 
money, they would go out and purchase the containers. 


Councilman Grant asked if it wouldn't be wiser if his office would seek 
some of the personnel laid off, with the expertise relative to the routing system. 
Hire them back at perhaps $15,000. per year as opposed to a $60,000. contract for 
twenty weeks. 


Director Zach replied the problem with that is two-fold. They tried to find 
people who they had laid off. Second they cannot guarantee any longevity with the 
City. If they put people back on it is going to cost the salary with the 
fringe benefits. If they put three people on at $15,000. a head there is $45,000. 
plus the fringe package, they are up to $60,000. of the contract. 


Councilman James stated maybe the Council needs a special conference to 
deal with the whole question. The Director has said he will privately deal with 
snow removal. Originally when they kept those 100 men we said "will there be 
available personnel to deal with the snow removal itself". At what point do we 
get back into the sanitation business by way of contracts. We are paying for a 
contract to pick up some areas. We have the City people doing one area. We said 
we would see which would be more productive and effective. 


Director Zach stated they contracted out one-third of the City for collection 
purpose. This was for a demonstration program to find out if they could do it in- 
house. Council authorized the consultant to review the private versus the City. 
That report will be available in January. This will be the basis for Council to 
either decide to stay in the sanitation business or go back to the City pick-up or 
retain some kind of split. 


Councilman James stated that when Pet-Am fails to produce, others fault the 
City. City personnel goes out doing the work that Pet-Am is paid to do. This is 
double billing on the part of the taxpayers. 


Director Zach replied when there is a problem with Pet-Am, the Contract 
Administrator. makes the determination that it is their responsibility. The City 
will pick up if they fail to do so. Pet-Am is back charged for the time the City 
spends doing Pet-Am's job. 


President Harris requested Director Zach meet with the Council at a January 
meeting to further discuss this matter. 


Director Zach asked if there was some way the Council could approve this, 
conditioned upon their meeting in January without his having execute the contract 
prior to that in the event they don't want to go with it. This is a year-end 
appropriation and if he did not make his committment of money, he will not have the 
funding to do that.
